WORLD'S FOOD FAIR. 


A Magnificent Exhibition Formalty 
Opened at Boston. 


GROCERS HAVE A BIG PARADE. 


Escorted Guests to Mechanics’ 
Fair Building. 


Boston, Oct. 1.—The World’s Food fair 
opened teday under most favorable aus- 
pices. To describe the bewildering beau- 
ties, the striking effects, the skillful 
drapings and the wonderful groupings 
to be seen in M nics’ building 
would require hours; of study. The 
great halls are embOwered in bunting 
of many colors, draped and entwined, 
twisted and knotted, until it would 
seem that the brain that conceived it 
all must be in the same kaleidoscopic 
condition, and amid the folds of bright 
bunting beautiful paintings are embedded, 
and in the grand hall the portraits of the 
successive presidents of the Boston Retail 
Grocers’ association repose in patriotic 
frames. 

The exhibits are over 200 in number, and 
are the most artistic of any ever seen in 
New England, the educational effects of 
the World’s fair being clearly apparent.

Chinese Officials’ Signature Affixed to 
Important Documents.

A BERLIN SENSATION. 


Batch of Military Officers Arrested and 
Bundled Off to a Fortress. 


BERLIN, Oct. 1.—The arrests of several 
non-commissioned officers here yesterday 
probably had nothing to do with social- 
ism. The commander of the gunnery 
school is disliked on account of his se- 
verity. Having lately noticed the grow- 
ing spirit of insubordination, he called the 
non-commissioned officers together and 
severely reprimanded them. This was on 
Friday night. 

The men subsequently became noisy and 
troublesome, and the commander visited 
their rooms and ordered that they be 
silent. The men became insolent, and 
openly refused to obey the order. They 
became threatening, and the commander 
drew his sword in self-defense. This had 
the effect of restoring order. 

The commander immediately _ tele- 
graphed to Emperor William, who ordered 
the arrest of the mutineers. The Fourth 
regiment of the Guards was summoned 
and surrounded the school during the night. 
The non-commisioned officers were aroused 
and went into the courtyard where the 
commander addressed them, saying: ‘‘You 
are all prisoners. Everybody who tries to 
escape must abide the consequences.” 

All the prisoners were escorted to the 
railway station at 3 o’clock in the morning 
and sent to the Magdeburg fortress. 

Another version of the affair says that 
the commander, Baron Stettin, was pass- 
ing through the courtyard during a drink- 
ing bout and that the men upon seeing 
him shouted insulting words. 


Honored by Italians, 

RoME, Oct. 1.—A monument to Shelley, 
the English poet, erected by Italian ad- 
mirers, was unveiled yesterday at Viareg- 
gio, off which town Shelley was drowned 
July 8, 1822. The monument, which is 15 
feet high, faces the sea in Paolina square. 
The bust represents the poet at the age of 
20 years, in a meditative attitude. The 
pedestal is simple, but elegant. Sig. Ric- 
cioni delivered an address, after which he 
formally transferred the monument to the 
keeping of the mayor of Viareggio, amid 
the cheering of the assemblage. 


A Good Idea. 
WASHINGTON, Oct..1.—Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Nelson has ordered 
prepared maps of all the large cities, show- 
ing the surface car lines, with a view of 
having mail cars run over them. He ex- 
pects to give his attention especially to 
carrying mail on electric cars which run 
from centers of cities to the suburbs and 

to adjoining smaller towns. 


Attacked by Rowdies. 

HANOVER, N. H., Oct. 1.—A crowd of 
roughs in Lebanon attacked a party of 
six Dartmouth students and treated them 
to a dose of eggs and stones. One student 
was hurt. Finally the students opened 
fire and shot a man named Marson in the 
arm. The cause of the assault is un- 
known. More trouble is likely to follow. 


Brewers Are Yielding. 

BERLIN, Oct. 1.—Negotiations have been 
opened between the brewers and the so- 
cialists with a view of bringing about a 
compromise of the long-continued beer 
boycott. The brewers have accepted a 
portion of the demands made by the so- 
cialists, and it is probable that the nego- 
tiations will effect the desired end. 


On a Permanent Basis. 

Newport, R. L, Oct. 1—The racing 
meeting of the Newport Racing associa- 
tion was so successful it has been de- 
termined to make the association perma- 
nent. A capital of $50,000 has been sub- 
scribed and land hired, and work will be- 
gin at once to make the finest track in the 
country.

Many Groundless Rumors Are 
Thus Disposed Of. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Notification has 
been given to this government in an in- 
formal way of the ratification by the Chi- 
nese government of the new treaty be- 
tween the United States and China, which 
Was negotiated by Secretary of State 
Gresham and the Chinese minister, Yang 
Yu, and ratified by the senate on the part 
of the United States. Only the formal 
exchange of ratifications between the de- 
partment of state and the minister is to be 
transacted to make the treaty the law 
governing the relations of the two powers, 
and this ceremony will doubtless take 
place within a month. 

Minister Yang Yu called upon Secretary 
Gresham last week and said to him that 
he had received word from his government 
that ithad ratified the treaty; that the 
documents had been forwarded to him; 
also that he had received instructions to 
exchange ratifications with the United 
States as soon as it was delivered to him. 

The treaty with China’s seal and signa- 
ture was sent from Pekin about four 
weeks ago, being forwarded by way of 
Shangha. In the ordinary course of com- 
munication, 

Six Weeks Would Be Required 
for its transmittal to Washington, so that 
it is not expected at the legation for two 
weeks, the minister said. 

This is the first authentic information 
received mm this country regarding the 
action of the Chinese authorities on the 
treaty. So long a time has elapsed since 
the treaty was drawn that speculation had 
begun to float about in semi-official circles, 
which, disregarding the distance between 
the two capitels and the time required for 
communication, questioned whether the 
Chinese authorities intended to ratify the 
treaty, whether they were not dissatisfled 
with it, or were not delaying the exchange 
of ratifications to serve some diplomatic 
purposes of their own. 

It would seem from the information 
given to the secretary of state by the Chi- 
nese minister that these speculations have 
been without much ground. As the dip- 
lomatic business of the government is 
from its nature transacted secretly, Minis 
ter Yang Yu's communication to the sec- 
retary of state was not made known until 
Secretary Gresham’s attention was called 
to these speculations afloat concerning the 
course of the Chinese government. 

Then Secretary Gresham gave to the press 
the true status of the matter, and said in 
effect that the reports that there was any 
cause for dissatisfaction over the way 
C.aina was proceeding toward the con- 
summation of the treaty was entirely 
groundless. 


. Served In Two Wars, 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla. Oct. 1.— General 
James A. Peeden died here yesterday. 
He was bornin Wilmington, N. C., in 
1816. In 1836 he came to Florida and took 
part in the Seminole war. On the break- 
ing out of the Mexican war he enlisted 
and served with distinction. After the 
Mexican war he returned to Florida and 
devoted himself to the practice of law. 
Under the administration of President 
Pierce he was appointed charge d'affaires 
to Buenos Ayres, and servediin that capac 
ity for four years. He served many years 
in the legislature, and was a_ brigadier 
general of state troops. General Peeden 
was never married. 


Doctors Locked Up. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—Belle White, 24 years 
of age, daughter of a wealthy lumberman, 
died yesterday while under treatment for 
the removal of face blemishes. Death was 
caused, it was supposed, by the use of co- 
caine in connection with an electrical cur- 
rent which was used. The operator was 
Dr. Sorie Santa. Eliza James, the busi- 
ness partner of Dr. Santa, was assisting in 
the operation at the time. The young 
woman died almost instantly. Dr. Santa, 
with her assistant, was locked up until the 
exact cause of the young woman's death 
is known. 


Bad Wreck In Ohio. 

TOLEDO, Oct. 1.—A train, No. 42, on the 
Wabash railroad was wrecked at Maumee 
yesterday. The accident was the result of 
a well-laid plan to ditch the entire train. 
The Pullman cars kept on the track. 
Engineer Smith was killed and Fireman 
Day was fatally injured. At the time of 
the accident the train was running at the 
regular speed, and it is considered a 
miracle that mere lives were not lost. 
The dead engineer and dying fireman were 
both new men on the line. 


Two Old Svuldiers Murdered. 

DayTOon, O., Oct. 1.—Friday was pension 
day at the Soldiers’ home, and the veter- 
ans were paid #@150,000. A few of them 
visited the dives in the vicinity of the in- 
stitution and were robbed Saturday. Atl 
o'clock yesterday afternoon two old sol- 
diers were found robbed and murdered, 
and their bodies lying in the public road. 
Their names were Adolphus Curgan and 
John Barrett. Fifty suspects are locked 
up. 

Fitz Evidently Means Business. 

BRIDGEPORT, Con n., Oct. 1.—Bob Fitz- 
simmons left this city today with his man- 
ager, Captain Glori, for New York, to post 
with the Herald a #1000 forfeit to fight 
Corbett. If thisis not covered within 30 
days, Fitzsimmons will claim the cham- 
pionship of the world. He says Corbett is 
afraid to fight him. Fitzsimmons signed 
gapers at the Olympic club to fight fora 
~25,000 purse, the winner to take all.

THE PATHAN RELEASED. 


Rreat Britain's Protest Received Due At- 
tention From Chinese Officials. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 1.—Owing to the pro- 
test of Great Britain, the Tsung Li Ya- 
men has ordered the release of the British 
steamer Pathan, recently seized by a 
Chinese warship, on suspicion that she 
was carrying contraband of war. The 
owners of the steamer intend to claim 
damages. 

Viceroy Li Hung Chang has received 
important dispatches by pony express 
from Pekin. His enemies sedulously en- 
courage the dowager empress in the belief 
that the defeats of the Chinese forces were 
due to his incompetence and corruption.

“T have learned from an excellent source 
that Japan, if she is victorious over China, 
intends to divide China into three inde- 
pendent kingdoms, which will be placed 
under the rule of native princes, one 
whom will be Li Hung Chang. If neces- 
sary Japan will call a conference of the 
powers to decide the matter.”’ 


FROM A LIVING TOMB. 


Rescue of Four Miners Who Were Walled 
In For Fifty-Four Hours, 

CARBONDALE, Pa., Oct. 1.—John J. Fan- 
ning, William B. Mitchell, George Barney 
and Andrew Klanesky, the miners who 
were entombed in the slope of the North- 
west Coal company on Thursday, were 
rescued at a late hour Saturday night. 
All are alive and well, and do not seem 
much the worse for their long imprison- 
ment. 

As soon as an opening was made, re- 
freshments were passed through to the 
prisoners and their hunger and thirst had 
been catisfied before they reached the sur- 
face. The men were without light and 
food for 54 hours. -They procured water 
from a miniature well which they dug 
in their cell. 

In consequence of having been so long 
in darkness, Fanning, when taken out of 
the shaft, was tnable to see a lamp held 
two feet away from him. None of the 
men could remember whether they had 
slept. There was rejoicing when the men 
were brought to the surface and escorted 
to their homes. 


DELIBERATE MURDER. 


Mystery Surrounding the Scituate Tragedy 
Is Being Unravelled by Detectives. 
PROVIDENCE, Oct. 1—The mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of a woman in 
Scituate is rapidly beingsolved. Itis now 
positively known that two pistol shots 
were fired near Gilbert Spaulding’s apple 
orchard at 10 o’clock Thursday night, and 
that afterwards a buggy was driven up 
the road toward the place. where the body 
was found. When the story was told of 
a woman who had hired a buggy from 
Franklin Bros.’ stable Thursday little was 
thought of it, but yesterday a detective 
found two blood stains in the carriage, 
which had been returned by a Scituate 
farmer. Both stains were in the position 
they would have been if the woman had 
been shot from behind while driving. All 
evidence points to the fact that the crime 
was cold-blooded and deliberate murder. 


. Wreck and Loss of Life. 

Woopstock, Ills., Oct. 1—A freight 
train bound for Chicago was wrecked 
about 8 mile west of this city. A wreck- 
ing crew found beneath a car loaded with 
green planks the dead bodies of three men 
and two boys, one man badly injured and 
a boy seriously bruised and shaken up. 
Joseph Grady of Fall River, Mass., had 
one wrist chewed by one of the boys in his 
death struggle, the latter dying with his 
head pinned by the lumber to Grady’s 
breast.

REGARDING STRIKES. 


Judge Jenkins’ Famous Injunction 
Partially Reversed. 


MEN MAY QUIT WORK AT WILL 


Provided There Is NoIntention 
to Cripple Employers, 


Cuicaco, Oct. 2.— Judge Jenkins’ 
famous strike injunction was overruled 
yesterday by the United States circuit 
court of appeals, and the case was re- 
manded with directions to strike out from 
the restraining order of the court the 
clause which aroused the country when 
the order was issued, and which resulted 
in the Boatner investigating committee of 
congress, which criticised Judge Jenkins 
severely. 

The interyeners, representing the lead- 
ing labor organizations of the country, 
asked that two sections of the injunction 
be eliminated. The court of appeals de- 
cided that no court could restrain a body 
of men from quitting individually or in a 
body the service of an employer. 

The court said that Judge Jenkins had 
exceeded his powers when he enjoined the 
employes of the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific railroad from quitting the service 
of said receivers, with or without notice, 
“so as to cripple the property or prevent or 
hinder the operation of said railroad.” 

It, however, held that the section should 
stand in which the men were prohibited 
“from combining and conspiring to quit 
without notice the service of said receiv- 
ers, With the object and intent of crippling 
the property in their custody, or emburras 
sing the operation of said railroad.” 

Of Vast Importance, 

The decision was considered by the law- 
yers who packed the courtroom as one of 
the most important opinions delivered in 
the United States in a decade. It defines 
the status before the law of labor organiza- 
tions in their conduct of strikes and 
affirms the powers of courts of equity to 
interfere by injunction when there is 
reason to bekeve that the law will be vio 
lated. 

It holds that the men can withdraw in a 
body from the service of the employer, 
using, however, neither force, threats, 
persecution nor intimidation toward em- 
ployes who do not join them, nor must 
they use any “device to molest, hinder, 
alarm or interfere with others who desire 
to take their places.” 

Justice Harlan of the supreme court de 
livered the opinion Sitting with him 
were Judges Woods, Bunn, Grosscup and 
Jenkins. The last named sat with his 
eyes fixed upon Justice Harlan, as the lat 
ter read the opinion, reviewing the circuit 
judge's action. Judge Jenkins appeared 
undisturbed by the opinion 

The audience which listened to the read 
ingof the opinion was a most distin 
guished one. Ex-President Harrison and 
his partner, Mr. Elam, sat side by side, 
well up toward the bench. 


An Opportunity to Reform,

St. Jonny, N. B., Oct. 2.—At Fairville, a 
suburb of this city, John Branton, a young 
Englishman, while asleep in his bed yes- 
terday morning, had his head smashed in 
with an ax by Guilford Crawford. Bran- 
ton boarded with Crawford. At the in- 
quiry yesterday afternoon Crawford’s son 
swore that the only explanation he could 
give of his father’s rash act was that he 
had suspicions that Branton was too in- 
timate with Mrs. Crawford. This the son 
does not believe.

Had a Bad Season, 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 2.— The 
Gloucester fisheries this year have been 
very unprofitable, for scarcely a firm has 
paid the expense of its outfits. The marked 
disappearance of halibut, mackerel and 
codfish has caused a demand for herring, 
which, 30 years ago, was of little conse- 
quence. But this is an industry that has 
been wholly developed by the people of 
this city, and today it is one of the most 
important connected with the fisheries. 


Republicans Gained Ground, 

HARTFORD, Oct. 2.—Returns from 40 
towns in this section of the state show 
that the Republicans gain 10 towns.

SHADOWING OF SHIPS. 


Great Britain's Policy Is Not Relished 
by Other Great Nations. 


RUSSIANS SHOWED THEIR TEETH 


To the Great Discomfort of a 
British Admiral. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The report that 
the Japanese cruisers are hovering off 
Chee-Foo and that Japanese troops are 
being landed confirm the prediction of 
Japanese authorities here, when the sec- 
ond Japanese army embarked, that the 
invasion of China and the march on 
Pekin would begin soon. 

In diplomatic circles here it is pointed 
out that the British admiral’s course in 
shadowing the Japanese ships as they ap- 
proach the Chinese coast isin line with a 
policy of the British navy which has 
caused much irritation. 

A recent case is cited in which the 
British ships watched the Russian fleet 
until the Russian commander determined 
on e@ruse. He had two of his ships leave 
hastily from the harbor at Yokohama. A 
British ship was soon in pursuit. The 
Russians made a circuit outside and re- 
turned to the harbor, with the British ship 
close behind. 

An Effective Check, 

As the boats came in, the Russian ad- 
miral gave orders to his fleet to clear the 
decks and prepare for action. His signals 
madé it known that he would fire if the 
pursuing British vessels did not keep away 
from the Russian boats. The British 
ship came to a sudden halt, and the threat- 
ened broadside was averted. 

The British admiral was indignant at 
the belligerent action of the Russians, and 
the B h government demanded an ex- 
planat...1. The Russian admiral, in re- 
ply, said that the movements of his ships 
had been so continually shadowed that he 
had construed it to amount toa belligerent 
move. ‘The incident went no further, al- 
thongh it pnt astop to the shadowing of 
Russian ships. 

During the recent revolution in Brazil, 
when the revolutionary admiral, Da 
Gama, had a fleet outside, the British ves- 
sels were again accused of shadowing Da 
Gama’'s movements and allowing their in- 
formation to get to the Peixoto govern 
ment. 

The present action of Admiral Free- 
mantle, the British commander of the 
Asiatic squadron, in having the British 
ships hover in the rear of the Japanese 
fleet when secret moves are made, is the 
latest exhibition of the policy, and it is 
said here to have aroused such feeling 
that an official protest is regarded as pos- 
sible. 

The Chilian legation here discredits the 
reports that China has bought the Chilian 
navy. The reports are regarded as pre- 
posterous, as Chili is proud of her modern 
navy, and with the country’s great stretch 
of coast itis regarded as a most import 
ant part of her defense. 

Late News From China. 

A dispatch from Shanghai states that it 
is reported that 85,000 Japanese troop 
have been landed on the Shan-Tung ec 
between the Yellow river and Tien-Tsin. 

A dispatch from Tien-Tsin confirms the 
dispatch saying that Li Hung Chang is 
vigorously supported by the dowager em- 
press. The dispatch adds that it was at 
the suggestion of Li Hung Chang that the 
emperor's sixth uncle, who had been in 
disgrace for some time, was recalled to the 
presidency of Tung-Li-Yamen, with full 
control of China's foreign affairs. 

The dispatch further says that a large 
deputation of leading merchants, headed 
by the city magistrate of Tien-Tsin, waited 
on Colonel von Hannekin. the German 
officer who was on board the transport 
Kow-Ching when she was sunk by a Jap- 
anese Wirship, and who afterwards took 
part with the Chinese in the naval battle 
off the Yalu river, and thanked him for 
the service he had rendered China in the 
battle of the Yalu. 

The war council continues to sit at 
Shanghai, but the disorganization is ap- 
palling. The corruption in the commis- 
sariat passes belief. There is no clothing 
for the troops, food is scanty, and weapons 
and war munitions, bought and paid for, 
cannot here be found nor traced. 

The great Chinese camp between Tien- 
Tsin and Taku is filled with disorder, al- 
though the executions are frequent. The 
men are without rifles. Foreigners do 
not venture in the camp unless they are 
amply guarded. Most of the Europeans 
have gone tothe coast towns for protec- 
tion. Many Chinese merchants have also 
migrated to the coast towns, feeling that 
they will be more secure with the foreign- 
ers. Troops have been ordered to proceed 
from Canton to Formosa, 

Scholl to Corbett, 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 2.—A telegram was 
sent yesterday to James J. Corbett by 
President Scholl of the Olympic club de- 
fining the attitude of the club regarding 
Fitzsimmons’ right to challenge the chain 
pion. The message further states that the 
Olympic club assumes the right to declare 
Fitzsimmons champion should he still de 
cline to meet him for the purse of $25,000 
offered tothe winner. 


Important Arrests, 
MARSEILLES, Oct. 2.—An Italian police 
spy discovered a plot hatched by 14 anar- 
chists to blow up the Italian consulate in 
this city. Consequently, a detachment of 
police surrounded a certain house, and 
eight anarchists were arrested. The po- 
lice found in the house a number of com- 
promising documents. |

“SASSIETY” AND VICE. 


The Right and the Wrong Way of Keeping 
Scandals Out of the Newspapers. 

It would be hard indeed if we could 
not get a laugh out of all these horrid 
scandals that sear society’s face, and it 
has come at last—broad, hearty and ir- 
repressible, 

The good people of Newport—not the 

old Newporters, but the people who 
have followed in their train—are go in- 
censed by the reports published about 
the misdoings of tne Four Hundred that 
they have organized a Society For the 
Suppression of Newspaper Notoriety. 
: Dear, comical, old Elbridge T. Gerry 
is at the head of the new society, and 
it looks as if he would have time to at- 
tend to nothing else, 

The purpose of the society is to pre- 
vent the publication in New York and 
Boston (other cities don’t count) of mat- 
ters that are purely personal tothe Four 
Hundred and of no public interest. 

If Mrs. Stevens’ maid sakes advan- 
tage of Mr. Tom Cushing‘*> valet, that 
is legitimate news, and no objection 
will be made to its publication, but if 
Mrs. Stevens herself should cast sheep’s 
eyes at Mr. Cushing, or if Mr. A. should 
compromise Mr. B.’s wife, or Mr. C. sue 
his wife for divorce, or Mrs. D. go 
wrong with a dude—these are matters 
that concern nobody but the culprits 
themselves and their most intimate 
friends. 

No wonder the laugh is loud and long 
at these good people’s expense. 

Did it never occur to dear old Gerry 
and his younger friends on the social to- 
boggan slide that a ‘‘Society For the 
Suppression of Vice In the Four Hun- 
dred’’ would cut at the very root of the 
evil of which they complain, whereas 
the step they are taking now can only 
trim off some of the topmost boughs? 

There is without doubt a certain 
amount of reckless newspaper writing 
going on which every one abominates— 
and every one reads. 

This writing keeps pace with the do- 
ings of the day. It is often inaccurate, 
vulgar and malicious; but, on the other 
hand, there is so much social evil doing 
that never finds its way into print at all 
that the score is pretty even up to date. 

I could mention the names of hun- 
dreds of prominent New York and Bos- 
ton families who have never had cause 
to complain of a single line or word 
printed to their derogation. 

And why? Simply because they have 
never given the opportunity. 

While not making a plea for the soci- 
ety reporter or the scandal loving edi- 
tor I am sufficiently familiar with their 
methods to know that they would just 
as lief print good news of prominent 
people as bad news. 

Bad news sells better than good news, 
of course. In times of war, tempest, 
famine, fire and flood the demand for 
newspapers doubles and trebles. 

So it does in times of great social dis- 
aster. 

The collapse of Duncan, Sherman & 
Co., the failure of Grant & Ward, the 
elopement of Herbert Pell and Mrs. 
Kate Kernochan, the divorce of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fernando Yznaga and the subse- 
quent marriage of both, the Drayton 
scandal, the Vanderbilt imbroglio, the 
Gould fiasco—all these stirring inci- 
dents in social life, and thousands of 
others for which I haven’t space, con- 
stitute the gossip of the day which is 
on every one’s lips, and which can no 
more be kept out of the newspapers than 
a duck can be kept out of water or Ward 
McAllister out of print. 

That is why I advise kind old Gerry 
and his pretty playmates to begin to 
trim ship before they yell that they are 
overpowered by water. 

I cannot predict any success for the 
new society with the object of suppress- 
ing bad news about fashionable people. 

Murder will out—so will adultery, 
drunkenness, cheating at cards, dishon- 
orable indebtedness and all the other 
vices to which flesh is heir. 

As I said before, a society that con- 
demns publieity has only to ponder for 
a& moment upon all it does that is not 
printed and be grateful on its marrow 
bones that such matters are still per- 
sonal and have not yet become of public 
interest. —Cholly Knickerbocker in New 
York Recorder. 


AN INTERESTING SLAB. 
It Marks the Boundary Between Mexico 
and the United States. 

Onder the direction of the boundary 
survey commission the old marble mon- 
ument which since 184) has marked the 
dividing line between the United States 
and Mexico at the coast has been 
brought to the city to be dressed up. 
For years that monument has been a 
point of interest and has been visited by 
thousands of citizens aud strangers. 
ach has apparently felt that no one 
would believe he or she had been there 
if some portion of the slab were not car- 
ried away to be offered in evidence on 
all occasions. 

The result has been that the marble 
has been chipped and defaced until its 
original form is almost lost. It is be- 
cause of all this that the slab was 
brought to the city. To work out the 
effacements the surface would have to 
be worked down two inches. When re- 
dressed, the stone will again be placed 
in position, but this time it will be pro- 
tected by a fence of steel pickets. The 
inclosure will be 12 feet square. The 
pickets will be 8 feet high, the tops 
sharply pointed and leaning inward, 
after the device of some rattraps, 50 
that while it might be possible for an 
active person to climb in it would re- 
quire a first class acrobat to climb out 
over those curving pickets. Besides this 
anew haw makes it a penal offense to 
mutilate the monuments. 

At Tia Juana a similar slab will be 
erected on the old brick foundation in 
National avenue, which has long been 
a landmark there. The Tia Juana mon- 
ument will be of granite instead of 
marble, and it will be inclosed with 
steel pickets, like the one at the coast 
line. —San Diego Sun.

quickly as possible to this office. 

The development of the grass and winter 
grains during the past season shows thatif 
there is a good snow covering, these crops 
are not injured by any extreme cold. Very 
cold weather was experienced on Dec. 14, 
1893, Jan. 10 and 11, inthe north, and on 
Feb. 24 and 25, yet the ground was gener- 
ally well covered with snow at those 
times, and the reports of poor grass or 
grain this season, because of the winter's 
cold, are very rare. Nearly three-fourths 
of the peach buds were killed by the cold 
wave in February and many trees injured. 

Spring Conditions Were Favorable. 

Fruit buds started very rapidly in March 
in the warm weather, and at first it was 
feared that the cold wave of the 27th and 
28th had injured them very much, but the 
crops do not show it now. ‘The A’pril 
weather was favorable and the season was 
nearly two weeks ahead of the average at 
the end of the month, but the dry weather 
of the first half of May and the excess of 
rain and cloudy weather in the last half, 
with the cold spells and frosts of the 14th 
and 16th, retarded all work and growth of 
vegetation. Hot weather prevailed the 
last of June, with very little rain during 
the month, and a drought began to be felt 
in southern sections. 

Grass and grain matured too rapidly 
and hoed crops suffered. There was plenty 
of rain in the northern part of Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine during July 
during the past season, but in all south- 
ern districts the drought was intensifled 
by general want of rain, and on the 18th, 
20th and last few days of the month by 
the exceedingly hot and drying weather. 
During the first week in August tem- 
porary relief was given over most parts of 
our district by moderate showers, but still 
no general rain came during this month 
or in September until the third week. 

Rainfall Decidedly Less Than Normal, 

The amount of precipitation from Jan. 1 
to Sept. 1 was 18.05 inches less than the 
normal amount at Eastport, Me., 10.34 
inches less at Northfield, Vt., 8.76 inches at

Southern New England Wells Dry. 

The rain in the southern states has not 
been sufficient to fill up wells, and some 
streams that were full are dry again, but 
ithas greatly helped pastures, fields and 
late forage crops. Tie milk supply has 
increased and stock is improving.

Potatoes. are almost everywhere reported 
& little better than expected and of fine 
qtality. Apples have increased in size 
and are generally abundant. 

The weather has been very fayorable 
for harvesting and for fall plowing.

A TERRIBLE CYCLONE 


Ruins Many Buildings In the Business 
Portion of Little Rock. 


MANY LIVES PROBABLY SACRIFICED 


Rumors of Destruction of a 
Lunatic Asylum. 


LITTLE Rock, Oct. 8.—A cyclone struck 
this city at 7:30 o'clock last evening and 
almost devastated the business portion of 
the city. Several people are thought to 
have been killed. The main portion of 
the business center, bounded on the south 
by Third street, on the north by river 
front, on the west by Center street and on 
the east by Commercial street, is practi- 
cally ruined. The total property loss will 
approximate half a million dollars. 

The cyclone was accompanied by a ter- 
rific rainstorm, and stocks of goods in the 
business houses, which were unroofed, 
though not otherwise wrecked, were de- 
stroyed by water. 

The storm struck the state penitentiary, 
which stands on a hill in the western part 
of the city, with fearful force, destroying 
the dining room, tearing down the stable 
and shops, unroofing the main cell build- 
ing and demolishing the warden’s office. 
Several of the convicts were seriously in- 
jured, and one of them died an hour aiter- 
wards. 

Downtown the lightning struck the 
Martin block, totally wrecking the third 
floor. ‘Tille’s building was unroofed, and 
a part of the fourth floor of Gleason’s 
hotel was blown away. At Main and 
Second streets the teps of several adjacent 
buildings lie 

Piled Up In an Indescribable Heap. 

The worst damage was done to property 
on Markham and Commerce streets. 
Nearly every building in that district was 
unroofed and many are totally wrecked. 
The large three-story building at Market 
and Cumberland streets, occupied by the 
B. H. McCarthy company, is a total 
wreck, as is also the two-story building on 
the opposite corner, occupied by Max El- 
kans asasaloon. The third story of the 
old Deming house was blown off and sev- 
eral stores under it were flooded by water 
and filled with debris. 

The streets are filled with wreckage, 
and it will be several dazs before the ex- 
tent of the damage isKnown accurately. 
A large cotton warehouse, situated at 
Second and Scott streets, was wrecked. It 
fell on the Western Union telegraph office 
next door and wrecked it, thus 
Cutting Off Telegraphic Communication 
with outside points. Thestreets are veri- 
table streams of mud. Rescuing parties 
are busy searching for the wounded. 

All kinds of rumors are afloat, one to 
the effect that the insane asylum, in which 
some 600 patients are confined, has been 
blown down and many patients injured, 
but the asylum is situated a mile from the 
city, and the rumor cannot be confirmed. 
A number of escaped lunatics have been 
captured near the Union depot, and this 
fact gives color to the rumor. 

Mayor Hall, as soon as possible, called 
out the entire fire and police departments, 
and sent 10 hackloads of physicians and 
citizens tothe insane asylum and peni- 
tentiary. Intense excitement prevails, 
and it is utterly impossible to learn the 
names of the killed and injured. All 
kinds of exaggerated reports are current. 
The loss to property alone will amount to 
at least $1,000,000, 


Ten Rounds to a Draw. 

BUFFALO, Oct. 8.—Frank Erne and Solly 
Smith, featherweights, had a lively go 
here last night. They weighed in at 120 
pounds. Smith for five rounds did most 
of the work. When the sixth round opened 
Erne started in to give Smith as good as 
he sent. The last rounds was full of 
furious fighting, but neither were able to 
get in a knock-out blow, and at the end of 
the tenth round the referee declared the 
fight a draw. 

Won In Spite of Opposition. 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—The senior alderman, 
Joseph Renals, representing the Ald- 
gate ward, Loaded the poll yesterday in the 
voting for a successor to the present lord 
mayor of London, George R. Tyler. The 
poll was made necessary by opposition 
which developed against the Senior alder- 
man, who, according to rotation, should 
have been elected without opposition to be 
the next lord mayor. 

No Lives Lost. 

Wicnita, Kan., Oct. 8.—The tornado 
which visited this city confined itself to 
damaging property and left humanity 
alone. Buildings of all kinds were de- 
molished, twisted out of shape and re- 
moved from their foundations, yet their 
occupants suffered no harm outside of 
bruises and scratches. 


Tennessee Soldiers’ Reunion. 

CoUNCIL BLUFFs, Ia., Oct. 3.—The 28th 
annual reunion of the army of the Tennes- 
see convened here yesterday. Governor 
Jackson delivered an address of welcome 
on behalf of the state and ‘Mayor Cleaver 
in behalf of the city. General G. M. Dodge 
made a response for the soldiers. 


Murder In Second Degree. 

Jersey City, Oct. 3.—The jury in the 
case of Edward Bull, charged with killing 
his wife, brought in a verdict of murder in 
the second degree. At the time of the 
Killing Bull cut his own throat, and his 
defense was emotional insanity, caused by 
jealousy. 


The Connecticut Echo. 
HARTFORD, Oct. 3.—Returns from 131 of 
the 164 towns that held their elections on 
Monday show that 83 went Republican, 25 
Democratic and 23 divided. Last year the 
same towns stood 72 Republican, 38 Demo- 
cratic, 21 divided. 
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GOTHAM’S CLUBBERS 


Make Startling Acknowledgments Before 
the Lexow Investigating Committee 

New YorK, Oct. 3.—Chief Counsel Goff 
surprised the Lexow committee yesterday. 
He subpcenaed all the members of the 
force who has been convicted of clubbing 
citizens during the past year, but who for 
some reason have retained positions on the 
force. Many surprising stories of in- 
humanity were told by the witnesses. A 
son of Rey. John Hall claimed that he 
had been forcibly ejected from a sta- 
tion house because he had gone 
there and protested against an assault by 
an officer upon an Italian fruit peddler. 
Thomas Lucas said that he asked Police- 
man Bernard Dun if he had caught a thief 
who stole $i from him. By way of reply 
the policeman clubbed him, inflicting 
wounds on his head and requiring 27 
stitches to patch him up. When he 
reached the police station another police- 
man pummelled him in the face. Police- 
man George Lair was accused of 


clubbing a woman and trying to 
tear her cheek by his 
finger between her lips. Policeman 


William Rohrig acknowledged that he 
had broken a boy’s jaw, but claimed that 
this particular case of clubbing was acei- 
dental. One policeman, who carelessly 
handled a revolver, was fined 20 days’ pay, 
but was allowed to remain on the force, 
though it was admitted that the citizen 
who was injured died from his wounds. 


ARSENICAL POISONING. 


The Peck Case Shows Sigus of Two Mur- 
ders and a Suicide. 

Kiyeston, N. H., Oct. 38.—At the Peck 
inquest yesterday Dr. Bolton of Merrimac 
detailed the symptoms in the case of 
Watson Peck, and gave his opinion thatit 
was acase of arsenical poisoning. Pro- 
fessor Wood’s analysis of the liver re- 
vealed about 4% grains of arsenic present, 
and as all the symptoms of the three fatal 
cases are similar, the deaths must be ex- 
plained in the same way. 

A study of the family, with the circum- 
stances of the poisoning, tends to prove 
there were two cases of murder, an un- 
successful attempt at a third, and finally 
the suicide of the murderer, George Peck, 
the eldest son. He isthe only one known 
to have had arsenic, and was considered 
irresponsible mentally. It is known he 
was dissipated and had frequent quarrels 
with his mother, and this, with the desire 
to obtain the property, it is thought, led 
him to do the poisoning. Fear of exposure 
is supposed to have caused his suicide. 

Chester Peck, the last son of Watson 
Peck, died yesterday, supposedly of tr- 
phoid fever. 

Pawtucket Weavers Strike. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 3.—Between 100 and 
200 weavers in the worsted weaving de- 
partment of the Lorraine mills at Paw- 
tucket struck yesterday on account of a 
reduction of wages. In an interview with 
the president of Textile union, branch No. 
60, William J. Welch, it was found that 
this strike was not ordered by the union, 
but that the members of the union struck 
before receiving orders to do so. It is 
claimed by the weavers that their wages 
have been cut 20 per cent. 


A Startling Story. - 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—A _ dispatch from 
Naples says that a convent scandal has 
arisen overthe forcible detention at the 
convent of SS. Joseph and Theresa of a 
wealthy girl named Silvia Palmieri. The 
young lady, whois 18 years of age, ac- 
cuses the abbess, it is said, of allowing 
her to be chloroformed and assaulted by 
elderly men, who, she says, often: visited 
the convent. According to the dispatch, 
the abbess, whois 70 years of age, has 
been placed in jail. 


Methodists In Convention. 
MANCHESTER,JN. H., Oct. 3.—The fifth 
annual convention of the first general 
district of the Epworth league, comprising 
all New England, began in this city today, 
and will continue two days. About 600 
delegates were present. Rev. A. Carmon 
preached the opening sermon. Addresses 
were delivered by many prominent expo- 
nents of Methodism. 


Powder ané Torch, 
DUBLIN, Oct. 3.—Three houses, built by 
the Marquis of Clanricarde, at Woodford 
have been destroyed. The affair is shrouded 
in mystery. Two of the houses were 
blown to pieces and the other was burned. 
Each of the structures stood on the site of 
ahomestead from which a tenant had been 
evicted.

GOOD POLICE WORK 


Results In the Capture of Two Des: 
peradoes With Bad Records. 


HAD PLANNED TO ROB A TRAIN 


But a Supposed Pal Turned 
Out to Be a Spy. 


St. Joseru, Mo., Oct. 8.—“Scarfaced” 
Jones and Lee Frizzell were arrested 
here yesterday, charged with conspiracy to 
rob the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
train. The pair have been under surveil- 
lance some time, it being known that they 
with others were planninga train robbery. 
The conspirators were betrayed by one of 
their own band, who was a detective in 
disguise. A week ago it was planned to 
rob a westbound Rock Island train, and to 

low it up if necessary. This was post- 
poned, and on Monday night finally aban- 
doned, they learning the police were after 
them. The arrests followed, and others 
are expected. 

Since the attempt made about a month 
ago to rob the Denver express, the officers 
of the road have been looking for them. 
Suspicion pointed to “a long-haired crook 
from the Indian territory’ as the prime 
mover. Special Agent Flynn of the Rock 
Island went to St. Joseph and was not 
long in identifying the “long-haired 
crook” with Jones, who had recently ar- 
rived from the Indian territory. Among 
his associates were Lee Frizzell and a man 
named Callahan, who a few days after the 
arrival of the railroad officer was arrested 
by the local officer on a charge of burglary 
and was lodged in jail. 

It was learned that the trio had insti- 
gated the former attempt and that Jones 
and Frizzell had not abandoned hopes 
of ultimately 

Gaining Possession of the Treasure 
in the express and mail cars. Special 
Agent Flynn returned to Chicago, and on 
Sept. 9 a meeting was held between Super- 
intendent Dunlap, Special Agent Flynn 
and Detective C. C. Barshard. 

As a result of the meeting, Barshard,-the 
following day, took a train for St. Joe, 
and in the guise of a Chicago crook went 
to the Buffalo Head saloon, a resort much 
frequented by Jones, Frizzell and similar 
characters. It was fair week and the town 
was well patronized by gamblers and 
other adventurers. 

Barshard found it an easy matter to 
gain access to thecirclein which Jones 
was a shining light, and when on Sept. 17, 
Flynn, in the guise of a Chicago gambler 
out of luck, arrived at the Buffalo Head, 
Barshard was in a position to introduce 
him. 

“Barshard was right inf it,’ said Flynn, 
speaking of the episode. “He was at the 
head of the table, and Jones wus at 
the foot. Frizzell was there, and half a 
dozen ex-convicts were also atthe board 
at which Barshard presided. 

Jones was a character. He drank freely 
and talked openly of crime. He was a 
hideous looking object, six feet tall, broad 
shouldered and powerful physique. His 
long, black hair, hanging from beneath a 
broad-brimmed sombrero, did -not conceal 
any part of the - 

Most Repulsive Human Face 
Ieversaw. Whileina fit Jones fell into 
8 campfire and his entire face was burned 
almost out of human semblance. 

He was one whose criminal proclivities 
could not haye been concealed. He was 
35 years old and possessed of a liberal edu- 
cation. An accomplished artist, he would 
not work, and openly boasted that he 
would yet outdo the exploits of Jesse 
James. Jones had served two terms in 
the penitentiary for counterfeiting, but 
had escaped all punishment for a long list 
of violations of the state laws and seemed 
to wander at will through the Indian ter- 
ritory, Kansas and Missouri with perfect 
immunity from arrest 

This was the leader of the gang with 
whom Barshard was on friendly terms, 
Jones was always heavily armed and 
would not hesitate to shoot on the slight- 
est provocation. But he was not reallya 
dangerous man, lacking mental force, and 
depending for his reputation on brute 
courage and bluff. 

A most dangerous man was Lee Friz- 
zell, also an ex-convict. He was quiet 
and watchful, and sometimes appeared to 
suspect that Barshard was not all right. 
It required much tact to dissipate the fel- 
low’s suspicions, but the detective finally 
succeeded, and was taken fully into the 
confidence of Frizzell and his friend and 
associate, Franklinburg. Barshard was 
told there was a deal on foot, and was 
finally admitted into all the plans

A GENEROUS WFL OME, 


Baltimore Citizens Recognize the Prowess 
of Their Baseball Pets. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 3.—Probably never be- 
fore in the history of the national game 
has there been a demonstration like that 
which occurred yesterday. From early 
morning the streets wore a holiday aspect 
Every business house and dwelling along 
the route of the procession last night, al- 
most without exception, was covered with 
the orange and black colors of the Orioles. 

All day long the streets were crowded, 
many carrying ‘‘pennant’’ flags, and all 
wearing Oriole badges. Some women 
were abroad in jackets composed of the 
Baltimore club’s colors. The situation 
can be briefly stated by saying that Balti- 
more is ‘‘baseball wild.” : 

Mingled with the crowd of ‘“rooters” on 
the streets during the day were scores of 
fakirs with “rooters’ badges,’’ ‘‘rooters 
canes,” ‘“‘rooters’ ties,” and, in fact, about 
everything that could be utilized as an 
article of wearing apparel or personal 
adornment gotten up with the proper 
colors, found ready purchasers, and the 
small boys and others reaped a haryest 
from the sales. 

The enthusiasm exhibited through the 
day in Baltimore was but mild to that of 
last night, when the heroes themselves 
actually arrived. The scene at Camden 
station when their train pulled in was one 
of the maddest ever witnessed in Balti- 
more. Nothing approaching the en 
thusiastic greeting given the Baltimore 
baseball club by the nfighty throng as 
sembled at the depot can be imagined by 
one not on the ground. ; 

Governor Brown was the most conspicu- 
ous “rooter” in the first carriage, just in 
advance of the one containing Baltimore's 
idols. Others in carriages were nearly all 
the prominent men in the city. As the 
carriages containing the OrioJes came 
slowly along Baltimore street, the tooting 
of horns, ringing of bells, together with 
the constant noise caused by the firing of 
rockets, etc., caused a racket that will long 
live in every Baltimorean’s memory.

Hon. Albert E. Pillsbury will represent 
this Congressional district on the Com-

State convention. Hon. George F. Hoar

ADVANCE UPON PEKIN 


Would Be Easy If Japs Succeed In 
Landing at Shan-Hai-Kwan. 


—_——— 


SUCCESSOR OF LI HUNG CHANG 


Recognized as One of China’s 
Ablest Statesmen. 


WASHINGTON, Oot. 8.—The officials here 
who have been closely watching the prog- 
ress of affairs in the East are puzzled to ac- 
count for the landing of 5000 Japanese 
troops at Posseit bay, as announced ofti- 
cially from ‘Tien-T'sin. This bay lies 
directly on the eastern boundary between 
Corea and the Russian maritime provinces. 

It is not beHeved that any Chinese troops 
are in the neighborhood; the country is too 
rugged and barren to warrant the plan of 
marching the troops overland clear across 
Corea to join the army advancing on 
Moukden, and it is considered inconceiv- 
able that the Japanese are preparing to 
resist a possible advance by the Russian 
troops in the north into Corea. 

The purpose of the other movement re- 
ported from Tien-Tsin of the reconnoiter- 
ing by the Japanese fleet of the Chinese 
near Shan-Hai-Kwan is much more 
reasonable and apparent. Shan-Hai-Kwan 
lies on the boundary between the Chinese 
provinces of Manchuria and Chi-Li, at the 
eastern end of the great wall which 
traverses China. It is directly on the 
railroad building from Tien-Tsin to Mouk- 
den, and as the line is already in operation 
between it and Tien-Tsin, the town isa 
place of great strategic importance. 

Difficulties to Surmount. 

Should the Japanese succeed in reach- 
ing Shan-Hai-Kwan there would be 
nothing in the way of a rapid advance 
upon Pekin, the capital, and unless the 
Chinese resistance is more formidable 
than it has been so far the march should 
be made in a week or 10 days. 

But it is believed here that a landing at 
Shan-Hai-Kwan cannot be easily effected 
by the Japanese, because of the concen- 
tration of Chinese troops on the coast, and 
although the Japanese ficet itself may be 
able to enter the Gulf of Pechili, it is be- 
lieved the remainder of the Chinese fleet 
at Port Arthurand the torpedo boats at 
Wei-Hai-Wei will certainly make a de- 
termined effort to prevent the passing of 
transports carrying troops. .As_ the Chi- 
nese themselves discovered at the Yalu 
river battle, itis one thing for a fleet to 
act independently and another to be em- 
barrassed by transports. 

About Prince Kung. 

Prince Kung, who has been recalled to 
imperial favor in China and placed at the 
head of the Tsung-Li-Yamen of privy 
council, is said by diplomats here, who 
have known him personally, to be one of 
the ablest and most adroit statesmen in 
the Chinese empire. 

He has behind him a long record of dis- 
tinguished services, beginning in 1850 and 
running till April, 1884, when he fell into 
disgrace. He was the founder of the 
Tsung-Li-Yamien; has a broad knowledge 
of foreign affairs, having himself acted as 
minister of state for 80 years, and to his 
courage and energy in remaining in Pekin 
in 1861, when the British occupied the 
place and the imperial family fled, was 
due the very existence of the reigning 
dynasty. 

In 18384 the empress regent dismissed 
him from office in disgrace in her diocese, 
asserting that probably on account of 
broken health he became careless and had 
neglected his duty. He has since re- 
covered, and while he is now in the six 
ties he is a vigorous, alert man. 

It is believed that he stands committed 
to a vigorous war policy, and will endeavor 
to force the fighting with the Japanese 
instead of following the Fabian policy of 
Li, who must give place to Kung in the 
direction of affairs. 


Disquieting Rumors, 

LonDon, Oct. 3.—The Daily News. com- 
menting on a report that a special cabinet 
council has been called owing to new de 
velopments in the relations with France, 
says: Rumor is always wrong when ap- 
plied to cabinet meetings, and wise men 
pay no attention to its wanderings. The 
Standard says: It cannot be believed for 
amoment that any question of difference 
has arisen between England and France 
that could not be amicably arranged by a 
patient and temperate discussion. 


Two Centuries and a Half Old. 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 3.—The 250th 
anniversary of the settlement of Rehoboth 
is being celebrated today. There were 
speeches by representatives from the sur- 
rounding towns, and dinner was Served in 
a large tent.

aA BREAK EXPECTED. 


Fall Eiver Operatives May Go to Work 
Rather Than Face Starvation. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 3.—Although 
Saturday’s conference of the spinners and 
manufacturers did not bring forth the 
good results that were expected, Secretary 
Robert Howard said after yesterday’s gen- 
eral meeting of the mule spinners that 
he was not wholly convinced that some 
‘of the present 
condition of affairs would not be made 
within a few days, so that a portion of the 
help in the city, at least, could be given 

ork. 

Wiis idea is particilarly valuable just 
now, because it is entertained by many 
prominent manufacturers and mill own- 
ers, who have not hesitated to express 
themselves on quiet corners. A glance 
over the daily papers has convinced many 
treasurers that there is great suffering in 
the city, or else business men have gone 
daft on the subject of providing the neces- 
saries of life for local poor people. The 
latter conclusion might, perhaps, be ac- 
cepted were it not a fact that all the 
regular channels of the city’s charity are 
overflown by the demands upon them. 

There is no doubt, even among members 
of the executive committee of the Manu- 
facturers’ association, that at least 90 per 
cent, possibly 95 per cent, of idle operatives 
would flock to work next Monday morn- 
ing rather than be punished by starvation, 
as would be the case if the present policy 
was followed to its legitimate end, regard- 
less of what action the Weavers’ associa- 
tion might take after the determination of 
the manufacturers to open their gates was 
made known. 

Many manufacturers said yesterday 
afternoon that they would like to do some- 
thing for the people, but few have already 
talked over the situation with their direc- 
tors. What will develop can be told only 
by waiting a few days longer. 


Another Shot From Parkhurst. 

New York, Oct. 8.—Rey. Dr. Parkhurst 
delivered an anti-Tammany speech last 
night in the Amity church. Dr. Park- 
hurst said he was interested in the case of 
a man who is living at the expense of the 
state inan institution, who, if he would, 
could create by fara greater sensation 
than has yet been brought out by the sen- 
ate investigating committee. .

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A MASS OF WRECKAGE 


Tells the Story of the Awful Cyclore 
at Little Rock. 


MONEY LOSS ABOUT $1,000,000. 


At Least Six Persons Known to 
Have Been Killed. 


— +» 


LITTLE Rock, Cet. 4—Tussday even- 
tng’s cyclone grews in destructiveness as 
the details are gsthered, and the sum total 
of the damage wrought by the wreck is 
yet untold. ‘The day had been hot and 
sultry, and its culmination was the storm 
which wrecked business houses, filled the 
streets with debris, killed many and in- 
jured others. 

The first intimation of the impending 
catastrophe was when the cyclone struck. 
All electric lights were extinguished, and 
the darkened streets were filled with fly- 
ing roofs, walls and debris of all kinds. It 
swept up from the southwest, striking the 
city near the insane asylum, the mad ward 
of which was demolished. There Dr. In- 
gate was killed and several inmates 
seriously injured. 

It then passed on to the penitentiary, a 
portion of which was wrecked. <A convict 
was killed and several guards were in- 
jured. The terrible work continued to- 
ward the main part of the city, and its 
path was strewn with debris of wrecked 
buildings, tangled telegraph and telephone 
wires and fallen trees that had withstood 
the tempests of many decades. Many resi- 
dences were more or less damaged, roofs 
blown away and walls partly demolished. 

Great Damage to Buildings. 

The next marked damage was when the 
storm struck the Martin building, occu- 
pied by the Arkansas Methodist church 
and several lawyers’ offices. From that 
point east the scene that met the view of 
the vast throngs of people who gathered 
at the scene yesterday was beyond de- 
scription. Some of the most substantial 
brick structures of the district were razed 
to the ground. 

The wind was followed by a drenching 
downpour of rain, lasting for nearly an 
hour and keeping nearly everyone within 
doors, so that the real extent of the dam- 
age could not be ascertained at the time. 
Telephone wires in the business portion 
were all blown down, and communication 
by that means was impossible. 

As soon asthe rain had ceased some- 
what, the darkened and debris filled streets 
were crowded with the excited populace, 
who picked their way about with a desire 
to lend assistance where it was needed. It 
isa matter of common wonder that hun- 
dreds were not killed, for no storm in the 
history of the country surpasses it in de- 
structive powers, 

The police were on the scene with an in- 
creased force, and everything was done to 
restrain the disorderly element from cre- 
ating a disturbance. The saloons that 
were not destroyed were ordered closed at 
midnight. The patrol wagon was pressed 
into service and many of the injured were 
taken to headquarters, where their wounds 
were attended to. 

Wires Blown Down In All Directions, 

The storm did not last more than three 
minutes. The wires operating the fire 
alarm system were all blown down, and 
there was constant fear of fire, but for- 
tunately none occurred. Such a disaster 
has not visited Little Rock in its history. 

The losses will aggregate nearly #1,000,- 
000. The damage at the state insane asy- 
lum is $200,000. Beside Dr. Ingate, as- 
sistant superintendent, .who was killed 
beneath falling walls, three attendants 
and two patients are missing. Itis be- 
lieved they were buried under the walls. 

The state penitentiary sustained a loss 
of $10,000. A convict named James was 
killed and several others injured. Jack- 
son Boyd and a 8-year-old child were 
crushed to death in theirhome by a falling 
wall. When taken from the ruins the 
child was clasped in its father’s arms. 
Both were dead. Everything is confusion 
and it is impossible to give losses in detail. 
Six persons are known to have been killed 
and others are missing, probably buried in 
the debris.

TEMPLE 


CUP 


Must Be Played For Under Old 
ment or Not at All, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The Baltimore 
and New York Baseball clubs will play 
for the Temple cup according to the rules 
and regulations prepared by the committee 
appointed by the league last spring, or 
they will not play at all. 

Such is the decision of Secretary Young 
of the League, after receiving a letter from 
C. H. Byrne. Young decided that as the 
National League had given him and 
Byrne full authority to provide the regula- 
tions governing a contest for the Temple 
cup, that the regulations made must 
stand, and that the agreement made by 
Captains Hanlon and Ward to divide the 
receipts equally was in conflict with their 
regulations, andany game played under 
the agreement would be simply exhibition 
games and not for the cup.

It is a positive fact that he has seen her 
since. He has been with the murdered 
woman no less than three times within twe 
weeks. Two women and one man have 
seen Keegan in Mrs. Chambers’ company 
since early in September. ‘The evidence is 
tightening around Keegan in an alarming 
manner. 

Keegan will plead not guilty, and will 
attempt to prove an alibi, An effort was 
made last night to persuade Keegan to 
make a confession, but he persisted in his 
denial of guilt. He says he never was in 
Scituate and does not know the roads in 
that section. He claims to have been 
drunk on Wednesday and Thursday; that 
he can prove that he was in local saloons 
all the afternoon; that he went to supper 
and retired between 1 and 1:30 o'clock. 

Although he has contradicted himself in 
minor details, he persists in general points 
and refuses to make any other statement. 

Keegan is well known in town as a gen- 
teel loafer and has been sober only occa- 
sionally in the past 10 years. 

The body of Mrs. Chambers was in- 
terred at the North burial ground yester- 
day afternoon.

FRANCE MAKING CRAFTY MOVES 


Looking Toward Cutting Off 
Commerce In War Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The state depart- 
ment has been yery fully advised from time 
to time by our representatives abroad of 
the inception and growth of the trouble be- 
tween France and Great Britain relative to 
Madagascar. Efforts have also been made 
at intervals toinduce our government to 
take sides in the matter, based on our 
large commercial interests in the island, 
for, surprising as it may seem to persons 
who know of the existence of Madagascar 
from the geographies, the United States 
controls three-tenths of the trade of this 
great island, which, in territorial area, 
quite equals France. 

For years all of this commerce has been 
more or less hampered in growth bya 
standing dispute between France and the 
Hovas government, touching the recog- 
nition of consuls. The French claim the 
right under treaty to control all of the 
foreign relations of Madagascar, and in- 
clude in their claim a right to issue exe- 
quaturs to consuls. The Hovas govern- 
ment held that the consuls’ functions per- 
tained only to commerce and were not 
connected with foreign relations. For 
this reason it insisted upon controlling 
their recognition. 

Duties of Consuls Interfered With. 


Things came to such a pass finally that 
consuls had to be provided with dual 
credentials, and even then they were 
sometimes not permitted to exercise their 
functions. The United States has had 
much difficulty in this respect, and our 
present consul at Tamatave is acting 
now under a provisional and unsatisfactory 
arrangement. 

The British and Germans have not re- 
lished the claims of France in this respect 
and have indirectly sought to make the 
United States take the lead in repudiating 
them, though so far without success, as 
our state department has steadily ab- 
stained from interference. 

Aside from this question of commerce, 
always of {inportance in British eyes, the 
principal reason for British concern in 
Madagascar, as it is understood here, lies 
in the fear that France !s about to estab- 
lish anew Gibraltar in the Indian ocean 
that wouldin time of war give her the 
power to totally cut_off comnerce between 
India, Australia, the Cape settlements and 
Engtand. 

France Strengthening Madagascar. 


Already the French have been busily 
engaged in making a fortress and naval 
station at Diego Suariez, on the north- 
ern extremity of Madagascar. Here isa 
magnificent harbor, almost landlocked, 
and even at present quite as impregnable 
as Gibraltar itself. Making this harbor 
their base, a few French cruisers might so 
guard the Indian sea as to make British 
commerce impossible. 

And the French are reaching out. They 
want more land around Diego Suariez to 
extend their fortifications, and they want 
Fort Dauphin atthe southern extremity 
of Madagascar and several points between 
on the eastern and western coasts. 

The British believe that these fortifica- 
tions seriously threaten their East African 
possessions, and they are dispbsed to pro- 
test, but they find themselves much ham- 
pered, for when Great Britain annexed 
Zanzibar, lying to the west across Mozam- 
bique channel, they did so through an un- 
derstanding with France that the latter 
should havea free hand to deal with Mad- 
agascar. 

Diplomatic Circles Are Watching 


the French-English contention over Mada- 
g@ascar as possibly foreshadowing a conflict 
for supremacy in Africa and the estab- 
lishment there of an empire similar to the 
British empire in India. 

A member of the diplomatic corps points 
out recent significant action indicating 
the basis of this belief. Last May Great 
Britain entered into a secret alliance by 
which it secured control over the Congo 
Free State in the heart of Africa. The ar- 
rangement was made at Brussels with the 
King of Belgium, who has been instru- 
mental in exploring and developing the 
Congo country. 

With this acquisition, Great Britain se- 
cured the middle link between hercolonies 
in the south of Africa and those of Egypt 
on the north. In effect, it established 
Great Britain as supreme from the Medi- 
terranean to the Cape of Good Hope. This 
belt of country extended north and south 
through the middle of Africa, except along 
a short stretch of the lower Nile, and as to 
this, English engineers reported that the 
portions of the river within British domin- 
ion could be so affected that the entire 
route of the stream could be controlled by 
the British. 

The result of the Brussels arrangement 
was to give hopes in England and fears in 
France that the British empire of Africa 
was about to be accomplished in the same 
quiet way that the British dominion in 
Asia had been effected. 

France on the Watch. 


The incident has, however, aroused 
France to the strengthening of her hold 
on African soil if she hopes to head off 
England’s purpose of securing commer- 
cial control of the country by establish- 
ing an English belt from the north to the 
south, 

It was only four months ago that the 
British arrangement at Brussels was ef- 
fected, and it is within the past few weeks 
that the French protest caused it to be 
vacated. Now comes the French move in 
Madagascar, which has caused such agita- 
tion and talk of war in London and Paris. 

It is not, says the diplomat, any mere 
contention over Madagascar, but a part of 
the great contention between Great Brit- 
ain and France for commercial control 
and political empire over Africa. For this 
reason, the present contest is regarded as 
affecting not only Madagascar but the 
future of the Dark Continent, 


Nothing In It. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Inquiries made at the 
foreign office late elicited the information 
that the calling of a cabinet council has 
no connection whatever with the meeting 
of the French cabinet on the same day. 

The relations between Great Britain 
and France have certainly been strained 
during the past six months, since the at- 
tacks of the French press upon the Mar- 
quis of Dufferin, the British ambassador 


at Paris. Numerous sere questions 
ve also given rise to friction.

discuss this matter, the cabinet would not 

have been summoned but for the danger 

ous appearance of the situation in China. 

The Marquis of Dufferin is stillin the 
north of Ireland.

The Times, in a leader, points to the fact 
that neither the Marquis of Dufferin nor 
Baron de Coursel, the new French ambas- 
sador, is at his post, as proof that there 
are no serious matters bet ween the twe 
governments in dispute. 


No Caues For Alarm. 
BELFAST, Oct. 4.—The Marquis of Duf- 
ferin, British ambassador to France, is en- 
joying a vacation at his Belfast seat. To 
a reporter he said he saw no reagon for im- 
mediate alarm in the relations between 
Great Britain and France. 


BODIES WASHED ASHORE 


Give Evidence of Many Wrecks During 
the Recent Southern Hurricane. 

Kry West, Oct.. 4. — More than 50 
human bodies have been washed up along 
the reefs near here in the last few days. 
Many wrecks have been sighted near the 
Florida coast by the steamers which have 
arrived here. It may be that the bodies 
are from vessels wrecked by the recent 
hurricane in the Gulf of Mexico, and have 
been carried to Key West by the Gulf 
stream. 

The steamer El Rio reported that on 
Sept. 26 she sighted a large steamer ashore 
eight miles northeast of Alligator reef. 
The vessel seemed to be a foreign tramp 
steamer. 

The Osseo brought to Key West the first 
and second mates of the bark Wandering 
Chief, from Belize to Havre, which was 
totally wrecked on Elbow reef. The two 
men were the only survivors. 

Most of the crew of the bark Brandon 
were lost when she was wrecked on 
Crocker’s reef on Sept. 24. She was bound 
from Ship Island, Miss., to Liverpool. 

The Morgan line steamer El Morte, re- 
cently arrived at New Orleans, signalled 
a large ship, bottom up, north of Alliga- 
tor reef and a large barkentine well up on 
the reef, whese names she could not ascer- 
tain. 


Professor David Swing Dead, 

CHIcAGO, Oct. 4.—Professor David Swing 
died last evening. He was taken sick 
about a week ago with gastric fever, 
which developed into acute jaundice. 
Professor Swing was born in Cincinnati 
65 years ago. He accepted a call to occupy 
the pulpit of the Westminster Presby- 
terian church, Chicago, in 1866. From 
that time to his death he held a place in 
the popular favorjof the western metrop- 
olis. His” originality in thought and his 
liberality in the interpretation of a creed 
attracted much attention. 


Flaw in the Indictment. 

PortsmMouTH, N. H., Oct. 4.—In the 
United States court the case of Dr. J. C. 
Moore, charged with the embezzlement of 
funds of the Commonwealth National 
bank of that city, of which he was pres:- 
dent, was brought to asudden termina- 
tion owing to a fatal error in the indict- 
ment. The defense claimed that there 
was no place in the indictment where the 
bank was properly designated. Judge 
Webb instructed the jury to render a ver- 
dict for the defendant and Dr. Moore waa 
discharged. 

Children Kidnapped. 

SALEM, Mass., Oct. 4.—Four men forcibly 
kidnapped from the residence of Mrs. A. 
H. Gledden yesterday her two children, 
and Mrs. Gledden claims that her hus- 
band was one of the men. Several years 
ago Mrs. Gledden’s husband sued her for 
divorce, but was defeated, and she was 
given the custody of the children. 


Whipping Post For Child Beaters, 

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—Commodore Gerry ad- 
dressed the final session of the convention 
of the humane society in favor of the in- 
troduction of the whipping post into the 
state of New York, to be used especially 
in the punishment of those who are cruel 
to children. Dr. Hendricks, a Catholic 
priest, spoke in the same line. 


Endorsed by Two Parties. 

NEw YORE, Oct. 4.—At the county con- 
vention of the New York state Democ 
racy last night, John W. Goff was en- 
dorsed as a candidate formayor. His 
name was presented by ex-Mayor Grace 
Mr. Goff was also nominated for mayor at 
the meeting last night of the German- 
American Reform union. 


The Tennessee Vets.

There is testimony that he is nervous, 
If he is nervous, the child, being nervous 
herself, may receive injury by the trans- 
ference. If he is not nervous, then what 
he bas done stands out in blacker lines, 
He brings no one here who has had any 
means of knowing what his private life is, 

This man, said Mr, Hemenway, in con- 
clusion, degraded his wife and she died. 
He will injure this child. 

Mr. Morse spoke clearly for over an 
hour. His remarks were pointed with 
witty allusions and grounded upon pro- 
found interpretations of law. He claimed 
that the right of the father was supreme 
here. No court has the right to sit and 
make a nice balance of worldly advantages 
and give the child to her grandmother 
because she might be better circumstanced 
than the child’s father.

YoxRouama, Oct. 5.—The Japanese em- 
peror’s progress from Tokio to Heroshima, 
where he will supervise the army and 
navy movements, was the occasion of un- 
precedented displays of loyal enthusiasm. 

Ateyery station he was cheered by ex- 
cited crowds, whose cries sounded 
strangely in the ears of those who re- 
member the days when the imperial pres- 
ence was surrounded with mystery and 
silent awe. 

Twenty-five years ago the sovereign of 
Japan could not be looked upon by his 
people. When he passed, all heads were 
bowed and all bodies prostrated. His 
name could not be uttered by the masses. 
Now he comes and goes freely and listens 
with obvious pleasure to the acclamations 
of the people and turns his countenance in 
response to every demonstration. This 
last innovation was never observed until 
his passage through the streets of the cap- 
ital on Sept. 13, but since then it has Leen 
the rule. 

Bonds Found Ready Takers. 

The applications for the Japanese war 
bonds have exceeded 70,000,000 yen, more 
than double the amount called for. The 
highest bidder made an offer of 20 per cent 
premium. Eight millions were bid for at 
an average of 6 per cent premium and 55,- 
000,000 at par. Contrary to expectation, 
the floating of the loan has not perceptibly 
affected the money market. No heavy 
drafts have been made on the banks, and 
it is supposed a large portion from pro- 
vincial hoards hitherto lying idle have 
been offered. 

The Japanese government has decided 
to prohibit the export of coal from the em- 
pire. 

The Chinese man-of-war Isao-Kiang, 
captured by the Japanese July 25, has been 
added tothe mikado’s navy, and is to be 
known as the Toyoshima, the name of the 
island off which she was taken. 

A movement for the relief of the Japa- 
nese press from government restrictions is 
progressing favorably. The actual cen- 
sorship was abolished Sept. 13, but 
the departments of war and navy have 
issued notices prohibiting the publication 
of news relating to military and naval 
movements and plans and strategic acts. 
The administration is evidently divided on 
the question, though the best intelligence 
of the cabinet is plainly on the side of the 
newspapers.

After almost 13 consecutive months, which I 
have just passed at the Capitol, in the depress- 
ing atmosphere of a Democratic congress and 
under the deep shadows of a Democratic ad- 
ministration, it is a relief, yes,a benediction, 
to stand as I do today in the presence of a 

husetts Republican convention, and 
to look into the faces of a large, intelligent and 
patriotic assembly like this, all agreeing that 
the best and htghest public service is along 
lines of encouragement, preservation and pro- 
teotion of the industrial interests of the coun- 
try,and the honor and prestige of her flag 
abroad.

he words of a “distinguished Massachusetts 

mocratic leader, speaking of the record of 
the Democratic party in the session of oon- 
gress just closed, he says: 

“All its acts were in line of the pledges it 
made to the people, and while it Ras not done 
all it might have wished, the Democratic 
party, responsible for all the legislation of the 
present congress, having full confidence in the 
intelligence of the people, appeals to that in- 
telligence for an indorsement of its acts.” 

The coolness of that proposition will pre 
serve it for a long time. 

But it may be well to quote against it the 
words of another Democratic leader of the 
present congress, who said of the new tariff 
act, the great distinctive feature of recent 
Democratic legislation, as follows: 

“I see an attempt to accomplish that which, 
if it be successful, will form the most dis 
ereditable page in the history of American 
government.” And one is tempted to add the 
words of the president himself, who said of 
this same measure, “How can we face the peo 
ple after indulging in such outrageous discrim: 
inations and 

Violation of Principle.” 

These “acts which “the intelligence of the 
people” is appealed to, to indorse, may be 
very easily and briefly stated: a tariff act 
which no one would father, David B. Hill 
would not vote for, the president would not 
sign, and Mills of Texas says, “does not reflect 
the sentiment of 1000 people of the United 
States: a bill that reduces revenues, fondly 
termed ‘‘taxes”’ by the ready-made Democratic 
orator, only some $19,000,000 less than the Mc- 
Kinley act, while adding $43,000,000 as a direct 
tax on sugar, and imposing an ‘odious, in: 
quisitorial, unjustifiable income tax,” to use 
old familiar Democratic phraseology. 

For this great “act,” which the intellgence 
of the people is asked to indorse, the business 
of the country has had to wait,in feverish 
anxiety, suspense and uncertainty, two years, 
while the values of property have shrunken, 
probably more than double the entire loss of 
property occasioned by the war of the Rebel: 
lion, and industries have had tostop er reduce 
wages, causing the loss of millions epum mil 
lions in wages to the wage people of the ccun 
try. 

ind this wonderful reduction in taxation, 
this great load lifted from the shoulders of a 
poor, tax-ridden peoplé, is made up, $15,000,000 
of it, by the removal of duties on silk dress 
goods, ostrich feathers and flowers, kid gloves, 
Chinaware, paintings and statuary, pear! 
buttons, plate and cut glass, opium for smok 
ing, jewelry, leaf tobacco and Havana cigars, 
lace and embroideries and on liquors; perhapd 
itis hardly worth the mention in this connec 
tion that in order to save the ostrich feathers 
kid gloves, opium for smoking, etc., sugar h 
to be taxed. 

The other “acts” I recall are: An extra ses 
sion of congress to suspend the further pur 
chase of silver bullion and to restore pros 
perity to the depressed business interesta of 
the country. 

After a three months’ session it did not re 
store the prosperity and was only able to stop 
the purchase of silver bullion by the aid of sub- 
stantially the entire Republican vote; an in- 
crease of the public debt by the issue of $8, 
000,000 of bonds; a deficiency of $70,000,000; the 
spoilation of the “gold reserve; a brutal, 
merciless attack on the pensions of Union 
soldiers; the repeal of the federal elections 
laws; the u@ting of the consular service and 
“Liliuokalani.”

Prince Kung Is Preparing to Fight Japs. 
Neutral Powegs’ Ultimatum. 


Lonpon, Oct. 8.44 dispatch from 
Shanghal says oo Kung, the em- 
peror’s uncle, who¥¥ recently called 
from retirement to; take the position of 


president of the ade, and and the 


presidency of the ¢ alty, and to whom 
was intrusted the conduct of the war with 
Japan, remains in Pekin, where he is oc- 
cupied with providing defenses for the 
capital. 

A telegram from Pekin announces that 
the Italian minister, acting under instruc- 
tions from his government, has expected 
the Italian consul at Seoul to observe the 
strictest neutrality agg@ to confine himself 
to purely diplomatic @ction in order to as 
faras possible lessen the evils caused by 
the present struggle. 

The minister, it is added, atso addressed 
anote to the Tsung-Li-Yamen, offering 
pacific advice to the Chinese government. 
Itisfurther said that he declined to ac- 
cede to the views contained in a note ad- 
dressed by the Tsung-Li-Yamen to the 
representatives accredited to the Pekin 
court, by the terms of which China sought 
to limit the rights of neutral powers to 
freedom of navigation of Corean waters. 
The British, Russian and French repre- 
sentatives forwarded a similar answer to 
the Tsung-Li-Yamen. 


HELD HIGH POSITIONS. 
Death of Andrew G. Curtin, Twice Gov- 
ernor of the Keystone State, 

BELLEFONTE, Pa., Oct. 8.—Ex-Governor 
Andrew Gregg Curtin died yesterday. He 
was the son of an Irishman and was bornin 
Bellefonte, April 22, 1815. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1839. He was an active Whig 
until the formation of the Republican 
party, with which he connected himself, 
and in 1860 was the nominee of that party 
for the governorship, to which office he 
was elected by 32,000 majority. 

In his inaugural message Governor Cur- 
tin took strong ground for coercion of the 
seceding northern states. His administra- 
tion was distinguished for the zeal and abil- 
ity with which the national government 
was sustained in its war measures and 
for the efforts which he put forth for the 
comfort of Pennsylvania's volunteers in 
the fleld. 

Governor Curtin’s health began to fail 
in 1868, and he signified his intention of 
accepting a foreign mission which had 
been offered him as soon as his guberna- 
torial term had expired, but in the mean- 
time he was renominated and re-elected by 
16,000 majority. : 

He went to Cuba for his health in Novem- 
ber, 1865, and in the same year declined 
another office of a foreign mission. In 
1869 General Grant appointed him minis- 
ter to Russia. He returned from Russia 
in 1872 and supported Horace Greeley for 
the presidency. Subsequently he joined 
the Democratic party, by which he was 
elected to congress for three consecutive 
terms, serving from 1831 to 1887, 


Will Result Fatally. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 8.—A stabbing affray 
occurred in the Italian colony last night, 
in which Gusetti Genardo was fatally 
wounded by Gusetti Spenna. The two 
men were playing cards with Spenna’s 
wife when they became engaged in a quar- 
rel. Suddenly Genardo seized his knife 
and stabbed it through the woman's 
hand, piercing it to the table. The hus- 
band rushed for hig razor and slashed 
Genardo in the face and chest, inflicting a 
number of wounds, one of which pen- 
etrated his right lung. He was taken to 
the hospital and Spenna was arrested. 
Genardo cannot survive. 


Brown Won't Fight. 

ATLANTA, Oct. 8.—W. C. Glenn, recently 
a candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion of attorney general for Georgia, has 
challenged George C. Brown, and the lat- 
ter has declined to fight. Brown is solici- 
tor general of the Blue Ridge circuit. Glenn 
and Brown are both prominent lawyers 
and politicians. Two years ago Glenn 
and his partner, C. D. Maddox, preferred 
charges of malfeasance in office against 
Brown and secured a legislative inyesti- 
gation. Brown was exonerated. Ever 
since then there has been a bitter feud be- 
tween them.

arbitration his special study during work- 
ing hours at Buzzard’s Bay this summer. 
It is a very complicated case, the brief of 
Baron Rio-Branco filling several large 
volumes, while the maps, old treaties, etc , 
and the briefs of Dr. Zeballos, the Argen- 
tine minister, make a fair-sized brary. 

Mr. Cleveland has not turned this mass 
of documents over to the state depart- 
ment, but has undertaken personally to 
go through it and unravel the dispute. It 
is a self-imposed task which the president 
does out of courtesy to the southern re 
publics, and in the extent of interests in- 
volved and legal complications it is as 
large as any case pending in the United 
States supreme court. 

Mr. Cleveland's decision will settle 
whether the eastern boundary of Argen- 
tine remains as itis usually given in tho 
maps, or is extended by a wedge-shaped 
projection almost to the Atlantio coaat. 
If Argentine gains this strip it will have a 
considerable effect on southern Brazil, as 
it will almost sever the great state of Rio 
Grande do Sul from upper Brazil, the re- 
maining connection being 

A Very Narrow Isthmus 
compared with the general width of Bra- 
zil. 

On the other hand, it will give Argentine 
a narrow arm of land stretching from the 
north to within 40 leagues of the Atlantic. 

Mr. Cleveland’s coming decision is 
awalted with great interest by the south- 
ern envoys, as it means much to the 
strategic strength of the two dominant 
South American countries. 

Moreover, the disputed territory is itself 
very valuable for its mineral and agricul- 
tural resources. It embraces 11,823 square 
miles, with towns and villages having ao 
population of 5793, most of them Brazil- 
iaps. 

Mr. Cleveland’s arbitration is the result 
of a treaty made when Dom Pedro was 
emperor of Brazil. It has taken since to 
make the surveys and present the case, 
and Mr. Cleveland’s decision will close 
the long controversy. He is obliged, un- 
der the treaty, to give all the disputed ter- 
ritory to Brazil or to Argentina, so that 
there is no opportunity for a compromise 
which will satisfy both parties. 

A Disastrous Accident, 

Buristot, Tenn., Oct. 8—A train from 
New York jumped the track about three 
miles south of this place. The engine fell 
across the track, and the express and mail 
cars jumped over it, and, falling on their 
sides, were soon a prey to the flames, which 
consumed eight coaches. Everybody was 
badly shaken up, and many were badly in- 
jured. It is a miracle that many deaths 
did not result. The accident was the re- 
sult ofa bolt having been placed on the 
rail by some unknown person. 


Loyal to the Dead. 

Dustin, Oct. 8.—The procession held 
yesterday in commemoration of the death 
of Charles Stewart Parnell was the largest 
on record. In the line were political so- 
cieties representing every county in Ire- 
land. Over 5v bands were in the line. The 
streets were so packed with spectators 
that it was difficult for the procession to 
move. At Glasnevin cemetery the paraders 
deposited hundreds of beautiful wreaths 
on Parnell’s grave, 

Sallors Saved, 

Boston, Oct. 8.—An ocean tug arrived 
here from Norfolk with Captain Sprague 
and crew of the Philadelphia three-masted 
schooner Frank McDonald, abandoned 
last Thursday off Cape Cod, on board. The 
vessel sprung aleak in a heavy southeast 
blow, and Thursday she began to settle 
and all hands took to the boats. The ves- 
sel sank in afew minutes in 45 fathoms 
of water.

Editorial Comment, 


CAMBRIDGE WILL be given the first 
hearing by the ‘Greater Boston’’ com- 
mission on Thursday evening, and we shall 
expect to see considerable opposition 
developed in that city.

It is probable 
that it will be some time before the board 
will be able to open this series, but it will 
be finished before the legislature convenes, 


MISSIONARY WORK, 


Mr. Wishard of Y¥. M. C. A. Lectures 
Morning Afternoon and Evening. 

Seldom does one have opportunity to 
hear more thrilling addresses than those 
given Sunday in our city by Mr. L. D. 
Wisbard, of New York. The average 
person even though he be interested in 
religous affairs, is not apt to be enthusiastic 
over missionary addresses, but those of 
Sunday consisted of an entirely different 
plan of the work than is usually presented. 
Few men have ever had the opportunity 
to study all the missionary fields of the 
world as Mr. Wishard, and no other man 
has ever attempted to unite the students of 
all lands in a common Christian fraternity. 
A few years ago the various missionary 
boards of the foreign countries were con- 
fronted with the perplexing question 
“*Tlow can we best reach the young men 
in our schools, particularly the govenment 
school.’’ It was considered unwise for any 
particular denomination to assume such 
a work, so that they finally decided to call 
upon the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion of America to send trained men to 
the most important educational centres 
of mission lands, to organize and train the 
college students. 

Mr. Wishard made a tour of the world, 
occupying four years in studing the various 
problems connected with this work. 

In his address in the morning at the Con- 
gregational church he gave the history of 
the Intercollegiate Y. M. C. A. work and 
the development of the students volunteer 
movement, and its relationship to the 
foreign mission fields, He also told of the 
wonderful growth of the college work in 
foreign lands, putting his facts so forcibly 
that one could not help but be convinced 
of the truth. Inthe afternoon he spoke 
to the young people impressing upon them 
the wonderful opportunities during the 
present generation to evangelize the 
world, He spoke particularly of the duty 
which we owe of giving all in our power 
to aid this work, relating several instances 
of self denial practiced by students and 
others that they might aid this work. 

The Wollaston Congregational church 
in Ward Five was filled to overflowing on 
Sunday evening by the members of that 
society and also the Baptist and Metho- 
dist. It was a union missionary service 
and was addressed} by Mr. L. D. Wishard, 
who spoke on the work for young men in 
foreign lands, especially those in educa- 
tional institutions, The Rev. Edward A. 
Robinson presided and seated with him in 
the pulpit were the Rev. Preston Gurney 
of the Baptist Society and the Rev. C. W. 
Wilder of the Methodist society. The 
double quartejte rendered some excellent 
music,

DIED OF INJURIES. 


Whether Acci- 
dental or Assault. 

Oa Saturday evening Sept. 1, a con- 
ductor of the Quincy & Boston street rail- 
way brought to the Quincy Police station a 
man who gave his name as James Moran 
and his residence as Dorchester.

Meeting John A. Duggan they 
turned the man over to him, who in turn 
sent him to Quincy on an electric car. 

When Moran was brought tothe police 
station he said he had $12in his pocket 
when he left Do¥chester and upon being 
searched $11 was found. 

The Quincy police still think that Moran 
fell from a train but the Boston officers 
differ and all the parties who saw Moran 
in Quincy that night have been summoned 
to an inquest to be held in Boston some- 
time this week,

This 
was not likely, however, after she married 
Tierney. 

There were two others in the house, who 
say they did not hear any pistol shots.

A MIDNIGHT TRAGEDY. 


Two Deaf Mutes Seriously Stabbed by a 
Would-Be Robber.

AIMS AND OBJECTs. 


President McLennan Tells What Literary 
Societies May Do. 

The regular session of the Quincy 
Literary Society was Opened in a very 
promising manner on Friday evening in 
Doble’s hall South Quincy. There was a 
large attendance of ladies and gentlemen, 
the room being comfortably filled. 

The central feature of the occassion was 
the inaugural address of the president, Dr. 
R. McLennan, who chose for his theme: 
“The Aims and Objects of Literary 
Societies.” His remarks were chiefly 
directed on the advantages they offer for 
interchanging opinions, and the consequent 
acquiremént of broader views concerning 
human life, The facilities they offer for 
obtaining that confidence in utterance 
which is born of practice and perseverence. 
He made an eloquent plea for the free 
and full discussion of subjects, couteiffing 
that mone was too sacred for considera- 
tion, non so inherently perfect, that 
criticism could neither add nor detract 
from its merits. 

Said he, among other things “It is a 
cause for regret that in such a large com- 
munity so few of the young people could 
be found to take interest in literary exer- 
cises. Useless frivolities, devised by the 
Shylocks seem to overfeed the vain at the 
expense of the noble. To people of 
ordinary mental calibre public. speaking is 
an effort from which they retreat in 
fear. Not because of a lack of acquaint- 
ance with subjects, but because of a lack 
of confidence in communicating their 
thoughts to many listeners, 

There is no better opportunity for an 
individual desirous of becoming in some 
measure a proficient speaker than to take 
part ina literary society. Here he may 
say a few lines from timetotime. As his 
confidence developes, paragraphs take the 
place of lines, chapters the place of 
paragraphs, and so on to the first, second, 
and third volumes, 

We are not all equally endowed mentally, 
but we can all become accomplished in 
some field of usefulness if we are really 
anxious to obtain it. Genius is the gift of 
nature, accomplishment the reward of 
perseverence, The genius among men is 
as scarce as the pearl in the crude material 
world, but by the polish of persistency, 
none but may become a finished topstone 
on some mighty edifice. 

Time there was when ina mixed com- 
munity it was advisable to exclude religious 
and political subjects, but the human mind 
has expanded and become more self con- 
scious. The right of self-thinking is 
recognized on every hand, 

It does not make any difference in the 
harmony of things that each individual has 
his own opinions if we recognize his right 
tothem, If we could read through unbiased 
glasses we should find good in Christianity, 


Judaism, Paganism, Mohametanism, 
Ancient Mythology, Epicureanism, and 
Stoicism. 


To me the positive proof that human in- 
telligence is on the ascension lies in the 
fact that 1893 was the date of the first con- 
vention of the parliament of religions. 


than pessimism, bigotry, and discourteons- 
ness. 

The true philosopher looks on both sides 
of aquestion. He places before himself 
high ideals. He observes that passion, 
inclination and character are but the make 
up of inherited peculiarities and atmos- 
pheric environment. . 

How well the immortal Shakespeare puts 
that on the canvas before us. Froilus and 
Cressida is as Greek as if Sophocles had 
written it. Dante if dramatic could not 
have made Romeo and Juliet more Italian. 
All his plays‘-have national as well as indi- 
vidual delineations. 

Nothing surrounded by the halo of cus- 
tom or ages should on that acccunt be 
debarred from consideration, but we should 
compare it cautiously and respectfully with 
our own conceptions of right and wrong.”

BosTox, Oct. 8.—Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
the beloved poet and author, died at his 
city home, 296 Beacon street, at 12:15 p.m, 
yesterday. Heart failure was tho imme- 
diste cause of his death, although an 
asthmatic trouble of long standing helped 
to break hin down at the last 

Ten days ago Dr. Holmes returned to 
Boston from his summer home at Beverly 
Farms. This journey so fatigued the aged 
man that he did not recover fully from it 
for several days. Last Friday a sudden 
attack of heart fallure seized him, which 
passed off later and he seemed as well as 
usual. Yesterday morning a severe spasm 
attacked the doctor and he slowly sank 
until the end. 

At the bedside were the members of his 
family, who watched the ebbing life until 
the last. The poet, without the semblance 
of a pain or astruggle, passed away as he 
had lived, peacefully and beautifully.

The zenith of his power was attained in 
his contributions to The Atlantic Monthly 
for the first three or four years of its exist- 
ence—1857 to 1861. The most popular of 
all his productions, the one which secured 
him the title by which he is best known, 
“The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,’’ 
appeared as a serial in the first numbers 
of The Atlantic, and its advent was an era 
in literature. The ‘Professor at the 
Breakfast Table” followed, and then 
“The Professor’s Story,’’ which appeared 
in book form as ‘‘Elsie Venner: A Tale of 
Destiny.”” He continued to give the pub- 
lic new works occasionally till in 1887, 
when “Our Hundred Days in Europe” ap- 
peared. Several of his poems have given 
the public popular phrases of almost uni- 
versal use, such as “the wonderful on- 
hoss shay,”’ for instance. 

Unlike nearly all other writers, most of 
his poeins were written to order, asit were, 
that is, foysome commencement or festal 
occasion. His last production of tl at 
character involved him in rather the most 
serious controversy of his life. for, in ex 
alting the effect of his favorite Harvard 
on current thought, he used these lines: 
O’er Princeton's sands the far reflectTo ns steal, 
Where mighty Edwards stamped his iron heel ;

The family was truly noble. It was also 
old, us age goes in New England. John 
Holmes settled in Woodstock, Conn., in 
1686. His grandson, David, served as a 
captain of the British troops in the French 
war and surgeon in the patriot army of the 
revolution. Hisson Ablel, who was born 
in 1768 and died in 1837, was graduated 
from Yale in 1783, studied theology and 
became noted both as a preacher anda 
writer. His second wife was a daughter 
of Oliver Wendell, and of her five children 
the third was the renowned genialist and 
“Autocrat of the Breakfast Table.” 

Except the Historian Bancroft, no other 
American had so long a literary career, 
end probably no other had one so uni- 
formly brilliant. At 16 he wrote musical 
lines glowing with optimism, and at 88 he 
looked upon the world without asperity 
and expressod himself with all the vivacity 
of youth. His native constitution and 
good habits probably had most to doin 
maintaining this uniform cheerfulness, 
and from his earliest years he breathed an 
intellectual atmosphere. 

While preparing for college at Phillips 
Andover academy he made his first at- 
tempt at versification, turning the first 

book of the Aineid into heroic couplets. 
In 1829 he was graduated from Harvard. 
He was poet of the class at commence- 
ment, and was one of the 16 chosen into 
the Phi Beta Kappa society. 

His first poem to attract general attention 
was the famous one on the Constitution, 
beginning: 

Ay, tear her tattered ensign down! 
Long has it waved on high, 

And many an eye has danced to see 
That banner in the sky; 

Beneath it rung the battle shout 
And burst the cannon's roar; 

The meteor of the ocean air 
Shall sweep the clouds no more. 

It stirred the popular heart as did the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” The young 
poet’s fame became national in a month 
and worldwide soon after. The poem was 

ublighed in almost every paper in the 

Jnited States and circulated by thousands 
in handbills. A universal protest was 
echoed back from every section and the 
constitution was saved. 

His suddenly won popularity was never 
once lost during the 60 odd years of liter- 
ary life which followed, and though he 
was often attacked for special utterances, 
the attack always had in it something of 
sorrowful tenderness. This was all the 
more remarkable because most of the at- 
tacks were on religious grounds. 

So far as Dr. Holmes’ views on the un- 
seen and unknown can be gathered from 
his writings he was a philosophic or scien- 
tific pantheist, nor does it appear that he 
ever had any orthodox faith, even in child- 
hood. In the “Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table” are found the most pointed of Dr. 
Holines’ stabs at the clergy, and there he 
Gives offense chiefly by ignoring what is 
sald on the other side as simply beneath 
notice.

FOUGHT IN THE DARK. 


Japanese Killed a Number of Their 
Own Men at Azan. 


ADVANCE GUARD AT THE YALU. 


A Battle Is Looked For In the 
Near Future. 


LonpDon, Oct. 9.—The Times publishes a 
letter from Tien-Tsin which gives a new 
version of the battle at Azan. The writer 
says the Japanese tried without success 
the tactics which they later carried out at 
Ping-Yang with brilliant success. 

It is added that the full details of the 
battle will never be known, but that the 
Japanese surrounded the Chinese and de- 
livered a night attack. The Japanese so 
managed matters, however, that each of 
their divisions mistook the other for the 
enemy and dealt severe execution to their 
own men, enabling the Chinese to cut 
through the opposing lines and continue 
their march. 

The Graphic publishes an interview with 
Admiral Wills, who was engaged in the 
expedition of 1880. Hesaid he did not be- 
lieve that the Japanese would succeed in 
a march on Pekin, certainly not before 
winter, on account of the elaborate prepar- 
ation necessary to ascend the Pei-Ho river. 

Now For a Fight. 

A dispatch from Yokohama states that 
the advance guard of the Japanese army 
has crossed the Yalu river and formed a 
newcamp. A battle is believed to be im- 
minent. 

Japan decreed the creation of naval 
prize courts on Sept. 20, and one of these 
courts has actually been sitting since 
Sept. 21. The supreme court sits at Tokio. 

Rumors of a Rebellion. 

A despatch from Shanghai says that 
rumors are current there that a rebellion 
has broken out in the district of Jehol, in 
the province of Chili. The object of the 
rebellion is said to be the overthrow of the 
Mantchu dynasty. No details have been 
received and the rumors are officially dis- 
credited. 

A dispatch from Tien-Tsin says that 
railway building has been suspended and 
that the government is engaging European 
officers for the naval service. 

Private Correspondence Not Molested, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Officials of the 
Japanese legation do not hesitate to affirm 
that the statement made in San Francisco 
that the private correspondence of Ameri- 
can naval officers in Japan is subject to 
government espionage is. incorrect. In 
this connection, Solicitor Stevens points 
out that the sanctity of personal corre- 
spondence is so highly regarded in Japan 
that it is guaranteed in the new constitu- 


tion. 
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Dr. Smith's Retort. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 9.—Dr. Julia Smith, in 
an interview on Cardinal Gibbons’ attack 
on woman suffrage, said: “In support of 
his idea, the cardinal recites words of a 
Grecian ruler. ‘I command Athens, 
Athens rules the world, and my wife 
rules me; therefore she rules the world.’ 
Perhaps had the cardinal  investi- 
gated his Grecian history more care- 
fully, he would have discovered that 
it was not the wife that ruled or 
governed. The man whom Aspasia gov- 
erned had a wife and family at home. 
Cardinal Gibbons would do well to study 
the story of Aspasia.”’ 


Massachusetts’ Citizen Soldiers. 

Boston, Oct. 9.— The Massachusetts 
Volunteer militia, about 6000 strong, as- 
sembled in Boston today, and were re- 
viewed by the governor. The forenoon 
was spent in massing the troops and later 
there was a march through the city. 
Brigadier Generals Peach and Bridges 
and Colonel Bancroft accompanied the 
three divisions of the troops. The city put 
on a holiday appearance, the public 
schools, the markets and other public 
places being closed in honor of the citizen 
soldiery. 

Vessel Abandoned and Crew Rescued. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 9.— The 
schooner Hattie Graham arrived here, 
having in tow the schooner Alice T. 
Boardman of Calais, Me. The Boardman, 
laden with lumber, from Calais to Boston, 
was abandoned in a waterlogged condi- 
tion Oct. 6, off Cape Cod. A note was 
found in the cabin stating that the British 
steamer Durham City, Boston to London, 
had rescued the captain and crew. They 
will be landed at London. 


Johann Most Makes His Debut. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Johann Most, the 
anarchist editor of the Freihiet newspaper, 
last evening commenced his career as an 
actor, when, with a company of amateurs 
recruited from the anarchists of both sexes 
in this city, he produced Gerhardt Haup- 
ton’s play, ‘“The Weavers,” at the Thalia 


theater. Most played Old Baumarte, and 
on appearing on the stage received an 
oyation. 


Scattered by Police. 

Paris, Oct. 9.—The Chateau St. Peirre 
des Porte De Hyeres was the scene ofa 
desperate attack by Italian brigands. A 
number of servants in the house succeeded 
in holding the brigands outside the wall. 
While the fight was being waged a num- 
ber of gens d’armes approached the place, 
whereupon the brigands fled.

MILLS MAY START UP. 


If Operatives Refuse to Work, the City 
Will Discontinue Aid, 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 9.—Members of 
the executive committee of the Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association and other lead- 
ing manufacturers held an informal meet- 
ing yesterday and discussed the situation. 
No proposition was decided upon. There 
is a possibility that the mills may open in 
a few days to give a chance for the opera- 
tives to goin under the reduction. The 
shutdown by the manufacturers contin- 
ued after the weavers’ vacation ended. 
Many operatives have applied to the 
city for aid, claiming that they are ready 
to go to work but cannot. The starting of 
the mills under a reduction will remove 
the city from liability to support idle op- 
eratives who apply for aid. If they refuse 
to go in, they will doso on their own re- 
sponsibility, and the city will not be lia- 
ble for their wants. If the help refuse 
to work under the reduction, the shut- 
down will again become general. 


Looks Bad For Keegan. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 9.—The authorities 
investigating the movements of Lawrence 
C. Keegan in connection with the murder 
of Mrs. Emily Chambers and the assault 
upon Mrs. Rebecca Laird, two days before 
the murder, have hit upon fresh evidence. 
The knife with which Keegan attempted 
to murder Mrs. Laird was found yester- 
day in the Swansea field. It was a large 
butcher knife, and was identified by the 
manager of Young’s stable as one that 
was stolen from that place on the day that 
Keegan hired a team to take Mrs. Laird to 
drive. It was more than a foot long. This 
is the only link necessary to sustain Mrs. 
Laird’s story. 

Religion and a Crown. 

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—Owing to the proba- 
bility of the crown of Wurtemberg pass- 
ing to the Catholic branch of the family 
through the failure of male issue, a bill 
will be submitted to the diet arranging 
for the transfer, in that case, of the relig- 
ious prerogatives of the crown to an ec- 
clesiastical commission. William II, 
King of Wurtemberg, was born in 1848. 
He married, in 1877, Princess Marie, who 
died in 1882. The issue of this marriage 
was Princess Pauline. The king again 
married in 1886,.espousing Princess Char- 
lotte. Of the second marriage there is no 
no issue. 

Knocked Overboard. 

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Oct. 9.— 
Schooner Deer Hill reports that when 
three miles south of Vineyard Sound 
lightship Captain William Cleveland was 
accidentally knocked overboard. A line 


was immediately thrown out, but he was 


probably stunned, as he was unable to 
swim for the line. He sank ina sbort time 
and no trace of the body could be seen. 
Captain Cleveland was a resident of Alma, 
N. B. He leaves a wife and two children, 
who were with him on the schooner. 


Whole Family Blown Up. 
IRONWOOD, Mich., Oct. 9.—John Ravell, 
a farmer of this city, together with his 
family of five, were blown up by an explo 
sion of giant powder. Ravelland a 5-year 
old son were killed outright. Mrs. Ra 
vell and a 6-year-old daughter will un- 


doubtedly die. The others were not 
dangerously hurt. 
Tramp Eluded Arrest, 
Dopps Ferry, N. Y., Oct. 9.— Miss 


Ella Judson, a well-known society belle, 
was last Saturday night assaulted by a 
tramp. She was rescued by her father, 
but her injuries are serious. Al! efforts to 
apprehend the tramp have failed.

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 9. — Mayor 
Marsh received word from the state gas 
commission that they had requested the 
Worcester Gas Light company to reduce 
the price of its gas from #1.40 per 1000 feet 
to $1.25.

NEw ORLEANS, Oct. 9.—John T. Calla- 
han, the first of the council convicted of 
criminal bribery and corruption in 
office, was sentenced by Judge Moise to 
five years in the state penitentiary and $50 
fine.

THE GIANTS GET If. 


Coveted Temple Cup Captured In Four 
Straight Games. 


IT SURPRISED BASEBALL CRANKS. 


Receipts of $25,000 to Be 
Divided Among Players. 


New YORK, Oct. 8.—The Temple trophy 
belongs to the New Yorks. They have 
done great work in the series with the Bal- 
timores for the possession of it, winding 
up at the Polo grounds with their fourth 
consecutive victory. Six games were 
originally scheduled by Managers Ward 
and Hanlon, three to be played in New 
York and three in Baltimore, with the un-” 
derstanding if the series stood a tie that 
the seventh and deciding game should be 
played in the city of the team whose man- 
ager should win by the toss of a coin. 

But seven contests were not necessary; 
neither were six. Four scttled every- 
thing. Everybody thought that the Ori- 
oles would put up a strong fight, but they 
did not, forthe Giantsin all four games 
played at so fasta pace that their oppo- 
nents could not get near them. 

The result is a great triumph for the 
honesty of baseball. Although the teams 
played for the Temple cup and the gate re- 
ceipts, 65 per cent of which was to go to 
the winner and 85 per cent to the loser, 
there was no jockeying done so as to pro- 
long the series and thus secure the money. 
Had they wished the teams 

Could Have Played Seven Games 
and each player would have been much 
richer financially. 

It was asurprise to the entire baseball 
world that the series developed intoa 
walkover for the Giants, as the cranks 
were all of the impression that it would 
be the bitterest series ever played. 

Itis said that the receipts forthe four 
games will amount to about $25,000. Of 
this the Giants will get $16,000. As the 
expenses are not heavy, each of the 16 New 
York players will receiye as his share 
nearly #1000. The Baltimores will have 
about $9000 to divide up among 14 players 
after their expenses are paid.

20 miles north of the reef, where all but 
four passengers, who are missing, landed 
in safety.

WASHINGToN, Oct. 9.—The news of the 
important moyements looking to the in- 
vasion of Guatemala, presumbly by forces 
ander the command of Antonio Ezeta, the 
ex-president of Salvador, is supplemented 
by semi-officlal advices received here 
which indicate that preparations are being 
made in Guatemala not only to meet the 
threatened invasion, but to checkmate the 
plan attributed to Ezeta of uniting the 
Central American republics under one 
head. 

Information has been received here from 
Very high authority in Central America to 
the effect that President Barrios of Guate- 
mala has taken active steps to sound the 
leading men of the other Central Amer 
can republics, with a view to making him 
self president of the United States of 
Central America by a peaceful convention 
if possible, but by conquest if such a course 
seems necessary and practicable. 

President Barrios is said to have de- 
voted himself to exciting as much resent- 
ment as possible against the Ezetas in 
Salvador, who have always held him re- 
sponsible for their downfall.

TWO TO ONE. 


South Carolina Supreme Court Says Dis- 
pensary Law Is Constitutional. 

Co.tumBiA, S. C., Oct. 9.—The decision 
of the supreme court in the dipensary 
cases was filed last night. Justices Pope 
and Gary declare the law constitutional, 
while Chief Justice McIver dissents. 

Justice Gary argues generally that the 
regulation of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors comes within the 
police power of the state and that the dis- 
pensary is such a regulation of the traffic; 
that there is no inherent right in any 
one to sell liquor, and, that being the case, 
the state has the right to prohibit the sale 
altogether or to so control it as seenis best 
for the general welfare. Justice Pope as- 
sents to this finding, which is a long legal 
dissertation on the constitutionality of the 
act. Justice McIver dissents and reiter- 
ates the position taken by him last spring. 

The effect of the decision will be that 
Governor Tillman will now begin an ac- 
tive warfare against “Blind Tigers,” 
which have been flourishing without 
molestation since the act was decided 
unconstitutional. What the saloon men 
will do is problematical. 


Was Bound For Egypt. 

New YORK, Oct. 9.—Steamer Seneca 
reports that on the 2d, about 30 miles off 
the Florida coast and about 65 miles north 
of Jupiter light, she sighted an abandoned 
bark. The vessel’s crew had apparently 
been picked up the day before. The wreck 
is a dangerous obstruction. The bark was 
the Otar Niko, with lumber, from Pensa- 
cola for Alexandria. 


Neglected His Wife. 

BARNSTABLE, Mass., Oct. 9.—Patrick 
Hurley of Sandwich was arraigned here 
charged with manslaughter in causing 
his wife’s death by neglect. The evi- 
dence showed that at the time of her 
death Mrs. Hurley's condition was shock- 
ing and filthyin the extreme. Judge 
Swift held Hurley in $5000 for the grand 
jury. 


Involuntary Starvation. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—Professor William F. 
Sloan died here yesterday after a fast of 50 
days. Professor Sloan, who was a proml- 
nent educator and newspaper man, had 
been subject to attacks of a strange dis- 
ease, which he said compelled him to fast. 
He had frequently lived three or four 
weeks without nourishment. 


On One Count Only, 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 9.—Judge 
Phillips sentenced A. B. Crawford, the 
ex-cashier of the wrecked American Na- 
tional bank, to five years in the Missouri 
penitentiary. He was convicted on five 
counts, but four were ignored.

A MILITIA CALL. 


A New List of Fire Alarm Boxes—New 
Numbers Given Nos. 34 and 31. 

Chief Engineer Williams has issued a 
new list of fire alarm boxes and has made 
some changes. The most important are: 
No. 34 at the corner of Union and Mill 
streets, which will hereafter be 171; and 
No. 31 on the New Road, which will be- 
come No. 172. This follows out a sug- 
gestion of the LEDGER that all boxes in 
Ward Two should be 702. 

There are three new signals: 4 blows, 
thrée times, which is a militia call, and 
will doubtless be tested shortly; 6 blows, 
which calls the superintendent of the 
Water Works; and a Boston call, 162. 

The list as issued by the chief is not 
correct in twoinstances: Newcomb street 
does not run into Sea street and therefore 
Box 25 cannot be located at the corner of 
these streets. Again Newbury street is 
half a mile from Billings street, and 
therefore Box 64 cannot be at the corner of 
these streets.

Wheat and Cotton Touch the Lowest 
Prices Ever Known. 


INDUSTRIAL SITUATION BRIGHTER. 


Bradstreet’s Review of Can- 
ada’s Business Outlook. 


New YORK, Oct. 6—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: The low- 
est prices ever known for wheat and cotton 
necessarily imply somewhat restricted con- 
sumption of other products. With the 


chief money crops of the west and south 
sinking in value, {t is not strange that 
purchases of manufactured products are 
smaller than was expected 
naan regan 
I , cotton the lowest 
ever known in any form. Producers are 
compelled to sell at prices below the ordi- 
nary cost of raising crops, and in some 
western states there is also a lamentable 
failure of the corn crop. Under the cir 
cumstances ié would be very strange if 
the demand for manufactured products 
should be quite as large as in other years. 
Wheat, Corn and Pork Products. 

Wheat suffers most from accumulation 
of stock in sight, which is far beyond what 
is usually expected for the season, and the 
exports in September were unusually 
small. For the first week of October 
Atlantic exports were 1,097,872 bush- 
els, against 863,746 last year, and 
western receipts were only 4,615,- 
000 bushels, against 6,180,687 last 
year, and these figures give some encour- 
agement, but have little influence in view 
of the unusual visible supply, The price 
for cash wheat is a small fraction higher 
for the week. 

Corn receipts at the west have been only 
@ third as large as they were last year, 
with exports amounting to nothing, but 
the price has not further declined after the 
heavy fall during the previous fortnight. 

Pork is weak, though lard is quotably 
lower. 

The Manufacturing Industries, 

The condition of the industries is, in 
in some respects, more satisfactory. Evi- 
dently there isa larger demand for iron 
products than there was a month ago, 
though the increase in output has been 
somewhat greater than the {ncrease in de- 
mand, so that prices steadily tend down- 
ward. 

The boot and shoe trade continues to 
deliver more goods than any previous 
year, asitdidin September, and most of 
the works still have orders for one or two 
months ahead, although mainly for low 
and medium priced goods. There isa little 
better demand this week for goods of 
higher quality, however, andthe demand 
for leather is still reducing the reserve, 

Cottons and Woolens 

The new demand in dry goods is not as 
large as it has been, and in spring goods 
the market ts called remarkably dull, 
though there is relatively a good deal do- 
ing in current orders for the fall trade. 

Cotton print cloths are a shade stronger, 
asthe news from Fall River regarding the 
duration of the strike is less encouraging, 
but for other goods the market is slow, as 
might be expected in view of the heavy de- 
cline in raw material. 

Woolens are less active, and while there 
are numerous smaller orders for fall 
goods, the demand for spring goods is as 
yet not more than about three-quarters of 
the ordinary quantity and mainly limited 
to the cheaper grades. In these the do- 
mestic producers appear to be meeting 
forelgn competition quite satisfactorily, 
and there are reported some cancellations 
of foreign orders in favor of domestic 
products. 

Sales of wool for the week have been 6,- 


ago, and for five weeks ending Oct. 2, 
sales were 24,279,300 pounds, against 17,- 
188,175 last year and 37,852,000 in 180z. 

Cotton is 44 cent lower, the cash price 
being the lowest known for 45 years, 
and, considering the difference in classifi- 
cation, perhaps lower than anytime in 
1849, and estimates that the crop is more 
than 10,000,000 bales are more commonly 
credited now than estimates of 8,000,000 
were two months ago. With favorable 
weather, the yield seems likely to be the 
largest ever known.

Bradstreet’s today says: There is a mod- 
erate activity in general trade at Toronto, 
favorable reports being received from com 
mercial travelers.

WILSON WELCOMED. 


The Democrats of His Bailiwick 
Turned Out In Force. 


——_ 


A TALK ON TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


————— 


Democrats Will Fight For 
Lower Federal Taxation. 


CHARLESTOWN, W. Va., Oct.{9.—Hon. W. 
L. Wilson’s home-coming was made the 
occasion ofa demonstration by his Dem- 
ocratic fellow-citizens of the Second con- 
gressional district which rather taxed the 
capacity of this historic old town. 

Not only did the Democratic voters from 
the rural districts and towns and villages 
of the eastern Pan Handle respond to the 
call of the local committee of arrange- 
ments, but the more remote counties of 
the congressional district were repre- 
sented, and not a few old Virginians and 
citizens of Maryland, and even of Penn- 
sylvania, journeyed by rail to this out-of- 
the-way nook to assist in the welcome to 
the great exponent of the Democratic 
tariff policy and to listen to his address. 

The arrangements for the events of the 
day were set on foot about the time Mr. 
Wilson sailed on his return voyage, and 
covered an afternoon mass meeting to be 
addressed by Mr. Wilson, ex-Congressman 
Myers and others, followed by a night 
meeting, at which three or four speeches 
were made. 

Colonel Chew called the meeting to or- 
der, and on behalf of the Democracy of 
Charlestown, of Jefferson County, of 
West Virginia and of the county wel- 
comed Mr. Wilson home. 

Wilson's Speech. 

Mr. Wilson began his addresses with a 
touching reference to the great popular 
demonstration which had greeted him 
upon his return. ‘We have reached,” 
said he, ‘that stage of development of our 
country when we are compelled to have 
larger markets for our supply of product, 
and when such markets, through foreign 
trade, are only the safety valves of the 
healthiest prosperity of the American labor 
and the factory.” a“ 

He referred to the struggle for lower fed- 
eral taxation as a wonderful and inspiring 
popular revolution, and pledged the De- 
mocracy, as the party of the people, to go 
oninthe combat. “I, for one,” said he, 
“do not believe it is to come until the re- 
sults secured are fully measured up to the 
ardor and the enthusiasm of the people.” 

“While I was in London, about two 
weeks ago, I was honored, very unexpect- 
edly to myself, with an invitation by the 
Chamber of Commerce to be their guest at 
&® public dinner. I was surprised; I was 
almost sorry, in one sense, to receive such 
an invitation, because I was seeking rest, 
and knew, as I know today, that what 
I would say on that occasion would be 
perverted and falsified before the Amer- 
ican people; and yet I did not think I need 
be afraid to talk to the people of London 
as I talked to the people of West Virginia. 

“And soltold them just what I have 
said to you today; that in the past we had 
been building up our tariff to keep them 
out of American markets, and now are tear- 
ing down the tariff to 

Let Us Out Into the Air 
and the other markets of the world. And 
I said to them that not only the great prod- 
ucts of agriculture, not only in our wheat, 
corn, cotton, beef and meat products, but 
in the products of our manufacturers, they 
might henceforth find us competing with 
them in all of the markets that they sought. 

“Thirty years ago we began to shut our- 
selves in from all the markets of the 
world; 30 years ago we called the Ameri- 
can merchantmen from off the seas and 
surrendered the oceans to England and 
other nations to traverse them with their 
ships. 

“When last Friday morning in a flerce 
gale, when I was off the banks of New- 
foundland on one of those great ocean 
ships which seemed almost to be able to 
defy the fury of the storm ard yet was 
tossed about like a cork upon the waters, 
I spied off in a fog a few fishing schconers, 
and I felt that men who could venture ont 
in such weather in their little fishing 
boats were the men who could yet restore 
the American merchant marine upon the 
seas and carry our flag in safety through to 
all the ports of the world.” 

Mr. Wilson continued his tariff argu- 
ment for over an hour, and was succeeded 
by Mr. Myers of Pennsylvania and Hon. 
J. T. McGraw. 

It was5 o'clock when the meeting ad- 
journed to reassemble at 7, and speaking 
was continued until 10:30 last night.

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PRACTICED WARFARE 


State Troops Massed at Boston, Six 
Thousand Strong. 


THEY MADE A GRAND SHOWING. 


Many Old-Time Methods Have 
Been Discarded. 


Boston, Oct. 10.—Through the mist of 
8 strangely variable autumn morning 
into the unbroken glory of an October 
day, 6000 Massachusetts militiamen 
marched. In the soft brown hats and 
canvas leggings of fleld uniform, with 
the double rows of bright buttons on their 
army overcoats glistening like stars upon 
the firmament, the state defenders made a 
most attractive picture. 

Rapidly maneuvering, their swiftly 
shifting lines among the broad avenues of 
the Back Bay district and the greenery 
of the fens threw back ascore of colors 
that arranged themselves with kaleido- 
scopic harmony. Infantry, artillery, cav- 
alry, naval brigade, cadet corps, around 
they went with the signal corps on the 
towers and the Men of the red cross on 
the Common—the whole an exemplification 
of what volunteers can accomplish in 
scientific warfare. ~ 

The main object of the day was the con- 
centrating of masses into prescribed align- 
ment from deployment in irregular forma- 
tion; in less soldierly language, the bring- 
ing of a disciplined force to the relief of 
Boston, the performance of work in mili- 
tary fashion and the retirement of the 
forces as rapidly as they came. 

The Essentials. 

The men found themselves scattered 
amid the mists of early morning and Bos- 
ton’s suburbs; the problem was to close 
upon the mob supposed to be entrenched 
at the city’s center. Every condition was 
made as much as possible like that of 
actual emergency. Having the battle line 
formed upon the general alignment of 
Massachusetts avenue, stretching through 
the city, across Harvard bridge and 
through Cambridge to Union square in 
Somerville, there was a general forward 
movement to a designated point by street 
formations, squares and riot columns to 
respective regiments. 

The regiments reunited, each sought its 
proper brigade, and, tliat once formed, the 
march of the consolidated division was 
taken up for the heart of the city, All 
the bodies north of the city reported at 
Somerville, all south at the Roxbury base 
ball grounds, and you have the great out- 
lines of the picture 

There was no burning powder or rat- 
tling musketry; instead, an endless form- 
ing of hollow squares, flank movements 
and skirmishing. The colonel gave the 
order to move forward and clear the street. 
The first company of each battalion swept 
ahead in double line, reaching from curb 
tocurb. The second company wheeled to 
the left in two columns, covering the 
flank; the third to the right, while the 
fourth closed the square, the colonel and 
his staff, with colors in the center. 

This done, there was the click of trig- 
gers from the flank lines to dislodge im- 
aginary rioters in seventh-story windows 
and on tall housetops. Arrived at a 
cross street, the columns halted to allow 
the flank lines to face about down the side 
thoroughfore and fill the vista with flying 
lead, while the first company poured a vol- 
ley into the crowd ahead and the rear C)))- 
pany faced about to make the wounded 
think all hands were comttig back 

On the Common, 

Another square with unshifting lines 
was on the Common. Within the square 
and nearly at its center Captain Myles 
Standish sat astride his horse. There was 
the ambulance that looked like a bus. 
Luggage was scattered over the grass in 
firmly fastened bundles, while bedding 
and camp furniture were piled up ina 
heap. 

Half of the naval reserves were with the 
land defenders. The others were in their 
element, some stringing a line of torpedoes 
across the Charles. All Captain Weeks’ 
other boys were clambering about the dis- 
patch and mortar boats, ready to run the 
most dangerous of blockades. 

The signal corps, "twixt earth and sky, 
perched on the roof corners of the state 
house and private buildings, were sweep- 
ing the horizon. 

The men appeared less like marionettes, 
@awed out of plank, with their arms grown 
to their bodies. Instead, there was a nat- 
ural swing that bids adieu to the old-time 
stiffness. The old wheel has become a 
turn: the methods of halting and resum- 
ing march, too, have been altered, and for 
the better. 

Bite of bright color abounded from the 
crimson feathers of the sharpshvoters to 
the blue and orange arm-bars of those 
engaged in special service. There were 
the snowy naval reserves nicely starched 
and laundered, the deep red cavalry blank- 
ets and the dazzling tin cups. 

The schools in Cambridge were closed 
to allow the children to give the semblance 
of a riot, and many of the stores in Bos- 
ton suspended business at noon. 

The troops were reviewed by the cap- 
tains, the colonels and the generals, and 
in the afternoon Governor Greenhalge, the 
commander-in-chief, presided over the 
grandest review of all. The parade itself 
was over two miles in length, and it was 
late in the afternoon before it had passed 
the reviewing stand at the state house. 
The line presented a brilliant spectacle. 
The soldierly bearing of the men brought 
forth round on round of applause from the 
spectators who lined the sidewalks.

Over the Laying of the Corner Stone of 
the Home For “Drummers.” 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 10.—Fully 60,- 
000 visitors were in the city yesterday, the 
occasion being the corner stone laying of 
the Home of the Commercial Travelers’ 
Association of America. The celebration 
of the day included a parade through the 
principal streets of the city, winding up 
at the home site, which is situated on the 
top of South mountain. 

The parade was one of the largest seen in 
southern New York. It consisted of the 
many delegations of commercial men, 85 
Odd Fellow lodges, the Masonic fraternity 
of two New York districts, Red Men’s 
tribes, a regiment of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard, the local fire department, 
and many other civic, military and 
fraternal organizations. 

On arriving atthe home John Hodge 
laid the corner stone according to the Ma- 
sonic ritual. He also delivered an ad- 
dress. Colonel Baxter of Elmira deliv- 
ered the oration of the day, after which 
Governor Flower and Governor Pattison 
made extemporaneous speeches, in which 
they eulogized the commercial travelers 
and said many pleasant things for the 
home. The celebration was a success in 
every way. 

Against Hill. 

NEw YORK, Oct. 10.—The Third ticket 
party, at a meeting last evening at the 
office of E. M. Shepard, decided to nomi- 
nate the following ticket: For governor, 
Everett P. Wheeler, of New York city; 
for lieutenant governor, Daniel N. Lock- 
wood, of Buffalo; for judge of the court of 
appeals, Charles F. Brown, of Orange 
county. Everett P. Wheeler has an- 
nounced his acceptance of the nomination. 
Mr. Shepard said that Messrs. Brown and 
Lockwood would also accept the nomina- 
tions.

THE MOTHER TONGUE 


Adhered to by Chinese Diplomats 
and Other Officials, 


—. 


FACTS ABOUT ORIENTAL AFFAIRS 


From One Whose Opinions 
Carry Great Weight. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10. — Ambassador 
Patenotre, the representative of the 
French republic in the United States, is 
regarded as one of the best informed men 
in diplomatic life on China and the scenes 
of present conflict between that country 
and Japdh. A good part of his life in the 
French diplomatic service has been spent 
at Pekin and ‘Ticn-Tsin. His views on 
Eastern affairs possesses unusual interest. 

The ambassador was asked to give his 
Personal observations of the places which 
are now the theater of conflict and of Li 
Hung Chang and his surroundings. 


M. JULES PATENOTRE 

“At the time the Tien-Tsin treaty was 
signed,” said the ambassador, “I was 
brought in contact with Li Hung Chang 
almost daily for six weeks, and while I 
had known him before, this close inter- 
course in negotiating so important a treaty 
gave me the opportunity of a somewhat 
personal acquaintance with him. 

“He does not speak English, French or 
any other language than his own, all in- 
tercourse with foreign officials being car- 
ried on through an interpreter. There 
appears to be a settled policy among Chi- 
nese diplomats and officials to adhere to 
thelrown language, so much so that a 
Chinese diplomat at Paris who became 
proficient in making French bon mots 
created something of a sensation and was 
afterward recalled. 

“Viceroy Li impressed me, however, as 
one of the very few Chinese officials who 
at heart desired to adopt the modern ways 
of European countries, andif he had not 
been held back by the overwhelming sen- 
timent of China against Eastern civiliza- 
tion, he would have modernized China 
long ago. As it is, he has introduced quite 
a European atmosphere into hisprivate 
household. He has a French cook to serve 
him. Some of the dinners he gave me 
were what they termed “double dinners,” 
as there would be a Chinese dishand then 
a French one, thus alternating courses 
throughout the dinner. 

Statesman, but No .varrior, 

“Li strikes one as a student and states- 
man, rather than a warrior. His tenden- 
cies are all those of a scholar, while his 
great authority as viceroy of the metro- 
politan province of China and special 
guardian of the emperor has made him 
the head of the war power. But he is not 
a gonius of war us he is of statesmanship. 
He has sought to modernize the Chinese 
army and navy, and’such strength as 
these arms of defense have are due to his 
introduction of foreign officers, including 
General Gordon, and his adoption of 
modern arms and ordnance. The artil- 
lery he has secured is fairly good, but 
compared with those uf improvement of 
European and American troops, which im- 
prove constantly, they are out of date.” 

M. Patenotre was asked asto the de- 
fenses of Pekin which the Japanese now 
threaten to strike, and the roads over 
which the invaders will have to pass if 
they march on Pekin. 

“The defenses are very primitive,"’ said 
the ambassador. “The outer wall is a 
huge affair, completely encircling the city. 
It is about the height of a six-story build- 
ing and wide enough for travel by horses 
and carriages. But asa means of defense 
it would amoupgt to nothing against mod- 
ern artillery. The walls about Tonkin 
were even stronger, being built by skilled 
engineers, but they quickly gave way be- 
fore big guns. There is hardly any such 
thing as roads about Pekin and Tien-Tsin, 
so that travel is very difficult. There are 
occasional stretches of good road, paved 
with large stone blocks, but these are ex- 
ceptional. 

“The trip from Tien-Tsin to Pekin— 
about 90 miles—used to take twoor three 
days. Usually itis made by the river 
route, and that also takes several days. It 
is the most primitive of traveling, each 
passenger having a boat to himself. When 
I went by river from Tien-Tsin to Pekin 
I occupied one boat, my secretary another, 
the provisions another and the servants 
another. Thus the boats beat and tacked 
by means of little sails. There was no 
steamer above Tien-Tsin, although the 
capital and the emperor were only 9uU

Loxpoy, Oct. 10.—A dispatch from

Port Arthur. 

The Times, commenting upon the re- 
port of the capture of Che-Foo by the Jap- 
anese and the landing of ps aah geen 
cada, says thatif these repor' % 
the aaa have at last shown their 
hands wisely in deciding to avoid an at- 
tack upon Pekin. 

They 2 have apparently decided to attack 
Port Arthur, and, it is stated, have dis- 
embarked troops in a bay to the northeast 
of that place, which is well sufted to form 
a base of operations. The garrison may 
now number 10,000 men. 

Like many’places provided with extrava- 
gant coast defenses, Port Arthur hase 
back door. In selecting this as a place of 
attack, the Japanese are following the 
best precedents. The conditions have 
many points of resemblance to those of Se- 
bastapol. 

In the face of the coming winter, which 
the Chinese can better endure than the 
Japanese, the latter have every induce- 
ment to hasten the attack, and are un- 
likely to undertake another operation for 
the present.

at the coroner’s office Thursday. Mrs. 
Mary Agaes Wolf, 32 years old, died at 
her home on Wednesday evening. Dr. 
J. A. Sanders, who had last attended 
her, wrote a certificate that death was 
due to inanition and heart trouble and 
excessive grief. The board of health re- 
jected the certificate, and it came to the 
coroner’s office. 

At the home of the dead woman it 
was said that she lived with her hus- 
band, George Wolf, an employee of the 
Metropolitan Traction company. Mary 
Melvin, the aged mother of the dead 
woman, had shared their humble apart- 
ments since the time of their marriage, 
five years ago. The mother and daugh- 
ter had been constant companions all 
their lives. Melvin, who was an Eng- 
lishman, died when Mrs. Wolf was an 
infant. 

Last October Mrs. Melvin was strick- 
en with a slow but fatal disease. Day 
and night the daughter waited upon her 
till her death, in June last. 

For a few days Mrs. Wolf wept inces- 
santly. Then astrange melancholy came 
over her. She ceased speaking of her 
dead parent, yet there was evidence of 
terrible inward grief. Her pining soon 
began to tell upon her health. Her hus- 
band talked with her about the folly of 
keeping the memory of her dead mother 
in mind, but she would not be consoled. 
She stopped going out and gradually 
ceased to partake of food. After a time 
she became so weak that she was obliged 
to take to her bed. 

The husband returned nightly from 
his labor and sat by her bedside, implor- 
ing her to cheer up and live for his 
sake. Although she was sound of mind, 
she refused to pay any attention to her 
husband’s importunities. Dr. Sanders 
found the woman suffering from no or- 
ganic troubles and said that she would 
recover if properly nourished. He reo- 
ommended that she be removed to a hos- 
pital, where she could better regain her 
strength. His suggestion was not heed- 
ed, because Mrs. Wolf declared she 
wished to die in the bed in which her 
mother had died. The doctor told her 
that he could do nothing more for her 
unless she took sustenance. She did not 
answer him, but shook her head. On 
Wednesday she died. 

Mrs. Wolf will be buried in Calvary 
cemetery today. Dr. Cuff of the coro- 
ner’s office said Mrs. Wolf’s death was 
due to a broken heart. He said this was 
an instance where the woman’s failure 
to pour out her grief in tears had brought 
on the disorders that caused her death. 
—New York Tribune. 


INGRATITUDE OF NATIONS. 


An Instance of It Toward a Hero of the 
Franco-German War. 

A pathetic story of national ingrati- 
tude has been going the rounds of the 
London papers, which is interesting 
enough to be repeated, especially as it 
concerns those days of intense interest 
during which Paris was last in siege. 
Publicity has been given it by the fact 
that the hero of the incident has just 
gone into a French hospital in poverty, 
there todie. The Pall Mall Gazette thus 
tells the tale: 

‘*When the German lines in the au- 

tumn of 1870 were gradually closing 
their boa constrictor grasp round the 
doomed capital, Durnof was the hero of 
the hour. An experienced aeronaut, who 
had three times been dashed into the 
sea and had run many other narrow es- 
capes, he proposed, with his balloon, Nep- 
tune, to carry a mail out of Paris and to 
run the gantlet of the beleaguering 
armies. At daybreak on Sept. 23 he set 
out on his adventurous journey, the di- 
rector of the posts assuring him as he 
handed in the dispatches and the pigeons 
that his courage and devotion would 
meet with a splendid reward. Durnof 
succeeded in his task and landed safe 
and sound at Evreux, but the poor old 
Neptune was never fit for another as- 
cent.’’ 
. Twenty-two years elapsed, but the 
unhappy aeronaut never received a 
penny from successive governments. 
Even his claim for the value of his Ll- 
loon, which had been used till it was 
destroyed by the military authorities, 
failed to obtain the slightest recogni 
tion. After a couple of decades he got 
the bronze medal accorded to all who 
carried dispatches by balloon, and last 
year a small monthly grant was made, 
which barely sufficed to keep him from 
starvation. Swindlers and impostors of 
all kinds laid the foundation of future 
fame and fortune in the siege of Paris, 
but the first man who opened up com- 
munications between the imprisoned in- 
habitants and the outer world seems 
likely to die in dishonor and despair. 


To Monopolize the Shopping Business. 


A company has been organized in 
New York which will try to monopolize 
the shopping business. It has made an 
arrangement with the Broadway cable 
cars, and, it is said, will try to secure 
the same right on all the other lines, 
for the use of their front platforms as 
news and confectionery stands. On each 
car it will place a uniformed agent, 
who will sell the things on hand and 
will also take orders from the passen- 
gers for anything that they may want, 
from ‘‘collar buttons to a dress.’’ The 
passenger has simply to tell the boy 
what he wants, and when he boards 
the car again the commission will be 
executed. The company proposes to 
make arrangements with a number of 
large establishments in the city to fill 
all orders that it brings in at the lowest 
possible rates. —New York Times. 


The Crater Collapsed. 

The great lake in Kilauea overflowed 
its banks on July 8, and on the 12th 
the lava fell 270 feet in 12 hours, caus- 
ing the banks to fall in on all sides and 
engulfing about eight acres of the floor 
of the crater. The falling of the banks 
was going on all day and far into the 
night and produced a sight indescriba- 
bly grand. —Honolulu Letter.

RIOTERS WERE SHOT. 


Their Friends Made Persistent At- 
tempts to Ruin Mr. Ausburn. 


SAMPLE OF NICARAGUAN JUSTICE 


Shown by Government's Per- 
secution of an American. 


PitrssurRG, Oct. 10.—Pittsburg friends 
of Calvin Ausburn, the American, now 
imprisoned in Nicaragua, are daily ex- 
pecting to hear from him regarding his 
situation. Mr. Ausburn is very well known 
here, baving been in business in this city 
until 1886, when he first went to Central 


America. His home is at Brookville, and 


his parents now reside there. 

In 1886 Mr. Ausburn decided to cast his 
fortunes in Central America. He went 
there and secured valuable timber and 
meat concessions. Later he embarked in 
the business of raising bananas for the 
markets of this country. His plantation 
is far from Bluefields. The land is at the 
junction of the Rama and Requa rivers 
and is the head of navigation, that is, so 
far as the big ocean steamers are con- 
cerned. 

The ownership of this plantation, a mile 
square, is the cause of Mr. Ausburn’s 
troubles. Pittsburg attorneys are counsel 
for him in a suit now pending in the 
United States circuit court. 

About a year after he went to the coun- 
try he was attacked by a body of riotous 
natives, who 

Surprised Him at Night 

and drove him out into the turbulent 
river in asmall boat. They opened fire on 
him, but he was uninjured. The Ameri- 
can servant, a colored boy, whom he had 
taken from Pittsburg, at this juncture 
secured several rifles and emptied them on 
theenemy. They believed they were be- 
ing attacked in force and fled. It was dis- 
covered that several had been killed by 
the shots, 

For this the partisans of the dead men 
never forgave Ausburn. Some time after 
that his house was attacked, looted and 
burned. At that time there were several 
thousands of dollars’ worth of goods de- 
stroyed. Notwithstanding these draw- 
backs, Ausburn stuck to the country. 

Then there was some talk of building a 
railroad in Nicaragua. The line of route 
was to pass through the property. The 
government thought that it would be de- 
sirable to acquire it, and the official perse- 
cution of Ausburn began. 

Ausburn was in this country last month, 
having come home to get married. The 
ceremony was performed in New York on 
Sept. 3. A few days after he stopped in 
this city on his way to the south. He was 
warned by his friends not to return, but 
he decided to do so 


A Would-Be Train Wrecker. 

PITTSBURG, Oct. 10.—William Law, a 
former employe of the Fort Wayne rail- 
road, was convicted yesterday of attempt- 
ing to wreck a passenger train in revenge 
for having been discharged. A passenger 
train was stopped justin time to avoid 
running intoan immense bowlder that 
would have ditched the train and cost per- 
haps many lives. At the trial Law’s lit- 
tle son gave damaging evidence. No de- 
fense was made. 


A Long Step Forward, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—That great proj- 
ect to unite Chesapeake bay with the 
Delaware river by a canal, and thus sup- 
ply the most important link to an internal 
waterway route from Florida to Long Isl- 
and Sound, received an impetus yesterday 
by the appointment of an expert board of 
commissioners to select the line of the 
canal. The board is expected to go to work 
speedily. 


Gallant Service Appreciated. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—For the first time in 
the history of the United States army per- 
mission has been granted by the federal 
department for the presentation of astand 
of colors to a regiment by private citizens. 
The regiment is the Fifteenth Infantry of 
Fort Sheridan. The movement is in rec- 
ognition of the services of the regiment 
during the great railroad strike.

VAN LUEN’S ADVICE 


Was to Grease the Palms of Medical Ex- 
aminers With Coin of the Realm. 


DuBugveE, Ia., Oct. 10.—Special Exami- 
ner Waite of the pension bureau, in obedi- 
ence to the order of Judge Shiras in the 
federal court, has filled the documents cap- 
tured in the famous tin box in Pension 
Agent George N. Van Luen’s private 
office at Little Springs, Ia. These doou- 
ments are mostly inthe form of sorre- 
spondence, incriminating upon its face, Pe 
tween Van Luen and certain boards o 
medical examiners with whom he had re- 

ms. 

Noite all of the numerous indictments 
found against the pension @ttorney are 
based upon these letters. In all, about 700 
papers are filed. Some of these letters aro 
to pepsion claim agents, who Van advised 
to the members of the board in 
order to have their examinations go 
through smoothly. Others are letters be- 
tween the agentand thesurgeon, in which 
terms are agreed on for raising ratings 
and fixing up the papers in their cases. 

It appears that’ Van Luen gave claim- 
ants to understand that this payment of 
money to medical examiners was the 
usual thing. Some of the documents 
show that affidavits as to physical disabil- 
ity were bought from physicians at an 
average rate of 50 centsaline. One letter 
makes an offer toa physician at Lincoln, 
Neb., to pay $5 for an affidavit covering a 
disease of the stomach, deafness and heart 
disease. The doctor sent the affidavit, 
but demanded $10 for it. This physician, 
whose name is not revealed, has since tes- 
tifled that he has made a large number of 
affidavits. 


Still Unsettled. 

FA. RIVER, Mass., Oct. 10.+The Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ association after a two 
hours’ session yesterday took no action 
toward closing the strike. Though no one 
favored a restoration of the old rate, the 10 
percent reduction failed to get the neces- 
sary three-fourths yote from those under 
agreement to shut down. The feeling is 
that the mills will resume on a full reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent. Mayor Coughlin’s 
letter encouraging the opening of the mills 
was favorably received, though no action 
was taken on it. 

Mr. Jones Isn't Dead. 

PiTTsBuRG, Oct. 10.—The suit of Mrs. 
Martha Jones to recover $2000 from the 
Fidelity Mutual Life association on a 
policy on the life of her husband was 
brought to an abrupt termination yester- 
day. The defense produced a deposition 
and photograph of Jones showing that he 
is now living in England. Mrs. Jones 
had in December, 1889, identified the body 
ofa railroad victim as that of her husband. 


A Pretty State of Affairs. 

LOURENZO MARQUEZ, Oct. 10.—Several 
whites and anumber of friendly Kaflfirs 
were attacked and massacred in the ouc- 
skirts of the town yesterday. The Portu- 
guese and foreign residents are holding 
public meetings todenounce the incom- 
petence of the government and to demand 
energetic action to crush the Kaffirs. Busi- 
ness is paralyzed and the public offices are 
closed.

Paid a Big Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The Chilian govy- 
ernment has just paid into the state de- 
partment $240,564, being the amount of 
the judgments rendered against Chili by 
the Chilian claims commission.

‘HIRTY LIVES LOST. 


Nearly Three Hundred Vessels Dam- 
aged at St. Pierre, Mig. 


BUILDING FELL IN NEW YORK. 


Six Persons Instantly Killed 
While Asleep. 


St. Jouy’s, N. F., Oct. 11.—The storm 
Was very severe at St. Pierre, Miq., where 
80 lives were lost and great damage was 
done. A very heavy sea was running in 
the harbor. All the vessels at anchor 
there put out extra anchors and touk 
measures to outride the gale, but the mari- 
time casualties were many. 

Many vessels dragged their anchors or 
parted their cables and were thrown upon 
the shore. Every effort made to draw off 
shore was fruitless, the gale blowing with 
such tremendous fury that even storm 
canvas could not be set. 

Some of the doomed vessels were thrown 
ashore in very exposed places, and great 
seas breaking over them soon pounded 
them to picces. No assistance could be 
rendered the shipwrecked men from the 
shore. A number of them, who jumped 
overboard and attempted to reach the 
shore by swimming, were drowned, while 
others were swept into the sea by the 
waves dashing over their vessel, and were 
not seen until their bodies were cast upon 
the beach. 

The wrecked vessels were part of the 
fishing ficet that had put in to St. Pierre 
from the banks to repair damages they 
had sustained during the heavy storm of 
Sept. 30. 

Altogether there were nearly 300 vessels 
at the port, not a single one of which 
escaped without sustaining some damage. 
Several of the fleet are missing and grave 
fears are entertained that they foundered. 


Crushed to Death by # Falling Building. 

New YorK, Oct. 11.—Just before 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, while the 
wind and rain storm was at its height, an 
uncompleted building, seven stories high, 
at 74 Monroe street, fell in one chaotic 
mass, burying beneath a hundred tons of 
bricks and timber a flimsy dwelling, 
standing on the adjoining lot, in which 21 
persons were peacefully sleeping. Six 
poople were killed outright, three are 
missing and 12 miraculously escaped with 
broken bones and many bruises. 

The police arrested Louis Aaronswitz, 
the owner of the unfinished structure that 
collapsed. He was arraigned in the Essex 
Market court and placed on parole. The 
contractor, P. J. Walsh, and the builder 
are now being searched for by the police. 


Beach Strewn With Wreckage. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 11.—Schooner L. O. 
Foster struck the west breakwater at the 
island and went to pieces during a terri- 
ble easterly storm. The beach is strewn 
with wreckage. The crew were saved. 

Steamer Majella left the west side of the 
island for a harbor and headed for New- 
port. The captain was James H. Cook, 
and there was a crew of five men. All in- 
dications are that she has foundered and 
all on bdard lost. 

The lifesavers at Captain Church’s 
station, Narragansett Pier, saved the 
lives of five down-east sailors from the 
small coastwise schooner Leonessa, and 
also five others from two of Hugh Bros. & 
Bangs’ stone barges. 

The schooner and her cargo of coal are a 
complete wreck, and the two barges from 
the harbor of refuge fleet are pounding 
themselves into splinters upon the rocky 
shore almost in front of Congdon. 

Several disabled vessels were sighted 
during the day, but the most of them suc- 
ceeded in reaching Portland harbor in 
safety or made out Xo sea. The harbor is 
filled with disabled vessels, and many 
narrow escapes from wrecking are re- 
ported. 


Heroic Work of Lifesavers. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 11. — Captain 
Trundy’s lifesaving crew at the lifesaving 
station on Cape Elizabeth rescued the 
crews of three vessels yesterday and 
landed them without losing a man, in the 
fiercest gale known on this coast. The 
first vesscl to suffer was the Laura Cox. 
She struck on Trundy’s reef, and only for 
the prompt action of the lifesaving station 
Captain A. MeMillan and crew of six men 
would have been lost. 

No sooner had Captain Trundy’s crew 
landed the crew of the Laura Cox than 
the two-masted schooner Rosa and Adra 
was seen ashore on a reef, not far from 
Trundy’s shoals. Captain Trundy’s crew 
took Captain Robbins and his crew off 
the vessel and landed them safely. 

Then the schooner L. K. Ham became 
unmanageable and was deserted by her 
captain, Daniel Sellers. She had five men 
on board. The lifesaving crew landed her 
men safely. A‘lof these vessels will prove 
@ total loss. 


Crew Had a Close Call. 

SALEM, Mass., Oct. 11.—The crew of the 
schooner Hero were rescued late yesterday 
afternoon after having been tossed about 
in the bay helpless for over five hours. 
The vessel sprung aleak off Boon island, 
and shortly after she split open and lost 
herrudder. She entirely filled, and was 
only kept afloat by the cazgo of lumber. 
The men lashed themselves to the rigging. 
Assistant Lightkeeper Terpenny and 
Harry Morse put off and rescued them at 
the risk of their own lives. 


Bcheoner Adeline Dashed to Pieces. 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 11.—Captain 


Linnekin, in the tug Startle, observed a 
schooner drifting. Just before the tug 
reached her the crew abandoned the 
8 achooner, which drove on the rocks near 


Serman’s Woe and was dashed into 


pieces. The crew effected a landing safely 
and reported their vessel as the schooner 
Adeline, 64 tons, Captain F. H. Lowell, 
owned at Bangor, Me. 


New Bedford Got It, 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 11.--A par- 
ticularly heavy gale visited the city. The 
streets are filled with fallen leaves and 
tree branches and the telephone service is 
partly demoralized. The large yacht 
owned by W. D. Howland broke adrift 
and was driven ashore to have a largo 
hole stove in her bottom. At Nonquit the 
waves piled upon the beach grandly and 
two yachts sank at their moorings. 


Four Were Drowned, 

OrsTER Bay, L. L, Oct. 11.—Four per- 
sons were drowned by the sinking of a 
barge in tow of the fug Belle McWilliams 
in Lloyd’s harbor. They were John Mur 
phy; his sister-in-law, Mrs. Murphy; 
Michael Murphy, a son, and an infant of 
the latter. They were in the cabin of the 
barge Jennie Hugh, when the vessel went 
to pieces on the rocks. 


Considerable Damage at Portsmouth, 

PortsMoutH, N.H, Oct. 11.—A severe 
gale, coupled with a heavy vainfall, caused 
considerable damage in this city, and the 
lifesaving crews have been kept busy. 
Captain Harding and crew succeeded in 
preventing three schooners from going to 
pieces on the rocks. There is much 
anxiety felt for the safety of four vessels 
sighted, bound for Gloucester, Mass. 


Docks Under Water. 

OysTER Bay, L. L., Oct. 11.—There was 
& very high tide here, covering all the 
docks. Sumner lumber yards lost consid- 
erable lumber by being washed away. The 
sloop Dixey was sunk and several sloops 
were blown ashore on Bakman’s beach. 
Much damage was done to the oyster busi- 
ness. Nearly every vessel In the harbor 
drifted. 

Schooner Hart Sunk, 

TARPAULIN COVE, Mass., Oct. 11.— 
Schooner E. K. Hart dragged her anchors 
and fouled an unknown two-masted 
schooner. The mizzenmast went and she 
sunk. The captain and mate had their 
wives with them. All were saved. Sev- 
eral small fishermen are ashore at the head 
of the cove. 

Frait Sufseced, 

Buzzarp’'s Bay, Mass., Oct. 11.—During 
the gale a large Windmill at Woods Holl 
was blown down. Tides ran very high at 
Buzzard’s Bay, the water coming up 
nearly to the bridges and covering all low 
lands. At Sandwich the wind destroyed 
considerable fruit and damaged trees. 


Telephone Service Crippled. 
ROCEVILLE, Conn., Oct. 11.—A_ violent 
gale with heavy rain prevailed through- 
out Tolland county, doing considerable 
damage. Many trees and large limbs of 
trees have been blown down, and the tele- 
phone service is almost completely sus- 
pended. 
Lifesavers on Geard. 
CHATHAM, Mass., Oct. 11.—A heavy gale 
prevailed along this coast, accompanied 
by heavy rain, blowing down trees, fences 
and telegraph wires. The lifesaving crews 
patrolled the beach, watching sharp for 
possible wrecks, bué none ¢.curred. 


Filled With Water. 

New Lonpoy, Conn., Oct. 11.—The big 
three-masted schooner Clara E. Colcord 
ran on Cornfield shoal, and settled down 
on a sandy ridge, where she now lies, filled 
with water. Her crew were taken on 
board the Cornfield Reef lightboat. 


Wrecked Off Virginia's Coast, 
NORFOLK, Oct. 11.—Schooner Red Wing 
ran into and sunk the schooner Henry 
Lippett near Old Point and had her bow 
smashed and headgear lost. Four of the 
five missing men of the Lippett have ar- 
rived here. 
Houses Unroofed, 
BENNINGTON, Vt., Oct. 11.—A severe 
storm, accompanied by high wind, blew 
down trees, unroofed houses and caused 
considerable damage. Telephone poles 
are prostrated in many places. 


Bad Wash at Bridgeport. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 11.—The heavy 
sea washed away a large part of the wall 
at Seaside park and ooded the boulevard, 
race track and ball grounds. Damage 
between $10,000 and $12,000.

FORMALLY ACCEPTS. 


Levi P. Morton Thinks That Republi- 
cans Deserve Success. 


M’KINLEY BILL IS NOT PERFECT 


But Democrats Have No Right 
to Modify It. 


New York, Oct. 11.—Levi P. Morton 
yesterday sent his formal letter of accept- 
ance to Warfier Miller, chairman of the 
Republican state convention. It is in 
part as follows: 

I have been officially informed within the 

few days of my nomination for governor. 
rateful for past recognition and for this 
friendly evidence of confidenoe, I accept the 
trust the Republican party has honored me 
with, pledging my hearty co-operation in their 
efforts for an honest and efficient conduct of 
affairs. 

The platform adopted by that body is a just, 
but temperate, arraignment of the Democratic 
party, now, for the first timein many years, in 
full control of all branches of the national ad- 
ministration. 

The issues involved in the pending canvass 
are clearly defined and of paramount import. 
They are related both to state and federal con- 
cerns. They affect the rewards of labor, the 
security of capital and the safety of society. 
Within our borders is the metropolis of the 
continent, and New York is first in commerce 
and manufactures and only second in agricul- 
ture. 

Laudation For Republicans. 

During the whole period of its existence, 
the Republican party has been distinguished 
for ite devotion to the principle of protec- 
tion to home productions. ariations in 
the rates of, duty on imports have from 
time to time been made as the needs 
of the governmen} and the condition 
of American industries have required, but 
the principle itself has been intelligently and 
steadily vindicated by every Republican con- 
gress. 

The last Republican administration had 
given statutory expression to the American 
doctrine that duties should be laid upon 
foreign products in competition with like 
articles of home production, and that articles 
exclusively produced abroad and not so com- 
peting should be admitted free for the benefit 
of the consumers. After the passage of this 
law the nation was at the summit of its great- 
ness and prospesity, with its name respected 
throughout the earth, and peace and plenty 
in all its domain. 

It is not claimed that this statute, any more 
than any other human ordinance, was perfect 
in its details, nor chat all its rates of assess- 
ment of duties should have been maintained, 
but the modifications suggested by time and 
experience should have been left to the friends 
of the measure. 

A Gloomy View. 


Peril to American industries was announced 
in the change of administration. The menace 
alone, which its advent heralded, was sufficient 
to still the looms, to darken the furnaces, to 
clog the wheels of business and to precipitate a 
financial depression unparalleled in our annals 
for severity and duration. 

The menace, with its accompanying unrest 
and disaster, endured throughout 18 months, in 
which a Democratic congress sought to undo 
that which had been so well accomplished by 
its Republican predecessors; and in spite of 
the repeal of the silver purchasing clause of 
the so-called Sherman act, which was only 
rendered possible by the aid of the Republican 
party, it was evident that permanent relie 
could not come while the stability of our in- 
dustries was threatened. 

Ameasure was enacted false alike tothe 
promptings of true Americanism and to the 
professions of the Democratic party. The bill 
which originally passed the house of repre 
sentatives had at least the merit of consistency 
in some degree with the ante-election promises 
made to the people by the Democratic national 
convention.

But that which finally prevailed was an in- 
congruous thing, a patchwork of protection and 
free trade, of protection to favored localities 
and to trusts, but of hostility to the masses of 
the workingmen of theland. Repudiated by 
its principal framer, characterized by a Demo- 
cratic president as a bill of perfidy and dis- 
honor, denounced by the senior senator from 
this state and unattested by the signature of 
the president, proclamation is already made 
thatitis only the beginning of the attack 
which will be persisted in upon American 
wage-earners. 

In the confusion of Democratic councils and 
the perversity of Democratic legislation it is 
plain that the only wise course for the country 
to pursue is to restore the management of its 
affairs to that party which for 80 years 
has developed its resources, upheld its good 
faith, cared for those who fought fgg its in- 
tegrity, and guarded the rights cdl Pines 
of ite citizens. 

Mr. Morton pronounces in favor of bal- 
lot reform and favors the preservation 
intact of the canal system of the state. 
He favors the fostering of the agricul- 
tural interest of the state and urges 
that ample protection be provided for the 
forests. One way in which the state can 
aid the farmer, he says, is in the construc- 
tion of good roads.

GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


Nemo Replies to His Critic and Reveals 
His Non-de-plume. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


In the current issue of the Monumental 
News the Quincy correspondent of that 
paper takes occasion to criticise a com- 
munication which appeared in the LEDGER 
about a month ago, relative to the condi- 
tion of the granite industry in Quincy. As 
writer of that communication, I would 
state that my critic has taken rather a 
round-about method in making his stric- 
tures. Why did he not reply at once 
through the medium in which the com- 
munication appeared? If my statements 
were incorrect it was his duty to do so, 
and not defer the matter until the publica- 
tion of a paper which is not generally read 
among granite cutters. The obvious in- 
ference is that knowing his case was bad 
he did not wish to have the question dis- 
cussed in the local paper where the truth 
could easily have been ascertained. 

The writer in the Monumental News 
claims that “business in Quincy is good 
and the prospects were never better.” But 
the only proof he brings forward in support 
of his statement is that manufactures have 
invested nearly $250,000 in a new Quarry 
railroad and that a certain dealer has pur- 
chased a new quarry. 

The advent of the quarry railroad proves 
nothing to the point at issue, When that 
undertaking was commenced, the prospects 
Were it would pay its promoters, and help 
to develop the granite industry in this sec- 
tion of the city. Doubtless in time, both 
these purposes will be accomplished, but 
this proves as little regarding the present 
condition of business—whether dull or 
otherwise—as does the further statement 
that,—‘‘ there are now working and has 
been for the past year, a greater percen- 
tage of men engaged in the granite busi- 
ness, than in any other trade in the vicini- 
ty.” If this is true—and I am not in- 
clined to dispute it—then so much the 
worse for the other trades, that is all. 

In the communication to the LEDGER 
refered to, I gave facts and figures to show 
that trade was not busy ; that there were a 
number of men out of employment, and 
had been so for some time. Moreover, on 
the very day on which the article appeared 
to which I took exception, there were 
nearly a dozen men discharged from yards 
in Quincy, and in view of this fact alone it 
looks like sarcasm to talk of trade being 
busy. The same conditions as to surplus 
labor still exist, and until such time as the 
correspondent of the Monumental News 
can give something better than vague as- 
sertions to prove otherwise, I still hold to 
the correctness of my previous statements. 

The information which this gentleman 
has gathered about myself, is in part as in- 
accurable as his information upon the con- 
dition of trade. If he is not aware that it 
is bad taste to introduce anything personal 
into a discussion of this kind, he at least 
ought to know that it is undesirable and 
cannot serve any good purpose. 

In conclusion I would state that I am 
not pessimistic in my views concerning in- 
dustria! conditions, I do not believe in al- 
ways looking at the darkest side of affairs, 
and predicting evils in the future. On the 
contrary I am hopeful that the depression 
in the granite business is well nigh at an 
end, and that better times are in store for 
all our industries. : 

At the present time however I fail to see 
that trade is busy, or even good, and I 
hold it is wrong to send out false reports 
which are sometimes the cause of men 


When a revival in trade does take place in 
Quincy, and men are in demand, to no one 
will it be more welcome than myself, and 
no one will have more satisfaction in re- 
porting the news. But the truth should 
be told at all times even if it is not so 
agreeable, or pleasant, as could be desired. 
In deference to the suggestion of a 
friend of mine, I will drop the nom-de- 
plume ‘“*Nemo” which I have used 
occasionally for some years past and sub-

TO ACT IN CONCERT. 


Foreign Nations Scek to Avoid Com- 
plications In China. 


A TOTAL LACK OF MODERN ARMS 


Prevents Thousands of Chi- 
nese Taking the Field. 


Lonpoy, Oct. 11.—Sir Edward Grey, 
parliamentary secretary to the foreign 
office, addressing a meeting at Wooley 
yesterday, said: 

“It must be the desireof every nation 
which has interests in the far East to see 
the war at an end as soon as possible. The 
longer the struggle is prolonged the more 
difficult it will be to limit tts consequences. 

“The first duty of the government is to 
protect the lives and property of British 
subjects in the far East and it is also the 
government's intention to maintain con- 
cert with the other powers in order that 
allinfluence may be exercised so as to 
avoid complications which would arise 
from any attempt to take political advan- 
ows of the situation to the injury of the 
other powers.” « 

Referring to the recent war gcare, he 
remarked: “Last weekit was stated in 
the newspapers here that there was a@ 
serious risk of our being drawn into a war 
with France. I am pleased to say that 
there was absolutely no foundation for the 
alarming reports circulated.” 

Powers Asked to Intervene. 

The Standard this morning publishes a 
leader in which it argues in favor of the 
immediate intervention of the powers, fn- 
cluding the United States, in the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war. It urges England to 
take the initiative. 

A dispatch to The Times from Tien- 
Tsin says that Mr. O'Connor, the British 
minister, arrived at Chee-Foo on board 
the British warship Alacety, and is pro- 
ceeding in haste to Pekin. 

The viceroys Yun Kwei and Hu 
Kwang haye been summoned to Pekin 
for a council. 

The Japanese cruiser which was lately 
mistaken fgr the Yoshino was probably 
the Chiyoda. 

The Japanese admiral has been making 
sham demonstrations with dummy ships 
painted white like war vessels. 

Short of Arms, 

A dispatch from Shanghai, dated today, 
says that tens of thousands of Chinese 
troops are waiting for arms. It Is sup- 
posed that the reserve stores of rifles and 
cartridges have been found not to exist. 
Many of the troops sent to the front had 
no better arms than jingals and bows and 
arrows. 

Additional contracts have been entered 
into with German firms for supplies of 
firearms of any pattern. These firms 
charge exorbitant prices for the delivery 
of thelr supplies at European ports, and 
China takes the risk of transportation to 
Shanghai or other Chinese ports. 

The British Navy's Duty. 


GLASGow, Oct. 11.—At a trades dinner 
given here last night Sir George Trevelyan 
said it wasan open secret that at a time 
grave events were passing in the far East 
the interests and safety of Great Britain, 
as well as those of other European nations 
and the United States, must be adequately 
protected. That, he added, was a duty 
which was all in the day’s work of the 
British navy. 


At Rest In Mt, Auburn, 

Boston, Oct. 11.— At noon yesterday 
loving hands bore the remains of the 
kindly ‘Autocrat,” Dr. Holmes, into 
King’s chapel, and there, in the heart of 
the city, with the busy life of Boston surg- 
ing around it, the griefs and consolations 
of the burial service were spoken over the 
dead, and prayer, no less than music, 
voiced not only the feelings of the select 
company that sorrowed within, but also 
the interest, sympathy and the aspiration 
of the great world that was mourning 
without. There was no pomp in the cere- 
mony—noteven the display of a formal 
eulogy. The interment was at Mt. Au- 
burn. 


Job Let of Coins on Hand. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The treasury 
officials are considering the question of 
exchanging at par for gold the $1,700,000 in 
Columbian half-dollars now on hand. 
These half-dollars were sold by the Colum- 
bian exposition at $1 each, and at the close 
of the fair about $1,700,000 remained un- 
disposed of and were redeemed by the gov- 
ernment at their face value.

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 11.— The trial of 
James B. Mathes for the killing of 
“Monk” Saunders at Narragansett park 
on June 7 was concluded yesterday. The 
jury went out at 5:30 last evening, and, 
failing to agree promptly, were locked up 
in the jury room forthe night.

HILL ON THE STUMP, 


He Declares That Platt Is Runnirg 
For Governor by Proxy. 


STRONGLY DENOUNCES THE A. P. f. 


And Gives His Opinions on 
the Tariff Question. 


SyRacusz, Oct. 12.—Senator Hill 
sounded the keynote of his campaign for 
governor last night in this city, and with 
his address opened a partisan battle that 
promises to be historical in the annals of 
state politics. 

The Alhambra rink was the scene of the 
opening note of warfare. The first politi- 
cal meeting that ever named Senator Hill 
for an office assembled under its roof 

The doors were opened at 7 o'clock, and 
within half an hour the hall and platform 
had been filled torepletion. There was an 
uproar as Senator Hill stepped upon the 
platform. He was the usual cool, impas 
sive statesman, and to the storm of ap 
plause made but a slight inclination of 
his head. 

When Senator Hill’s name was men 
tioned by Chairman Mowry, the senator 
stepped tothe front and faced his andi 
ence. Forsome minutes he waited while 
the audience cheered and then cheered 
again, and then he began hisremarks. He 
was listened to with great attention, but 
was frequently interrupted with most 
vociferous applause. His remarks in part 
follow: 


Senator Hill’s Address. 

I know of no more appropriate place in 
which to open the present campaign than be 
fore the unit d Democracy of Onondaga 
county. Although largely in the minority, ;02 
have never been dismtyed by local defeats, nor 
discouraged by adverse circumstances, nor in 
timidated by the boasts of our adversaries 
This county was the birthplice of that dis 
tinguished and sterling Democrat and states 
man, Horatio Seymour, from whose lips I first 
learned the lessons of true Democracy, and it 
was also the boyhood home for many years of 
the present Democratic President of the United 
States, Grover Cleveland, where, struggling 
with honest poverty, he acquired those hab 
and principles of economy which have always 
been distinguishing features of his official ad 
ministrations in state and nation. 

ltis my desire and intention to 
upon my part an honorable campai 
from unnecessary personalities and w« } 
the important public questions at issue be 
tween the two principal parties. Facts for 
arguinents are the weapons which IL invoke, 
rather than vile vituperation. In great politi 
cal contests, measures, and not men, should be 
essentially the controlling factors. 

Mr. Hifi here remarked that he had the 
most profound personal respect and noth- 
ing but the kindliest feelings for his politi- 
cal opponent, and referred to the fact that 
Mr. Morton was born in Vermont and for 
many years a resident of New Hampshire, 
where ‘“‘Republicanism is most illiberal, 
and the constitution of the state was most 
proscriptive in terms, actually prohibiting, 
as late as 1867, any person ‘not of the 
Protestant religion’ from being governor 
oramember of either house of the legis- 
lature.”

About Platt. 

Mr. Hill declared that everybody knew 
that the real Republican candidate for 
governor was not Mr. Morton, but Mr. 
Platt himself. It was the voice of Levi, 
but the hand of Thomas. The people of 
the state, especially thoughtful Republi- 
cans, he said, had not forgotten the fact 
that for every office to which Mr. Morton 
had aspired he had been pushed forward 
by Mr. Platt. Mr. Hill continued: 

I do not fail to appreciate the business quali 
fications, the excellent character and unques 
tioned political ability of Mr. Platt. I differ 
with him politically, but asa citizen and gentle 
man I have nothing to say against him, and de 
cline to be one of his traducers. He has a 
perfect right to be ambitious and to aspire to 
the governorship of this state, butId» insist 
that he should bea candidate in person and 
not by proxy. 

The senator then spoke at length on 
state issues, declaring that he did not in- 
tend to thresh old straw. He declared that 
the great question was whether the Repub 
licans, by an unjust constitutional appor- 
tionment, should obtain control of the 
whole legislature for all time to come. 
The irregularities and abuses resently ex- 

sed in New York, he said, implicated 
more Republican than Democratic police 
officials. Coming to national politics, he 
said: 

National Legislation. 

The Democratic party in 1883 took charge of 
the government under unfavorable and ad 
verse circumstances, with a slendcr majority 
in the senat-, with an unwieldy majcrity in 
the house, with timidity and radicalism to 
contend with, and itis not to be wondered at 
that the measure of revision which was finally 
passed by the Democratic majority does not in 
all respects meet the public expectations. 

Itis, however. a vast improvement over the 
McKinley law, and will clearly demonstrate 
its superiority—as time rolls on, the business 
interests of the country shall adjust them 
selves to its provisions. It may be safely as 
serted that the new law will not cripple nor 
embarrass a single industry in the land nor 
throw out of employment a single working 
man. It will not unduly stimulate over-pio 
duction on one hand or exorbitant imporia 
tions on the other. 

If the new bill errsat all, it isin the interest 
of safety of moderation. The bill properly 
strikes a blow at paternalism by abrogating 
the ruinous systems of bounties to produce rs 
of sugar provided for in the McKinley law. | 
The elimination of sugar bounties saves to the 
American people nearly $15,000,000 annually. 
If it be said that the new law in a single re- 
spect is unduly favorable to one particular 
trust, my answer is that the old law favored a | 
dozen trusts where this may favor one, 

Another Revision Not Contemplated. 

Every man, despite the Republican state 
ments to the ccBtrary, should understand 
that another general or extensive tariff re- 
vision is not contemplated by the Democrats 
now in the future. This determination does 
not preclude the desirability of redeeming by 
the passage of such bills whatever pledges we 
have made in our platform or ofbarwise for 


b 


free raw materiais,or the readjustment or 
any objectionable sugar schedule. Beyond 
this, it is not wise to go much further at this 
time, unless the unforeseen necessity of the 
treasury warrants or imperatively demands it. 

The depression or disturbance in business 
which necessarily accompanies any general 
tariff revision was, of course, to be regretted, 
but no matter which political party won in 
1392 there would have been tariff revision, 

ecessarily and inevitably so, because the Mc- 

inley law had broken down, had collapsed 
end had proved utterly inadequate to meet 
the necessities of the government and to 
furnish its required revenue. 

When a Democratic administration after 
four years’ time retired in March, 1889, it left 
to its Republican successor an ample surpius 
and a reasonably prosperous country. But 
when that Democratic administration returned 
to power again in 1893, it found that the ship 
of state had almost been stranded and scuttled 
through Republican misrule. 

Good Times Now Due, 


With the Sherman law and the McKinley 
law repealed, the co suntry is now entering upon 
better times. Money is easier, trade is reviv- 
ing, manufacturies are resuming operations, 
new enterprises are starting up, and every- 
where there is a feeling of security, of confi- 
dence and of prosperity. Our workingmen are 
rapidly finding employment and the great 
army of the unemployed will soon disappear. 

What the country needs now is industrial 
peace. Any attempt to repeal the existing 
law and to substitute the McKinley law in its 
place will disturb the business interests of the 
country and will restore the recent hard times, 
and should be frowned down by every busi- 
ness man in the country. Besides it would be 
an ill-advised and idle effort.

Captain and Crew Lost. 

OsweEco, N. Y., Oct. 12.—About 5o'’clock 
last evening a vessel, supposed to be the 
Hartford, went on the rocks near Wood- 
ville, 85 miles east of Oswego. The place 
where the vessel struck, over a mile from 
the shore, is considered one of the most 
dangerous spots along the lake. Captain 
O'Toole, the owner, and six men were on 
board. The big sea commenced to break 
up the vessel, and it is reported the cap- 
tain and the entire crew were drowned. 
No bodies have been recovered. 


Connecticut’s Comptroller Sued, 

NEw HAVEN, Oct. 12.—State Comptroller 
Staub has been sued by Epenetus Erwin 
to recover #2000. In 1871 Staub was ap- 
pointed conservator of Erwin and took 
possession of $5000 worth of his property. 
In April Staub was removed as conserva- 
tor of Erwin, and turned over to him, it is 
alleged, but about $2500. Erwin sues for 
the balance of his money. 


Schofield’s Recommendations, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Major General

others badly torn, lost davits and boat, 
forward end of afterhouse broken, cabip 
flooded and otherwise damaged. 


Light of the East Wrecked. 
DENNISPORT, Mass., Oct. 12.—During 
the dreadful storm which prevailed along 
the coast Wednesday, schooner Light of 
the East was lost on Kilpond bar, and the 
erew narrowly escaped a watery grave. 


Princess Is Also Sick, 

BERLIN, Oct. 12.—In addition to the 
sudden indisposition of Prince Bismarck, 
which called Dr. Schweninger to Varzein, 
the condition of Princess Bismarck has be- 
come such as to cause uneasiness. 


Fishing Smacks Missing. 
PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 12. -Fifteen fish- 
ing smacks belonging to this port, were 
on the gulf during the storm. Nothing 
has been heard of them and much anxiety 
is felt.

ADVANCE RETARDED. 


Japanese Find They Have Roads to 
Travel In China. 


NEXT FIGHT WILL BE A HOT ONE. 


Russian and German Com- 
ments on the Situation. 


LonDON, Oct. 12.—A correspondent with 
the Japanese forces at Wi-Ju telegraphs 
under date of Oct. 10 as follows: The 
difficulty experienced in transporting our 
guns and commissariat overland has 
greatly retarded our advance. The main 
portion of the advanced column reached 
Yong-Chon on Oct. 4 No sign of the 
enemy was @een. On the 8th it was re- 
ported that asmall Chinese force, under 
2000 men, were still occupying Wi-Ju. 
The Chinese offered slight resistance and 
then fled in disorder across the Yalu 
river. The Chinese loss in killed and 
wounded was under 100. We occupied 
W1-Ju on the same day. 

Reconnaissances show that the Chinese 
are in force in the northern bank of the 
Yalu. We have already located eight 
batteries with gunsin each. The enemy 
are rapidly building new earthworks and 
batteries. Their force appears to be strong. 
The next fight will be serious. 

Field Marshal Count Yamagata, com- 
manding the Japanese forces, still main- 
tains his base at Ping-Yang, being con- 
venient for his supplies. It is calculated 
that we will possess Moukden by the first 
week in November. 

The government of Wi-Ju has been in- 
trusted to a Japanese officer. A field tele- 
graph has been completed and a regular 
courier service to the rear was opened to- 
day. 

Chinese Ship Captured. 

A dispatch from Tokio says that Japanese 
cruisers captured the Chinese ship Tenky- 
omaru, with acrew of Chinese and Eu- 
ropeans. She was dispatched to Nagaski, 
and China was officially notified of her 
surrender. 

A state of siege has been declared at 
Hiroshima, under article 14 of the 
Japanese constitution, to prevent dis- 
closure of Japanese movements té the ad- 
vantage of the enemy. 

Eight leading Corean noblemen will 
leave Seoul on Saturday to seek an inter- 
view with the Japanese emperor at Hiro- 
shima. It is understood that they will 
petition the emperor to maintain the Jap- 
anese protection of Corea. 


Russia's Threat. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 12.—The Novisti 
contends that if the Japanese are vic- 
torious, they will firmly establish them- 
selves in Corea, proving a constant men- 
ace to Russia, while the Chinese will 
threaten her from Manchuria. 

Russia, The Novisti further says, will be 
compelled to make continued sacrifices to 
maintain the Siberian frontier, a task 
possibly beyond her power, while her Pa- 
cific squadron will be hampered by the 
Japanese fleet. 

As the only means of averting this, Rus- 
sia must intervene, send troops to Corea 
and Manchuria, annex both, extend the 
Siberian railway to Seoul, attain a firm 
footing on the Pacific and conclude her 
mission of civilizing the semi-civilized 
countries of Asia. The Novosti urges 
Russia to follow the example of Great 
Britain, which, it declares, knows how to 
safeguard her interests when they are 
threatened. 


Opinions of German Newspapers. 

BERLIN, Oct. 12.—The Cologne Gazette, 
in an article regarding the agreement of 
the powers concerning China and Japan, 
says that Germany does not belong to 
those powers which think of staying 
Japan’s arm. 

The paper adds that it is reported on re- 
liable authority that Russia does not de- 
sire to put a stop to the present hostilities. 
By Russia's attitude, France will be 
guided. 

The United States have from the outset 
made no disguise of their friendly attitude 
toward Japan. Austria has given evi- 
dence of her attitude by intrusting the de- 
fense of her interests to Germany. In 
conclusion, The Gazette says: It will be 
time enough for the powers to insure 
their interests when Japan shall have 
dictated terms of peace in Pekin. 

The North German Gazette says that the 
duty Germany has to perform in the pres- 
ent crisis in the East is not only to safe- 
guard the interests of traders, but to take 
measures for the safety of her missionaries, 
who are threatened. In particular, she is 
to consider the case of the Protestant 
missions in southern China and the Cath- 
olic mission in the province of Shan-Tung.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Corean lega- 
tion yesterday received aletter from Seoul. 
The Corean home authorities appear to be 
desirious of maintaining a strictly neutral 
attitude. 

Steamer Bottom Up. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 12.—The flat-bottomed 
steamer Majella lies bottom up on the 
coast between Matunuck beach and Point 
Judith. She foundered in the terrible 
gale, and the six men composing her crew 
were drowned. 


Canoe Upset. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Oct. 12. — Martin 
Stienfield was drowned early this morn- 
inginthe Merrimac river by the over- 
turning of acanoe. Three men who were 
in the canoe with him narrowly escaped 
drowning. wey 

Old Landmark Gone. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 12.—The his- 
toric five-mile-house on the Boston road, 
built before the revolutionary war, was 
totally destroyed by fire last night caused 
‘%y an overheated chimney. The loss is 
$4000.

The Methodist of Atlantic Happy 


Over Completion of 


THE NEW HOUSE OF WORSHIP. 


Exercises Held Yesterday Afternoon and 
Evening—A Description. 


The new Methodist Episcopal church of 
Atlantic for which the members of that de- 
nomination have labored so hard, is com- 
pleted and was formally dedicated to the 
purpose for which it was built, on Thurs- 
day, with imposing ceremonies. 

The exercises commenced at 2 30 in the 
afternoon, and at that hour a large num- 
ber of the members of the church and 
friends gathered within its walls. 

The only interior decoration for the oc- 
casion were autumn leaves, which were 
draped about the arches over the pulpit and 
choir platforms, 

The exercises in the afternoon were very 
interesting, especially the historical review 
by Mr. John Ramsdell, who sketched the 
church history of Atlantic step by step 
from about 1834 up to the present time, 
showing what the Methodist Episcopal 
cburch in particular had done, Another 
pleasing part of the exercises was the 
beautiful solo sung by Miss Mabel Burr.

At the conclusion of the afternoon exer- 
cises a lunch was served those visitors who 
desired to remain to the evening service. 

At7 o'clock the people again assembled 
in the church, when there was a ‘‘ Love 
feast’’ led by Rev. William Fall.

The new church is situated at the junc- 
tion of Squantum street, Newbury ave- 
nue and Hunt street, and is a very pretty 
structure. The corner stone was laid 
April 10th, and since that time work has 
gone rapidly forward to completion and 
the grounds in front are neatly graded. 

The structure is 48 feet square and the 
lower part is of Quincy granite. 

Steps in front lead to a partially inclosed 
platform and on the left front rises a tow- 
er. From the platform there are two en- 
trances leading into the vestibule which 
extends across the entire front. 

From the vestibule a stairway leads to 
the vestry and two doors lead to the audi- 
torium which has a very attractive and 
home-like appearance. 

The auditorium is fitted with oak pews 
arranged in a circular form with a seating 
capacity of 250, and on either side are 
large ornamental windows of delicately 
tinted glass, At the extreme end is a plat- 
form for the pastor, on the left of which 
is a similar platform for the choir, both of 
which are inclosed in ornamental arches, 


At night the room is lighted by eight elec- 
tric light chandeliers. 


From the pastor’s platform there is 
another stairway leading to the vestry, 
which also has an entrance from Hunt, 
street. 

The vestry is very conveniently arranged, 
and has a seating capacity of 150. Opening 
from the vestry there are a ladies’ parlor 
Epworth League room, pastor's study, two 
class rooms, kitchen, etc, 

The cost of the building was about 
$3,760.

THE NEW VOTERS. 


A List of the Names Added Since Pab- 
lication of Lists. 

Since the preliminary lists of voters were 
issued a few days ago, the Board of Regis- 
trars have added 64, making the grand 
total now 3,498. There were added previ- 
ous to posting, by registration and trans- 
fers, 137, so that there are over 200 new 
voters to be looked up.

HAVOC AT CEDAK KEYS. 


Business Streets Blocked With Memem- 
toes of the Late Storm. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 12.—Commu- 
nication has been re-established with all 
points on the west coast visited by the 
storm, and dispatches to The Times Union 
tell woful tales of the destruction caused 
by the wind and water. The storm first 
struck Cedar Keys, from which place the 
following dispatch has been received: 

Cedar Keys has just experienced the 
most disastrous storm which has visited 
here for 25 years. The main business 
streets are piled from one end to the other 
with debris, consisting of wreckage from 
boats, wharves, fishhouses and logs of 
every description. 

The loss of property is very heavy. The 
Town Improvement company is a heavy 
loser, as a number of business and dwell- 
ing houses were swept away. The city 
hall has the roof blown off and one entire 
side knocked out by logs. The city jall 
cannot be found. The five bridges to the 
shell road leading to the mainland are 
washed away. 

A great many small boats were wrecked 
and fish camps demolished. One sloop 
came in with flye men who had clung toa 
single palmetto tree since Monday night. 
Another came in with three men who 
were wrecked Monday night and had been 
on a shell bank ever since without food or 
water. It is reported that five sponge 
vessels went ashore during the storm and 
were driven several miles into the woods. 


Undertakers Used Arsenic. 

WINTHROP, Me., Oct. 12.—C. W. Dil- 
lingham, undertaker, and N. D. Ham- 
blem, his assistant, have made sworn 
statements that they embalmed the body 
of Elisha Case two hours after death, pour- 
ing the fluid through the mouth to the 
stomach; also that they are informed by the 
maker that the fluid contained arsenic. The 
remains of Case, who died suddenly, had 
been exhumed, and an analysis showed 
that the only poison in the stomach and 
kidneys was arsenic.

NEw Lonpon, Conn., Oct. 12.—The fact 
that no money or watch was found upon 
the body of Captain Charles Aitken of the 
pilot boat Ambrose Snow, found in the 
river here, is regarded as suspicious. He 
had a watch while he was employed on 
the Snow. 


An Expert Shot. 

CuIcAGo, Oct. 12.—The highest seore ever 
made by an army cavalryman was made 
in the United States army shoot yesterday 
by Sergeant Kersten. He made 47 @»ints 
out of a possible 50 at 500 yards range, 
using the regular army carbine. 

To Be Looked Into, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Immediate in- 
vestigation will be made by the civil 
service commission of the charges of the 
Philadelphia Press that assessments were 
being levied “right and left’? on Phila 
delphia mint employes. 


An Unfortunate Vessel. 
PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Oct. 12. — The 
schooner William Butman, with a cargo 
of lumber, which has been on fire here for 
some time, broke out anew during the 
cyclone of Wednesday, but the fire was got 
under control. 


Suspected of Incesdiarism., 
MASSILLON, O., Oct. 12.—The entire 
Reimer family at Dalton has been arrested 
charged with conspiracy to burn the town. 
Dalton was recently nearly wiped out of 
existence by fire supposed to be of incen- 
diary origin.

Objections to nominations must be made

October 15—5 p. m. last day for filing at 
the office of secretary or state nomination 
papers for candidates to be voted for at 
large throughout the state. 

October 16—Last day for petitioning for 
the appointment of supervisors of elections. 

October 17—10 P. u., Jast day for get- 
ting registered in all cities, and upon this 
day every registry of voters in cities must 
be kept open from 12 o’cleck noon until 10 
o'clock P.M. In the city of Boston the 
registrars of voters must hold at their 
principal office a continuous session from 
9 o’clock A. M. until 10 o’clock P. M. 

October 18—Last day for holding cau- 
cuses and conventions for nominating 
candidates for other state officers. 

October 18—5 p. M., last day for filing at 
the office of secretary of state certificates of 
nomination for other state officers. 

October 19—5 Pp. m., last day for filing at 
the office of secretary of state nomination 
papers of candidates for such other state 
officers.

THE CZAR’S SICKNESS 


Has Reached a Stage Which Makes 
Recovery Doubtful. 


THE FUTURE WELFARE OF RUSSIA 


And Worriment Over His Sons 
Greatly Distress Him. 


BERLIN, Oct. 12.—A member of the Rus- 
sian embassy in this city is authority for 
the statement that the reason Professor 
Leyden was for the second time called to 
attend the czar was because the distin- 
guished sufferer has suffered a relapse. 
This is shown in his greatly increased dif- 
ficulty in breathing and in repeated 
periods of unconsciousness. Within the 
last week the czar’s nervousness has 
grown worse so rapidly as to make him ir- 
ritable, greatly lessening his chances of 
recovery. 

The informant added that although the 
ezar fully expects to die soon, he is eager 
for his removal to Corfu, the latter step 
becoming imperative if the only chance to 
save his life is utilized. 

Professor Leyden will reach Livadia to- 
morrow night and will accompany the 
czar to Corfu, where he will remain until 
the crisis is over, having received six 
months’ leave of absence from the Prussian 
government. 

The distinguished German specialist per- 
sists in his rather favorable diagnosis of 
the czar’s case and fully believes that if it 
is left entirely in his hands he will be able 
to effect a cure. Professor Leyden has 
taken to Lividia a liberal supply of drugs, 
his operating tools and a new remedy, sup- 
posed to be a specific against the disease, 
andin which Professor Koch and Pro- 
fessor Leyden both haye much hope. 

Professor Leyden In Full Charge. 

The officials of the Russian embassy 
have no doubt that the czar has the best 
chance obtainable in Professor Leyden’s 
hands, because he has placed himself un- 
reservedly under the orders of the German 
physician, and has as a preliminary dis- 
missed Professor Zacharin, his greatest 
danger, unless: from the disease itself. 
But half a chance is now given nature and 
the doctor. 

The reason for the czar’s incessant 
worrying was first about the plainly ap- 
proaching death of his son George, and 
secondly, the conduct of the czarewitch, 
who stubbornly refuses to marry Princess 
Alix. The reason assigned for this refusal 
is the great love of the czarewitch for his 
mistress, a most beautiful Jewess, who 
seems to have a great hold upon him, that 
for the sake of keeping her he has offered 
to renounce his rights of succession to the 
throne. 

But theezar will not permit this, not 
approving of it for family reasons. At 
the same time, the czar fears for the wel- 
fare of Russia, and perhaps for the peace 
of Europe, if a regency is necessary, 

These worries, Professor Leyden  as- 
serts, constitute the greatest feature of 
the czar’s case. 

To Work or Not to Work? 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 12.—District 
meetings have been ordered to give weay- 
ers an opportunity to discuss the man- 
ufacturers’ announcement of resumption 
Mond«y at a 10 percent reduction for all 
except spinners.

WHEELS ARE TURNING. 


Nearly All the Mills In New Bedford 
Are In Active Operation. 


New BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 12.—The 
mills in this city are running as if noth- 
ing in the way of strike had occurred, with 
the exception of the Acushnet and Hath- 
away mills. At these mills most of the 
weavers have refused to return to work. 
At noon only 75 weavers were working in 
the four mills belonging to these corpora- 
tions. As many of the operatives in gar 
other mills have left the city, @ number 0 
the Acushnet and Hathaway weavers have 
been able to get employment el_ewhere. 

At the North End the mills are all run- 
ning, with the exception of No. 7 Wam- 
sutta, where the looms were not ready for 
the weavers. Since the settlement of the 
strike, there has been & great deal of 
inquiry as to whether the mills which had 
started at old rates since the strike would 
now make a 5 per cent reduction, the same 
as the other mills. Sofar as the corpora 
tions controlled by William D. Howland 
are concerned, this matter was settled yes- 
terday by Mr. Howland’s announcing 
that there would be no reduction at pres- 
ent. 


CHARGED WITH LARCENY. 


Gotham Lawyer Said to Have Willfually 
Cheated a Client. 

New YorE, Oct. 12.—E. T. Goldberg, a 
young lawyer, was held in the Tombs 
court in $3000 bonds for examination on a 
charge of larceny preferred by Thomas C. 
Clark. Clark complains that on July 26 
last he applied to Goldberg for a loan of 
$50,000 on 35,000 acres of unimproved land 
in Tennessee, which he desired to improve 
with the money so obtained; that Gold- 
berg guaranteed to secure the fuitds and 
that complainant turned over to hima 
deed, abstract and other proofs of title to 
the property. Clark alleges that Goldberg 
now refuses to effect the loan and wrong- 
fully declines to restore the title, deed and 
abstract. The complainant avers that the 
defendant now claims the Tennessee prop- 
erty as his own and has transferred it to 
his sister-in-law, Cecelia Moses. Goldberg 
denies these aecusations. 


Ruin at Appalachicola. 

APPALACHICOLA, Fla., Oct. 12.—Havoc. 
and destruction were played by the storm 
here. Water, Commerce and Markets 
streets are amass of logs, boats, lumber 
and dead fish. So far two lives are re- 
ported lost. All the docks were totally 
destroyed, houses were unroofed and 
fences scattered everywhere.

SHOE FACTORIES ARE PUSHED. 


Woolen Mills Filling Orders 
For Fall Goods. 


New York, Oct.18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Business 
is still waiting for the development of re- 
tail trade. There is a little better de- 
mand in some industries, but not so good 
in others. 

The government crop reports are not 
greatly trusted, and yet have an influence, 
and actually exaggerate the tendency 
toward lower prices, because they are sup- 
posed te put all the crops too low. 

Men calmly reckon thatif the govern- 
ment report indicates over 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat, the crop must be over 


} 500,000,000 bushels, and though western re- 


ceipts for the week have been only 4,469,- 
075 bushels, against 6,335,302 last year, and 
Atlantic egports only 647,244 bushels, 
against 900,564 last year, the price is 
slightly lower. 

Corn has been stronger, for receipts are 
hardly one-fourth and exports barely one- 
eighth of last year’s, and men question 
whether the actual yield, if above the gov- 
ernment estimate, may not prove lower 
than has been supposed. 

Cottons and Woolens, 

The cotton returns are more confusing, 
but all point toayield so far above that 
indicated by the government that its state- 
ment has been followed by a further de 


| cline for the week of { cent. The receipts 


thus far hardly encourage extremely large 
estimates, and yet it is to be considered 
that the crop was later than usual, Re- 


while extreme low prices for cotton and 
wheat are checking retail purchases in the 
west and south, there is rovertheless a 
gradual gain. 

The demand for cotton goods has ma- 
terially slackened and prices have become 
irregular, although resumption of work at 
Fall River and New Bedford, with only 5 
per cent lower wages, indicates confidence 
in the future. 

The woolen mills still have numerous 
belated orders for fall goSds, but the de- 
mand for spring does not increase, though 
in nearly all the lower-priced products 
domestic markets appear Able to com- 
mand most of the business that ex- 


|} ists. Sales of wool have been 4,877,949 


pounds, against 2,500,452 last year, and 


| 7,090,600 in 1892. 


Other Manufactures. 

The iron industry records larger produc- 
tion in September than in any other 
month this year, but as prices are gradu- 
ally weakening because of insufficient de- 
mand for finished products, some works 
are preparing to close or shorten time, 

The season for boots and shoes has been 
unusually good in number of cases 
shipped, but in value the decrease must be 
large, because of the general preference 


| for low-priced goods. It is stated that 80 


per cent of spring orders are for shoes sell- 
ing for #1 or lower, and heavy shoes have 
largely taken the place of boots. Most 
shops have orders for some time to come, 
and demands for immediate delivery are 
still numerous.

Postefiice Appointments Made Secure Ex- 
eept For Bad Conduct, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Acting Post- 
master General Jones has issued instruc- 
tions to all postmasters at free delivery 
offices directing that hereafter sub-letter 
carriers mast be nominated from the eli- 
gible list. Vacancies in the carrier force 
must be filled, where practicable, by the 
promotion of the senior substitutes. All 
removals and new employments of clerks 
and carriers inust be reported to the first 
assistant postmaster general as soon as 
made. 

No carrier is to be removed except for 
eause and upon written charges filed with 
the postoffice department and full oppor- 
tunity for defense. No resignation asked 
for by a postmaster wilk be accepted by the 
department. Postmasters must submit to 
the department all questions relating to 
appointments, removals and reinstate- 
ment of letter carriers for settlement by 
correspondence between the department 
and the civil service commission. 

The object in issuing these new regula 
tions, which practically deprive post- 
masters of the appointing power over 
their subordinates, is officially defined to 
be the avoiding of unjust removals of 
clerks and carriers in the classifled serv- 
ice, and to avoid embarrassment and an- 
noyance to the department and post- 
masters with reference thereto. Also to 
obviate the delay, annoyance and mis- 
understanding that have been caused in 
the past by postmasters conducting with 
the civil service commission correspond- 
ence which should originate alone with 
the head of the postoffice department. 

It isdenied that there is any political 
significance in the regulation.

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BIG BATCH OF SUITS 


Will Result From the Abrogation of 
the Brazilian Treaty. 


CONGRESS EXCEEDED ITS RIGHTS 


According to the Opinion of 
Interested Exporters. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The abrogation 
ef the reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Brazil is to have a sequel 
in the filing of claims and beginning of 
suits against this government for the 
total amount of duties collected on Brazil- 
lan goods covered by the reciprocity treaty 
from Aug. 27 last, the date the new tariff 
law went into effect, up to Jan. 1 next. 
In the aggregate these duties will reach 
#700,000, and may reach into the millions. 
The total cannot be estimated, even ap- 
proximately, as yet. 

The claims will not be made by Brazil 
as a government, but by individual ii- 
porters of Brazilian goods. The first step 
toward making the claims will be by filing 
protests with the treasury department 
against the exaction of duties. 

The claims will involve atest right of 
congress to pass a law which violates what 
it will be asserted is a 

Contract Provision of a Treaty. 

In the exchange of official notes leading 

up to the treaty, Minister Mendonca of 


| Brazil wrote to Secretary Blaine that 


the treaty would be proclaimed “‘with the 
understanding that the commercial ar- 
rangement thus put in operation shall re- 
main in force so long as neither govern- 
ment shall definitely, at least, three 
months in advance, inform the other of its 
intention and decision to consider it at an 
end at the expiration of the time indicated; 


| provided, however, that the termination 


of the commercial arrangements shall be- 
gin to take effect either on Jan. 1 or July 
4.9? 

Notwithstanding this provision, the 
new tariff law abrogates all reciprocity 
treaties, except that with Hawaii, 

Without Notice. 

Efforts were made to have a provision in- 
serted Which would allow the three 
months’ notice to Brazilin accordance 
with the treaty. Chairman Wilson, it is 
said, would have secured the insertion of 
this provision had not the tariff bill be- 
come so involved in conference that no 
changes could be made. 

As the three months’ notice provided by 
the original arrangement was ignored, it 
is contended that the Brazilian {importers 
have a right to enjoy the rates given by 
the treaty up to Jan. 1 next, and that the 
duties collected in the meantime are ille- 
gal. For tnat reason protests will be 
made on the payment of duties and claims 
subsequently presented to the courts. 

No Reciprocity With British Guiana, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The treasury de- 
partment is officially advised that British 
Guiana has passed a new tariff law, by 
which the reciprocity treaty between that 
country and the United States is ab- 
rogated. 

Will Test Liability of Stockholders. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—Henry K. Hayden, re- 
ceiver of the Capital National bank of 
Lincoln, Neb., ‘has brought suit against 
George W. Chapman, Benjamin Lombard 
and others of this city to recover dividends 
paid upon their stock. The trial is ex- 
pected to establish a precedent regarding 
the liability of holders of bank stocks. 
The grounds of the suit are that the bank 
was actually insolvent during the 10 years 
that dividends were declared. 


Jekyll and Hyde? 

CHICAGO, Oct. 183.—Vice President How- 
ard of the American Railway union, 
Debs’ prime minister in the great railway 
strike, has shocked labor circles. Howard 
was the victim of a pickpocket yesterday, 
and reported to the police that a score of 
annual and trip passes and other railway 
transportation over many prominent roads 
had been stolen.

ENGINE STRUCK THEM 


Woman and Two Children Killed on a 
Grade Crossing. 


HAD NO THOUGHT OF DANGER. 


Bodies Carried a Long Distance 
on the Pilot. 


BUFFALO, Oct. 15.—Dorothy, aged 11, 
and Emily, aged 5, daughters of John N. 
Scatcherd, and Miss Emily B. S. Woods, 
aged 30, sister-in-law of Mr. Scatcherd, 
were struck and killed by a freight engine 
on the New York Central belt line at the 
Parkside crossing yesterday afternoon. 

Early in the afternoon Miss Woods, 
who lived with Mr. Scatcherd’s family, 
had one of Mr. Scatcherd’s spirited horses 
hitched up and took the two little girls 
out to call onafriend, Mrs. Ball. The 
party reached their destination in safety 
and spentan hour with the Ball family. 
When they started to return, the wind had 
grown very cold and curtains were placed 
on the buggy. 

They drove down Depew avenue to Park- 
side avenue, and then madeashort turn 
to cross the belt line. The wind was 
blowing a gale from the northwest, and a 
heavy freight train was coming from the 
east. The train was drawn by a big 
mogulengine. It is probable that Miss 
Woods did not hear the train, and it is 
certain that she could not see it, because of 
the side on the buggy. 

Just as the buggy was on the track the 
great engine struck it. The horse was in- 
stantly killed and tossed to one side. The 
box of the buggy stood the shock and re- 
mained on the pilot. Before the engineer 


could stop the engine the train had 
reached Colvin street, which is about a 
quarter of a mile from Parkside. The 


buggy box remained on the pilot during 
all the distance. When the train was 
finally stopped the woman and the two 
little girls were found in the bottom of 
the box in 

A Sickening, Bloody Pile. 

The engineer summoned help and the 
buggy box was lifted from the pilot. 
Dorothy, the 1ll-year-old girl, was dead. 
She was on the side nearest the engine and 
received the full force of the blow. Miss 
Woods and little Emily were unconscious. 
Doctors were summone? from all direc- 
tions. It was found that all three had 
been hit on the left side of the head and 
that all three had their skulls fractured. 

Little Emily died in about two hours 
after removal tothe Glenny house. Miss 
Woods was taken to the general hospital. 
She died shortly afterward. 

The crossing is a dangerous one. There 
isnoflagman there. This portion of the 
city is newly built up, and there are not 
many houses in the vicinity. The en- 
gineer claims that he blew his whistle and 
rang his bell and reversed his engine, but 
was unable to stop until he reached Colvin 
strect. This story is corroborated by a 
boy who saw the accident. 

Mr. Scatcherd, who was at the Country 
club, not far from the scene of the acci- 
dent at the time it occurred, is prostrated. 
Mrs. Scatcherd is visiting in Simcoe, 
Ont., and has not been notifled of her be- 
reavement. There are two other children, 
& boy and a girl.

The re- 
turns from the country are incomplete, 
but the figures received show that neither 
party will obtain a decisive majority in 
the new storthing. 


Honors For Church Dignitaries. 

RoE, Oct. 15.—At the next papal con- 
sistory, which will be held before Christ- 
mas, several cardinals will be appointed. 
Among those who will receive the red hat 
are Mgr. Jacobini, archbishop of Tyr and 
papal nuncio to Portugal; Mgr. Critoni, 
nuncio to Spain, and Mgr. Fausti, the 
papal auditor.

Miss Mosentheim Defeated Mis Ashley 
on the Mississippi. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 15.—Before a throng 
which packed the levees on the other side 
of the river, and the great Eads bridge, 
Miss Rose Mosentheim, yesterday after- 
noon, finished easily first in the mile and 
a half sculling match for the female 
championship of America, defeating Miss 
Tillie Ashley of Hartford, who, seeing the 
race lost, stopped rowing before the con- 
test was half over. The time was 12m. 
283s.

The air was crisp and cool, with arather 

raw breeze blowing, which, however, had 

little effect upon the water. The course, 


which was down stream, lay between the 


great bridges. It was kept clear by patrol 
boats. Little time was lost in prelimi- 
naries, and at 4:85 the girls got away to a 
good start, each pullingan easy stroke 
for the first sixteenth of a mile. 

The pulling was then strengthened a 
bit, and for the first quarter mile there was 
little to be seen between the bows of the 
two shells. At this point the St. Louis 
girl quickened her stroke, pulled into the 
lead and was never thereafter in danger. 
Just below the first half-mile the Hartford 
girl gave the race up and stopped, amid the 
yelling of men, firing of guns and screech- 
ing of locomotives from the tracks along 
the river front. Immediately after the 
close of the race the contestants were 
picked up by their tugs and taken to the 
clubhouse. 


Drink and Death, 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Oct. 15. — John 
Swanson, aged 27, was burned to death at 
West Cromwell, about 11 p. m. Saturday. 
Swanson and about a dozen other Swedes 
boarded with Mrs. Beanbran. Saturday 
night the men went to the boarding house 
considerably intoxicated. About 10:30 
o’clock Swanson took a lamp and went to 
his room and 15 minutes later the rest re- 
tired. Two men who roomed next to 
Swanson kicked over a kerosene lamp in 
their fooling. The flames spread rapidly 
and all the household was aroused but 
Swanson. No one had time to dress, as 
the house burned like tinder. A ladder 
was raised to Swanson’s window, but the 
room was ablaze. Swanson was seen lying 
on the bed, apparently asleep, and was 
probably already dead from suffocation. 
The rescuers abandoned the attempt to 
save him. 

Led a Double Life, 

Boston, Oct. 15.—The Herald is author- 
ity for the statement that William Bar- 
rett, the alleged burglar held for the mur- 
der of Constable Farrar of Lincoln, is now 
known to be William Bassett, who for 15 
years led a double lifein Boston and New 
York under the very eyes of the police. 
He claimed to be a horse jockey. He 
looked, acted and talked like a gentleman. 
His wife isa redlned little woman. who, 
up to a few weeks ago. had no suspicion of 
the real character of her husband; and 
their boy, a bright lad of 11, is even now 
unaware of the revelations against his 
father. ‘They supposed he was in the 
horse business in Boston. His little fam- 
ily in New York were maintained 1n grand 
style, the rent of the flat alone being $100 
a month, while the man himself lived roy- 
ally in this city. 

Child Was Spared. 

BROCKTON, Mass., Oct. 15.—The house 
of E. O. Wilbur was struck by lightning 
during a heavy thunder storm. The 
chimney was badly smashed, brick from it 
being thrown all about the yard. The 
plastering was knocked from the walls of 
an upper chamber, in which a 2-year-old 
girl was asleep inacrib. The lightning 
came through the wall, just above the 
child, making a large hole, but the occu- 
pant of the crib was not harmed. 

Tempest Im New Bedford, 

New BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 15.—This 
city was visited by a tempest. During the 
storm a lightning bolt struck William P. 
Wilson’s house on County street. One- 
half of a big chimney was knocked off and 
the bolt eptered one room, where it did 
some damage. A barn onthe George A. 
Potter farm on the Hathaway road was 
also struck by lightning. The building, 
stock of hay, farming utensils, four cows 
and two horses were burned. 


Skeletons Were Those of Smallpox Victims. 

HINGHAM, Mass., Oct. 15.—The mystery 
in regard to finding the seven skeletons in 
the vicinity of the Sou.h Shore quarries 
has been solved. George Lincoln, the 
town’s historian, claims that more than 
100 years ago there was a smallpox scourge 
in the section where the skeletons were 
found. The pesthouse was then about 
half a mile from where the skeletons were 
found. 


May Cost a Life. 

MALDEN, Mass., Oct. 15. — Three car- 
riages were in collision at the corner of 
Francis and Washington streets about 6 
o'clock last evening. William Reed and 
his wife were thrown tothe ground. Mr. 
Reed was badly injured. It is thought 
that Mrs. Reed’s skull is fractured, and 
she may not recover. The men in the 
other carriage escaped with slight injuries. 


Hanged by a Mob. 

BEATTYSVILLE, Ky., Oct. 15.— Oscar 
Morton was taken from jail here and 
hanged by a mob of 100 men. He had been 
placed in jail for shooting and killing 
William Simms, sheriff of this county, 
who had attempted to arrest him for cre- 
geting a disturbance at the county fair.

Wilson three months ago

BELOVED AUTOCRAT. 


Ministers of the Gospel Pay Tribute to 
His Life and Work. 


A “HOLMES SUNDAY” AT BOSTON. 


Pzeons of Praise From New 
York Pulpits, 


Boston, Oct. 15.—It was Holmes me- 
morial Sunday yesterday in religious 
circles, and his poems were discussed and 
his songs sung in many churches, At the 
Bowdoin square tabernacle Rey. Walter 
Calley’s special theme was the life and 
work of Dr. Holmes. The preacher said 
that the man who died one week ago was 
one of the most remarkable men of the 
century, and that his life work benefited 
the whole world. America not alone 
mourned him, but his death made a gap 
in the ranks of the foremost men of his 
time. Rev. M. J. Savage of the Church of 
the Unity preached on the “Religion of 
Dr. Holmes’ Poems.” Dr, Donald, rector 
of Trinity, paid an eloquent tribute to Dr. 
Holmes. Dr. Gordon of the new Old 
South church, Rey. L. B. McDonald of 
the New South church, also spoke on his 
life and work. Several of Dr, Holmes’ 
hymns were sung by the choirs of the 
Bowdoin square tabernacle and Tremont 
temple. 


AN OCTOBER 


SUNSET. 


Dr. Macerthur’s Glowing Eulogium of the 
Autoc-at of the Breakfast Table. 

NEw York, Oct. 15.—A sermon on the 
life and character of Olver Wendell 
Holmes was preached last night by the 
Rey. Dr. Macarthur at the Calvary Bap- 
tist church. Hesaid in part: “Never 
was there a more beautiful death than that 
of Oliver Wendel Holmes. He passed 
from earth to heaven as beautifully as the 
sunset onan October day. Never was 
there a writer in America or Great Brit- 
ain more honored or beloved. 

“Sidney Smith sneeringly asked: ‘Who 
reads an American book?’ While he was 
asking this question half a dozen Amertl- 
cans were preparing to write books which 
all the world should know. 

“Among those men were Hawthorne, 
Longfellow, Emerson, Lowell and Whit- 
tier. Holmes was the center of this bril- 
liant galaxy. There was no writer in the 
group who reached so lofty a position as 
Tennyson and Browning, but the average 
attained by American writers during the 
period is higher than that reached by 
British writers of the same time. 

“One's heart grows sad as he thinks that 
the last of this group has gone. There 
was never before such an American school 
and in the nature of the case there can 
never be such another American school. 
Not until we have some great political up- 
heaval or nature’s cataclysm shall we 
again produce such a school of poets.” 


Dr. Colyer’s Tribute, 

New YorK, Oct. 15.—The late auto- 
crat of the breakfast table’ was the sub- 
ject of yesterday's address of Rev. D. Col- 
yer, pastor of the Church of the Messiah. 
“I feel some touch of anger,” said he, “be- 
cause of the newspaper references to Dr. 
Holmes, in which he was described as a 
man of limitations. Such remarks, touch- 
ing so grand a man, are mistakes. Of all 
men I have known I think he is the last 
of whom we could say: ‘He wasn’t this 
and he wasn’t that.’ He was just Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, the good physician and 
the grand poet. He was himself, and a bit 
of the truest manhood we have known in 
this generation.” 


Started Out as a Printer, 

BANDuUSKY, O., Oct. 15.—Oran Follette 
died yesterday afternoon in his 95th year. 
When a boy he learned the printers’ trade 
and edited a paper at Batavia, N. Y. He 
was for some years a member of the New 
York legislature and an associate of Thur- 
low Weed. After removing to Ohio he 
was the editor of The Ohio State Journal, 
e member of the board of public works 
and president of the Sandusky, Dayton 
and Cincinnati railroad. He retired to 
private life in 1863, but continued to write 
for the press, 

Robbed Mail and Jumped Bonds,

Yt is said Senator Lindsay will 
make an appeal to President Cleveland to 
pardon Crittenden, owing to his youth.

Laconta, N. H., Oct. 15.—Patrolman 
Feltch, in quelling a disturbance at Lake- 
port, was assaulted by two men, who at- 
tempted to rescue an arrested party. Dur- 
ing the struggle the three rolled down an 
embankment and the officer was badly in- 
jured by beer bottles. Cries for help 
frightened away the assailants, who were 
afterward arrested.

Worth Only $1800 Each 


BY ASSESSORS AGGREGATES. 


Increased Value in Buildings $269,- 
090; of Land $213,410. 


The Assessors table of aggregates for 
1894, is presented below in comparison 
with 1893, and affords an interesting study, 


The number of persons assessed is 9,019, 
a gain of 832, but almost wholly in ‘ polis 


only,”’ as these increased 706. 


The number of poll taxpayers is 5,920, 
and as 4,448 pay a “‘ poll only,’’ but 1,472 
poll taxpayers have taxable property. 
Some of these have only a bicycle. 

As every veter must be a poll taxpayer, 
there would be 1,472 voters out of 3,700 
who own property, were it not that several 
of these poll taxpayers are not voters. 


The value of assessed personal property 
shows a big loss,—over $300,000,— while the 
value of rea! estate has increased $482,500. 

The gain in number of houses was 150, 
and one would expect that the average 
value of these would be over $2,000, but 
here the figures show that the increase in 
value of buildings excluding land for the 
year, was but $269,090, or less than $1,800 


each for the new buildings. 


The value of the land exclusive of build- 
ings was jumped up very nearly as much, 
—$213,410,—although the number of tax- 
able acres was decreased 2,320 by the tak- 
ing for the Blue Hills reservation, play- 
grounds, new High school lot, etc.

WrEsT IS MISSING, 


Chmeges of Forgery and Bigamy Said te

The aggre- 
gate capital, it was stated, of these firms 
is $40,000,000 and the aggregate amount 
paid annually in wages by them is $5,000,-

‘VIOLATION OF TRUST 


Alleged In a Suit to Be Brought 
Against Senator Squire. 


—_—_——— 


NEARLY $1,500,000 IS INVOLVED. 


Culmination of a Deal Made 
Many Years Ago. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 15.—A_ local paper 
says that in a few days papers will be filed 
in a lawsuit which will involve the title to 
real estate valued at nearly $1,500,000, and 
will call upon United States Senator 
Squire of Washington for an accounting 
of property intrusted to him. 

The plaintiffs are Colonel William 8. 
King of this city, Philo Remington's fa- 
mous antagonist in the historic suit of years 
ago, and Philo Osgood and John N. Good- 
win of lion, N. Y. A quarter of acen- 
tury ago King and Remington were close 
friends, 

Years ago they invested heavily in west- 
ern real estate, one of the deals being the 
purchase of a large amount of property 
where now stands Seattle. When the 
final crash came, this property was given 
to Remington 

To Hold In Trust, 
Subsequently Remington, who died a few 
years ago, intrusted the property to his 
son-in-law, Squire, who is the defendant 
named. Squire, according to the com- 
plainants, had never made an accounting 
of the old trust. 

The property, then wortha few hun- 
dreds of dollars, isnow worth millions. 
Port of it had been sold, and none of the 
money, according to the plaintiffs, has 
reached their partners in the original syn- 
dicate. Even the unsold portion, which, 
it is alleged, Squire still holds, comprises 
a number of choice locations in the heart 
of Seattle. These properties alone are 
conservatively estimated to be worth from 
$1,200,000 to $1,500,000. 


Attacked by Di Ruadini'’s Party. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.— The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Times, denying the re- 
ported coolness between Prime Minister 
Crispi and Foreign Minister Blane and 
the impending retirement of Sig. Blanc, 
says that the policy of the two ministers is 
absolutely identical. Sig. Blanc's posi- 
tion is assured. The attacks upon him 
are instigated by the Di Rudini party, 
who oppose the triple aliiance and the 
alliance with Great Britain. 


The Fight Went On, 

Paris, Oct. 15.—During a bullfight at 
Dax, yesterday, an officer, escorted by 
policemen, went to the arena to stop the 
fight. He laid before the directors a legal 
paper forbidding the fight, but was ignored 
by them. The toreadors ¢or*icued their 
work until they killed the bull, amid the 
cheers and applause of the spectators. 
After the fight the crowd hustled the 
policemen and jeered the officer. The 
town is much excited. 


An Alarming Discovery. 

HAVRE, Oct. 15.—Several packages pur- 
porting to be furniture were landed here 
from Southampton. Upon examining 
them the police found that they contained 
a perfect arsenal of arnachist weapons, in- 
cluding various bombs, explosives, old 
arms and ammunition, skeleton keys and 
burglars’ tools. The Havre police com- 
municated with the English police, who 
are trying to trace the packages to the 
sender. 

A Magnificent Gift to a Church, 

LANCASTER, Pa., Oct. 15.—Bishop Ruli- 
son of the diocese of central Pennsylvania 
consecrated the magnificent golden chal- 
ice presented to St. James’ Episcopal 
church by the late Mrs. James Wiley of 
Bethlehem. The chalice is richly studded 
with diamonds and ather jewels worn by 
the donor during her life. It cost over 
#6000 and Bishop Rulison asserts that it is 
the most valuable in the United States. 


Socialists Hold Balance of Power, 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 15.—The election re- 
turns now at hand are confusing, and it 
is impossible to tell how the election has 
gone. Itis known, however, that the So- 
clalists will be in aposition to dictate 
terms to the Liberals, andif their terms 
are rejected, all the seats will fall to the 
Clericals, except that of Prime Minister 
de Burlet. All the members of the cabi- 
net are re-elected. 


Germany's Part, 

BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Germany's refusai to 
interfere in the Chinese-Japanese troubles 
does not affect the question of protection 
to Europeans in China, in which she will 
fully co-operate. The German commander 
in Chinese waters has already been au- 
thorized to dispatch a@ small body of ma- 
rines to protect the legation at Pekip. 


Hawaiian Politics, 

Victoria, B. C., Oct. 15.—Advice:, from 
Honolulu Oct. 5 state that delegates to 
the convention which is to choose senators 
and representatives adopted a resolution 
that no one who was not openly in favor 
of annexation should be elected. Regis- 
tration for the election is proceeding satis- 
factorily. 


Banqueted by the Emperor, 

BUDA PEstTH, Oct. 15.—King Alexander 
of Servia arrived here yesterday and pro- 
ceeded at once tothe royal castle, where 
he was received by Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, who presented to him prominent 
personages. The emperor gave a state 
banquet in the king’s honor. 


Its Efficacy In Doubt, 

BERLIN, Oct. 15. — Professor Virchow 
states that he believes Dr. Behring’s diph- 
therla serum exercises a strong protective 
effect for weeks, perhaps for a few months, 
but that it remains to be seen whether the 
sffect is permanent or really curative.

Caused a Serious Wreck In Which Many 
Lives Were Jeopardized. 

New ORLEANS, Oct. 15. — Engineer 

Simpson of the East Louisiana railroad is 


responsible fora frightful accident that |, 


occurred yesterday at the crossing of the 
Louisville and Nashville and Northeast- 
ern railroads, about two miles from where 
the Louisville and Nashville road leaves 
Elysian Fields street, an accident that 
will, in all probability, result in at least 
one fatality, while a score of passengers 
on the Louisville and Nashville road were 
severely injured. 

The Louisville and Nashyille ‘‘Across 
the Lake” excursion train of eight coaches, 
well loaded, a large proportion being 
women and children, pulled out on time.

Engineer Simpson was subsequently ar- 
rested. ‘The property loss is about $40,000.

THE CHRISTIAN FAITH 


Is Making Good Headway In Far 
Eastern Countries. 


FAPS CLING TO OLD RELIGIONS 


While Idolatry Is Being Un- 
dermined In China. 


W£ASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster, who has just re- 
turned from a trip around the world, last 
night addressed the presbytery of Wash- 
ington on the extent to which Christianity 
was pushing its way in China, Japan, 
India, Palestine, Syria, Egypt, Ceylon, 
Burmah and the Malay peninsular. Mr. 
foster graphically described the condi- 
tions he had recently observed. 


JOHN W. FOSTER, 


At Pekin he was called upon to address 
several hunured Chinese students, male 
and female, who had embraced Christian- 
ity. He also visited the Imperial Tum- 
vagen college at Pekin and the naval and 
military schools of Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang at Tien-Tsin. They were taught 
by European professors, and the tendency 
was toward undermining the old Chinese 
faiths. 

He spoke of the menace China would be 
tothe world, with its 400,000,000 people 
trained to the arts of modern warfare, and 
possessed of the resources of Western 
science if once inspired with a hatred of 
Christianity. It was, however, the judg- 
ment of all who traveled around the 
globe that Christianity would follow in 
the wake of commerce, steam and elec- 
tricity in entering China, 

Mr. Foster said the wars now in progress 
would temporarily impede missionary 
work in Corea. But it was 

Making Rapid Progress, 
Of Japan, Mr. Foster said its marvelous 
advance in civilization had not been kept 
pace with by an advance in Christianity. 
They clung to the old religions and 
hampered the work of Christianizing. At 
Tokio, Mr. Foster addressed a large audi- 
ence of Japanese students and told them 
that their nation was making the mistake 
of grasping the results without securing 
the great cause of our superior civilization. 

Mr. Foster pointed out, however, that 
Japan’s great progress had led her to get 
hold of the arguments of Western infidels 
and agnostics. The Japanese government 
was willing to accept the Christian calen- 
dar and to declare the Sabbath a legal 
holiday, in which all government offices, 
schools and publio institutions should be 
closed, but the Western agnosticism and 
rush of commerce overcame these Christian 
steps. 

An Embezzler’s Case, 

HOLLIDAYSBURG, Pa., Oct. 16.—The Sec- 
ond National bank of Altoona has ei.cered 
suit againt the estate of ex-Cashier Harry 
Gardner to recover $91,887.37, the amount 
of his alleged discrepancies. The estate of 
the late ex-Judge James Gardner, who was 
the cashier’s bondsman, is alsosued for 
the same amount. Gardner is now be- 
lieved to be in Mexico. 


Endeavorers In Politics, 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 16.—Committees are 
being appointed by the Christian En- 
deavor societies of this city to map out a 
campaign in the coming elections.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The war depart- 
ment having become satisfied that the 
policy of charging army officers with the 
duties of Indian agents has worked to the 
detriment of the service, is relieving the 
officers detailed for this work as fast as 
civilian agents can be furnished to fill the 
places. . ms

New BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 16.—Robert 
Howard, the Fall River labor leader, was 
nominated for congress by the Democrats 
of the Thirteenth district. This is the dis- 
trict now represented by Mr. Randall, and 
in whicn John Simpkins has been nom- 
inated by the Republicans.

! A Blind Woman Repudiates Her Husband 


For a Kind-Hearted Criminal. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—Secret service offi- 
tials who had arrested a man calling him- 
self John Robinson discovered yesterday 
that their prisoner is John Spayne, & no- 
torious counterfeiter, who has been a fugi- 
give for three years. During his examina- 
tion a woman of beautiful face, but totally 
blind, appeared at the examination and 
announced herself as Spayne’s wife. 
James Morton, a well-to-do merchant, 
who had been called as a witness, caught 
sight of the woman, and rushing up to her 
declared she was his wife, who had disap- 
peared two years before. Recognizing 
Morton's voice, the blind woman piteously 
begged the officers to protect her from him. 
She acknowledged that she was Mrs. 
Morton, but said her husband had treated 
her cruelly and that she feared him. 
Despite Morton's entreaties, the woman 
refused to go with him, declaring that 
Spayne had treated her kindly, and that 
even though he was a criminal she would 
remain with him. She told a pitiful story 
of ill-treatment, and was allowed to leave 
the courtroom with the guide who had ac- 
companied here. 


AMPLE PROTECTION 


Will Be Afforded Foreigners In Pekin— 
Prolonged War Assured. 

TIEN-Tstn, Oct. 16—The Pei-Yang 
Squadron kas been able to leave dock, com- 
pletely refitted, with magazines filled and 
otherwise ready for active service. 

An imperial edict has been published at 
Pekin assuming for the government full 
responsibility for the protection of the 
foreign residents, denouncing rowdyism 
and punishing certain culprits shown to 
have taken part in the recent assaults 
upon travelers. 

The imperial edict also assures strangers 
that their persons and property will be 
protected, its wording especially favoring 
the missionaries. 

The Chinese overtures for peace having 
been rejected without a hearing, the war 
now enters upon a chronic stage, demand- 
ing an appeal to the latent forces of the 
empire. The latter are described as being 
quite great, but it is added they require 
time in order to organize them. 

Attempt at Murder, 

New HAVEN, Oct. 16.—At the Mechanic 
National bank yesterday afternoon, Elisha 
Trowbridge, an elderly man, had just 
finished a conversation with his brother, 
Charles H. Trowbridge, the cashier of the 
bank, when he fired two shots at his 
brother, one taking effect in the victim’s 
leg. The would-be murderer was arrested. 
Elisha Trowbridge was once employed by 
the City bank, but has recently made a 


police record by theft. It is thought he is 
insane. 


The Belgian Elections. 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 16.—The result of the 
election is the complete overthrow of the 
Liberal party, save in the capital. The 
first application of the principle of uni- 
versal suffrage has, therefore, justifled the 
forebodings of the doctrinaires who fore- 
saw in it the downfall of their cause. 
What they failed to foresee was the suc- 
cess of the Socialists, with whom the 
Catholics have now to reckon alone. 


A Penurious Duke, 

Coxsura, Oct. 16.—The Gotha diet, after 
a long debate, has adopted a motion to 
provide the funds necessary to reopen the 
State theater, which closed after the pres- 
ent Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (more 
generally known as the Duke of Edin- 
burgh) refused to renew the subsidy 
granted by the former dukes to this place 
of entertainment. 


Thirty Six Competitors. 

New YORK, Oct. 16.—The annual chess 
tournament of the Harvard university has 
just been begun here. There are 36 com- 
petitors. Those taking first and second 
places in each of the six sections are to 
compete ina final tournament. The two 
winners inthe first will represent Har- 
vard at the third intercollegiate tourney. 


Found His Wife Dead. 

BuzzaArp’s Bay, Mass., Oct. 16.—When 
Laurestone Ames returned from Barn- 
stable he found his wife, aged 62, dead on 
the floor. She was in her usual good 
health when he left her shortly before 
noon. Her little niece was talking with 
her an hour before Mr. Ames returned. 
Heart disease is the supposed cause. 


Treasury Officials Worried. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.— United States 
Treasurer Morgan has been notified that 
$500,000 in gold was yesterday withdrawn 
from the New York sub-treasury for ex- 
port. This isthe first withdrawal of any 
importance that has been made since Aug. 
6 last, and the news has had a disquieting 
effect among treasury officials. 


Charges Not Proven, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—News has been 
received of the acquittal and complete ex- 
oneration of Captain Ray, who is army 
Indian agent at the Shoshone and Arapa- 
hoe Indian agency in Wyoming, and who 
was arrested on a charge of misbranding

CONFESSED MURDER. 


Elarence Robinson's Version of the 
Killing of Montgomery Gibbs.

WIFE FIRED THE FATAL SHOT. 


Story Doesn't Agree With His 
Wife’s Statement. 


CLEVPLAND, Oct. 16.—Clarence Robin- 
son, whois under arrest here, together 
with his wife, for the murder of Mont- 
gomery Gibbs on the streets of Buffalo 
last April, has made a complete confes- 
sion. He says that he attacked the at- 
torney, and that while the two were fight- 
ing Mrs. Robinson fired the shot which 
killed Gibbs. 

“When. we arrived in 
spring,” said Robinson, “we were in 
want. We lived first at 190 Kast Fagle 
street, but during the week before the 
murder we had a room at 146 North Diyi- 
sion street. 

“When we started out that night Sadie 
wore men’s clothes and we each carried 
82-caliber revolvers. We walked along 
Delaware avenue. Gibbs approached us 
and Isaid to Sadie, ‘Here comes a swell 
guy.’ ‘He looks too big for us,’ she said. 

“With that he had almost reached us, 


and levelling my reyolyer at him I ordered 
him

To Throw Up His Hands, 
Instead of doing so he struck me witha 
cane or umbrella. He then grabbed my 
right wrist and we had a fight for the re- 
volver, When he laid hold of my wrist 
the revolver was fired, but the bullet went 
into the air. A moment later there was 
another shot, and the bullet lodged in his 
left arm. He fell towards me and we 
clinched 

“Then it was that Sadie pulled her re- 
volver and shot him inthe head. He 
dropped and we started to rob him, when 
we saw somebody coming. We skipped 
out, climbing over the hedge fence and 
running between two houses we separated 
and met on a back street. Then we walked 
around the block and back past the place 
of the murder, but on the opposite side of 
the street. They were loading him into a 
wagon as we went by.” 

At the conclusion of his statement Rob- 
inson broke down and wept bitterly. 

In her statement to the Buffalo police 
Mrs. Robinson claimed that Robinson had 
fired the three shots and that she did not 
use her revolver. 


Spoke of Broken Promises, 
Boston, Oct. 16.—The opening gun of 
the campaign in thisstate by the Pro- 
hibitionists was fired last night in Berk- 
eley Temple.

LOURENZO MARQUEZ, Oct. 16.—The re 
bellious Kaffirs are again attacking the 
town. The government has appealed to 
the South African republic (the Transyaal) 
for assistance to quell therebellion. Trad- 
ers from Maputaland state that the 
Maputas are joining the rebels. The 
powerful chief, Gungunhama, is reported 
to be marching on Inhambane, a Portu- 
guese town of about 6500 inhabitants, 
lying 200 miles northeast of Delagoa bay. 


Walcott an Easy Winner, 

Coxnry ISLAND, Oct. 16.—In less than 
four rounds Joe Walcott of Boston, the 
colored wonder, succeeded in stopping 
Austin Gibbons, the Paterson light- 
weight, and at the same time pushed him- 
self right tothe front of his own class. 
The fight was at 140 poun 10 rounds, 
but the pace was too fast for the Jersey 
man, and he was practic out after a 
right-hand swing had sent him to the 
floor. 


Assaulted a Woman. 

New YORK, Oct. 16.—A small-sized riot 
occurred in Delanc street yesterday, 
caused by the cloakmakers’ troubles. The 
wife of a contractor was assaulted by 
several of the strikers, and the husband, to 
protect his wife, fired several shots into the 
crowd. It was necessary to call out the

Norfolk Downs People Attend En Masse 
and Have Something to Say,

people and the order to grant a license for 
a sparring exhibition were the breezy 
matters before the City Council Monday 
evening.

The incandescent lights in his 
opinion were failures and did nor think it 
wise to use them although he thought the 
company were trying to keep them in good 
order. He was not prepared to give an 
opinion at this time as to the policy of 
changing from electric lighting to the use 
of gas or oil and did not see that any 
action could be taken by the Council at 
present to bring about a more efficient 
lighting of streets.

Norfolk Downs Hearing. 

At 8 o'clock a hearing was given to the 
petitioners from Norfolk Downs for the 
acceptance of Billings, Faxon and Rawson 
roads, Holmes and Moscow streets and 
Glover avenue. 

B. L. Bissell the agent of Wood, Harmon 
& Co., was the first speaker, and made an 
earnest plea for the acceptance of all the 
streets. He claimed the residents were 
entitled to this because of the taxes they 
paid, By reference to the assessors’ books 
you will find that in 1889 the valuation of 
the territory comprising Wollaston Park 
was $64,500, and the amount of taxes 
derived therefrom $842.06.

720; a total of the valuation of the two

WILL CONTEST. 


The Kelliher Will Contest Decided in 
Favor of Quincy Contestants. 

Michael S. Kelliher, before his death 
some three years ago, was a paper hanger. 
At his death he left property of the value 
of $75,000. He also left a will, but this 
was broken because of his incompetency. 
After the disallowance of the will Mrs.

orrible News From the Orient Received 
Through a 3 1-2 Inch Cable. 

The retreat of the Chinese army froi2 
Korea without having made any great 
show of resistance has set all the mili- 
tary men guessing. No one can tell why 
the emperor should allow the seat of 

arto be transferred to his own do- 

ain. It will be seen at a glanoe that 
for the purpose of fighting Korea is far 
better than the Chinese frontier. In the 
face of all this and for no apparent rea- 
fon the troops of the emperor have been 
wvithdrawn, and the Japanese have been 
pllowed to mass their armies on the pen- 
insula which composes Korea. 
' If astory which came out today is 
true, all the slighting things said of the 
Celestials and their leaders will have to 
be withdrawn. What is apparently the 
most flagrant piece of military mis. 
aeaaraperr rye may be a stroke of genius 

hich will set the achievements of all 
the great tacticians of history far into 
the background. 

The plot, as declared by several mi- 
nor officials, is in substance as follows: 
All the troops, agents and sympathizers 
of the Chinese are to be withdrawn 
from the peninsula of Korea. This is 
an invitation for the Japanese to greatly 
augment their armies upon the peninsnu- 
la preparatory to a bold march into Chi- 
na. So far the plan has worked to per- 
fection. And now there only remains 
the greatest coup ever attempted in any 
age. The plan is to cut a deep trench 
pntirely across the isthmus connecting 
Korea to the mainland of Asia and to 
the Chinese empire. The structure of 
the pointof land is a heavy layer of 
shale, resting upon bedrock. At every 
point where the Chinese army of occu- 
pation has camped, it is alleged, holes 
have been drilled, and immense quanti- 
ties of lubricating oils have been forced 
down upon the surface of the bedrock. 
As the various divisions have slowly re- 
treated apparently before the oncoming 
Japanese, these operations have been 
continued. The next move will be the 
last, according to the informers. 

As soon as the Japanese are massed 
upon the peninsula the function of the 
trench will be made evident. It will be 
cut down to bedrock, and a large quan- 
tity of dry timber will be tightly 
wedged in. Above that ata little height 
iron bars will be placed. The timber 
idea is one borrowed from the Egyptians 


in their operations by which the obelisks | 


were cut out in single immense blocks. 
Water will be poured in, and the timber 
will swell, exerting a powerful pressure. 
Then, by means of electric appliances 
the iron bars or blocks will be quickly 
heated to a high temperature and there- 
by expand, adding greatly to the force 
which the swelling timbers will be put- 
ting forth. Last of all, the entire Chi- 
nese army will be set to work in the 
trench, which will be hundreds of miles 
long. Each man will be armed with a 
powerful hydraulic jack, which he 
will operate when the iron and wood 
are getting in their best work. 

The bedrock slopes seaward, and 
the result may be better imagined than 
described. The shale, having been 
thoroughly lubricated, will slip with 
comparative ease on the smooth surface 
of the rock, so think the Chinese engi- 
neers. Thus, when the millions of tons 
of pressure is brought to bear, the en- 
tire peninsula is expected to start slow- 
ly on its foundations. Then, as the great 
mass gathers headway like a launching 
ship, it will increase its speed and final- 
ly dash into the Japan sea. 

Instant and complete destruction will 
fall upon the armies of the mikado as 
well as upon every man, woman an 
child in Korea. Nothing in the way of 
annihilation can compare with this ex- 
cept perhaps the fate of Pharaoh’s army 
in the Red sea. 

The immediate effect upon the Japan 
sea can scarcely be imagined. The Chi- 
nese warships will have been withdrawn 
to some safe haven, and the total de- 
struction of nearly all of Japan’s navy 
is assured. 

The tidal wave is expected to almost 
wipe out the Japan islands. The waters 
will probably pour over the islands and 
sweep them of every vestige of animal 
and vegetable life. 

This may sound like the dream of an 
insane men, and in order to carry 
weight with it your correspondent had 
the affidavits of his informants duly 
prepared. Unfortunately, however, the 
Chinese notaries have a seal nearly four 
inches in diameter, so when an attempt 
was made to cable the affidavits they 
stuck, as the cable is only 84¢ inches 
through. —Loo-Jac Special to Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 


; French Detectives on Bicycles. 

The precautions which have been 
taken for the protection of the president 
of the French republic have in no way 
been relaxed. The police bicycle corps 
is now used for this service whenever 
the president drives about Paris. On his 
return to the city from his country 
home several detectives on bicycles ac- 
companied the carriage, surrounding it 
on all sides. The French police are also 
making practical use of detective cam- 
eras. They shadowed two suspicious 
characters who were selling securities to 
money changers in Paris, and on the 
way to their lodgings the detectives suc- 
ceeded in getting a good snap shot at 
them. They took the plate to headquar- 
ters, found that the photographs corre- 
sponded to those of two expert swin- 
flers and returned and arrested them. 
They had a large amount of stolen booty, 
which they have been gradually turning 
into cash.—Paris Letter.

Under Re- 
publican administrations West Quincy had 
not expected much, but under the present 
Democratic administration it had expected 
considerable and got nothing. He had 
dropped $500 in taxes in the slot the other 
day and got nothing. Quarry street was 
the worst street in the State. He had 
broken 13 axles there this year.

THE PAMIRS MUDDLE 


Threatens to Add Considerably to the 
Present Eastern Complications. 


RUSSIA'S KNOCK AT INDIA’S DOOR 


May Follow the Death of the 
Ruler of Afghanistan. 


Lonpoy, Oct. 16.—A dispatch from 
Simla says that the news of the impend- 
ing death of the Ameer of Afghanistan is 
a great surprise. He is known to have 
bright’s disease of the kidneys, but it was 
not thought that he was seriously affected. 

For the present, Mr. Pyne, the English 
engineer who starteda factory for the 
manufacture of guns, rifles and cartridges 
at Cabul, in addition to turning his atten- 
tlon to the manufactures of articles of 
commerce, wine, soap, paper, etc., at the 
capital of Afghanistan, and the other 
Europeans, including Miss Hamilton and 
the lady doctors, should be assured protec- 
tion by the ameer’s eldest son, Sardar 
Habibulla Khan, who presumably will as- 
sume the direction of affairs. 

The policy of the Indian government 
will have to be declared promptly, it is 
added, and it is believed that Habibulla, if 
assured of British support, will be able to 
hold hisown. The friendly relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Afghanistan has 
not been broken since the successful mis- 
sion last year of Sir Mortimer Durand to 
the city of Cabul. 

General Roberts’ Views. 

General Roberts of Kandahar, V. C., 
formerly commander-in-chief of the Brit- 
ish army in Idia, was interviewed in re- 
gard to the sickness of the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, in view of the fact that his 
death would be likely to add considerably 
to the Eastern complications. 

Lord Roberts said: ‘Similar reports of 
illnesses from which the ameer has re- 
covered have reached India in years gone 
by. But the ameer is now older and the 
constantly recurring attacks of the gout 
must have seriously undermined his gen- 
eral health. The news, doubtless, was 
brought from Cabul to Peshawer by horse- 
men, and was telegraphed from the latter 
place to Simla.” 

If the Ameer Dies, 

The death of the Ameer of Afghanistan 
might easily lead to a diplomatic if not 
armed collision over the Pamirs question. 
The ameer’s friendship for or fear of Eng- 
land has led him to favor Great Britain in 
her str@zgle to keop the Asian gateway to 
India closed against the Russian. The 
ameer has been courted by both England 
and Russia, but he finally favored the 
former, and made an agreement with Sir 
Henry Mortimer Durand of the Indian 
foreign office, which, during the ameer's 
life at least, holds Russia in check at this 
point. 

Briefly summed up, the result of these 
negotiations was as follows: The ameer 
has withdrawn all claims to Chitral, 
Bajaur, Swat and all the neighboring 
frontier states in Indus-Kohistan, together 
with Waziristan, where he had a post that 
caused some trouble. This insured the 
safety of the Gomul route and completed 
the Zhob valley frontier. 

In fact, it not only brought within the 
acknowledged and undivided sphere of 
British influence the wild region in which 
disturbances occurred so recently as the 
latter part of 1892 and the first quarter of 
1893, but it also left indefinitely under 
British control the approaches to India on 
the southeast of the Pamirs. The tracts 
between the Punjab and Afghanistan, in 
which the ameer’s interests had proved 
detrimental to good order among the hill 
tribes, were freed from his claims. No 
further opposition was offered to the rail- 
way terminus at New Charman. 

England's Part of the Bargain. 

In Mturn for these concessions Great 
Britain permitted the unrestricted im- 
portation into Afghanistan of arms and 
stores; confirmed the ameer in the posses- 
sion of Kasir and the Kunar valley; left 
the Kuram valley settlement undisturbed, 
and raised the annual subsidy to the 
ameer from 12 to 18 lacs of rupees (fom 

375,000 to $560,000). 

Before the mission left Cabul the ameer 
publicly affirmed his friendship with Eng- 
land, holding a grand conference for that 
purpose. He congratulated his people on 
securing such a good friend as the British 
government, ‘‘which had no designs on 
their country and whose interests were 
identical with their own.” 


Toasted the Czar, 

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—The Emperor Alex- 
ander regiment of the Prussian Guards 
celebrated yesterday the 80th anniversary 
ofits foundation. Atthe banquet given 
in honor of the occasion, General Hahnke 
offered a toast to the czar and expressed 
the wish that his majesty might yet live 
for many years.

PREPARING TO FIGHT 


Contending Armies Face to Face on 
the Banks of the Yalu. 


FOREIGNERS AT PEKIN ARE SAFE. 


Chinese Government Able to 
Control Local Outbreaks. 


WiJu, Oct. 17.—The Japanese and Chi- 
nese armies are facing each other on the 
banks of the Yalu river. Both sides 
perfecting their preparations for battle. 
Not a shot has been fired yet. Field 
Marshal Count Yamagata, commander of 
the Japanese forces, is awaiting the ar- 
rival of supplies and heavy artillery. 
Spies report that the Chinese army is 25, 
000 strong. 

Japanese scouts have brought in de- 
tailed information as to the condition of 
the Chinese defenses, showing that they 
are not so strong as the first reports indi 
cated. The Chinese artillery is shown to 
be less formidable than the Japanese had 
supposed. A decisive attack is expected 
shortly. Various indications justify the 
belief that the chief stand of the Chinese 
will be at Kubenchao, 


Foreigners Well Protected. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Officials of the 
Chinese legation say Americans residing 
in China will be given ample protect 
long as the war exists. The legation ‘ 
the feeling expressed in recent cables from 
Pekin that foreigners have nothing to fear 
from outbreaks of natives. The news 
papers and private advices received at the 
legation make no mention of the extrem 
disorder and panic at Pekin which the 
cables reported, and the officials think 
these reports were uniwarranted and can 
through prejudiced channels. It is pointed 
out that rowdy outbreaks are likely to oc 
cur in war times, but it is stated with 
positiveness that the Chinese government 
has expressed no doubt of its ability to 
control these local outbreaks, as reported, 
and that it now assures American and 
other foreign residents of complete pro- 
tection. 


A Japanese Triumph. 
SHANGHAI, Oct. 17.—A report is in cir 
culation here that Port Arthur has been 
captured by the Japanese. ‘This port is

Old Ocean's Victims. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 17.—The year 
closing this month has been one of the 
most disastrous in the history of th: 
Gloucester fisheries. The sacrifice of life 
attending this hazardous occupation 
greatly exceeds that of the previous year, 
while the loss of vessel property in connec 
tion with the fishing industry is about 
the greatest ever recorded in a single year 
from this port. Twenty-nine vessels were 
lost and a total of 112 men were drowned 
A large number of widows and children 
are left dependent upon charity. 


Opposed For Re-Election. 

WORCESTER. Mass., Oct. 17 At the 
annual meeting of the Worcester Young 
Men’s Christian association all the direct 
ors nominated were elected unanimously 
except Charles M, Rogers, the president of 
the Methodist Social union. The opposi 
tion of Mr. Rogers was led by General 
Secretary Gale, who based his objection 
on the ground that Mr. Rogers was ad 
dicted to the use of tobacco. 


Prince's Life In Danger. 
TANGIER, Oct. 17.—Morrocco city is ina 
state of rebellion.

IN HOLIDAY ATTIRE. 


All Wiesbaden Turned Out to Pay 
Tribute to Emperor William. 


THE WILLIAM | STATUE UNVEILED. 


The Royal Theater Opened For 
the First Time. 


WIESBADEN, Oct. 17.—This beautiful 
watering place was crowded with en- 
thusiastic Germans yesterday, and the 
town itself was brilliant with holiday 
bunting in honor of the visit of Emperor 
William, who arrived hero to unveil the 
monument tothe memory of his grand- 
father, Emperor William I, and to open 
the splendid Royal theater. The Royal 
theater of Wiesbaden cost 4,000,000 marks, 
and his majesty grants it an annual sub 
sidy of 250,000 marks. 


STATUE OF EMPEROR WILLIAM L 

At4o’clockin the afternoon, the civil 
and military notabilities began gathering 
at the railroad station, which was 
gorgeously brightened up. Punctually at 
4:30 p. m., the imperial train arrived, and 
Emperor William, upon alighting, was 
formally received by Mayor von Ibel. 
The emperor was accompanied by a suite 
of 16 persons. 

The party proceeded in open carriages to 
the south front of the new theater, oppo- 
site which stands the statue erected in 
honor of Emperor William I, the present 
emperor's grandfather. A guard of honor, 
composed of non-commissioned officers, es- 
corted the emperor through the streets, 
which were 

Lined With Troops and Police, 

Upon arriving in front of the statue his 
majesty was conducted to @ gorgeous 
pavilion which had been specially erected 
for the unveiling ceremony. The pavilion 
was draped with red velvet and sur- 
mounted by a huge gilded imperial 
crown. Around this structure, in a semi- 
circle, were a number of tribunes, built 
with seats, which were filled with dis- 
tinguished ladies and gentlemen who had 
been invited to be present at the cere- 
mony. 

After singing upon the part of a male 
chorus, Mayor von Ibel made a short 
speech of welcome, referring in the warm- 
est terms of praise to Emperor William I 
and his worthy grandson. The emperor 
then unveiled the monument and the cere- 
mony was 

Concluded With More Singing. 

It was noticed that the emperor did not 
appear to entirely approve of the statue 
or the position which it occupies. 

After dinner Emperor William went 
with his suite to the new theater, where 
the audience was entirely composed of in- 
vited guests. The interior of the theater 
presented one of the most brilliant spec- 
tacles it is possible to imagine. Nearly 
all the men wore uniforms, which were 
glittering with orders, and all the ladies 
were in full evening costume. 

The first row of dress circle was reserved 
exclusively for ladies, as at the gala per- 
formance at Berlin. 

After the performance the emperor 
supped with Rittmeister von Hulsen, di- 
rector of the theater. He left for Berlin 
by special train. ?

PRAISE FOR TROOPS. 


General Miles Declares That They Saved 


the Country From Kebellion. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The aanual re- 
port of Major General Miles, command- 
ing the department of ¢he Missouri, show- 
ing the conduct of affairs in the depart- 
ment, is a remarkably short document, 
gonsidyring the stormy period of interna- 
tional strife covered by it. But, notwith- 
standing its brevity, it contains some terse 
and very significant statements relative to 
strikes. 


GENBRAL NELSON A MILES 

The report begins with the statement 
that there have been no changes of troops 
in the department during the year. The 
report states in detail the companies and 
troops of regulars that were concentrated 
in Chicago “‘by the orders of the President 
of the United States to execute the orders 
of the United States court to prevent the 
obstruction of the mails and generally to 
enforce the faithful execution of the laws 
of the United States.” 

General Miles then continues in the fol- 
lowing strain: ‘The conduct of the troops 
in restoring order and confidence, where 
mob violence and a reign of terror exisied 
in Chicago, was marked by great forbear 
ance, fortitude and excellent discipline, 
and their presence and action here very 
greatly contributed to the maintenance of 
civil law, and in my opinion saved this 
country from a serious rebellion, when 
one had been publicly declared to exist by 
one most responsible for its existence.” 


McEttrick Conc emned. 

Boston, Oct. 17.—The joint quarterly 
convention of the Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire state assemblies, Knights of 
Labor, was held here yesterday. State 
Master Workman Padden urged the ne- 
cessity of united political action in line 
with the objects of the order. Resolutions 
were adopted condemning Congressman 
McEttrick as being false to the interests 
of organized labor and deserving of retire- 
ment from political life. Two years ago 
McEttrick was endorsed by the state as- 
sembly. 

Germany Deeply Interested. 

BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The troubles at Lou- 
renzo Marquez create the greatest con- 
cern here. It is assumed that England 
intends to seize the occasion to extend her 
possessions northwards along the coast of 
the Indian ocean and possibly to attempt 
to acquire the whole region belonging to 
Portugal. It is considered that Germany's 
interests in this region fully entitles her 
to compensation in the event of an exten- 
sion of British possessions in that part of 
Africa. 


Dire Threats of Miners, 

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., Oct. 17.—Iix 
citement is running high among the Bull 
Hill miners on account of the shooting of 
James Cannon and Thomas Short by 
Deputy Sheriff sterling. It is claimed 
that the prisoners were innocent of the 
robbery with which they were charged. 
Threats to sack this city and Colorado 
Springs are openly made. 


Trouble Bridged Over. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 17.—The 
threatened strike of weavers in the Acush- 
net and Hathaway corporations was 
avoided by the officials conceding de- 
mands and filing particulars, which highly 
pleased the operatives. At a largely at- 
tended mass meeting the operatives de- 
clared themselves satisfied. 


Legal Proceedings Withdrawn. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 17.—Boston banks and 
trust companies, creditors of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland Steel company, have 
discontinued legal proceedings, and signi- 
fied their desire to sign the agreement 
prepared by the reorganization committee 
of the steel company. 


Probably a Total Loss, 

GREEN’s LANDING, Me., Oct. 17.—The 
two-masted schooner Eunice P. Newcomb 
of Deer Isle, with a cargo of granite, 
sprung aleak, and to prevent her from 
sinking she wasrun ashore.

M. Grevy Was Tender Hearted. 

Some one has taken the trouble to 
draw up a list of condemnations to 
death in France and their results since 
1865 in order to show the different 
ways in which successive rulers have 
exercised the prerogative of mercy. Un- 
der the second empire, from 1865 to 
1870, there were 198 condemnations 
and 85 commutations, or 44 per cent; 
under MacMahon, from 1873 to 18738, 
179 condemnations and 112 commauta- 
tions, or 62 per cent; under M. Grevy, 
from 1878 to 1886, 211 condemnations 
and 168 commutations, or 85 per cent. 
M. Grevy, it will be seen, was most 
merciful and next to him Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, who, although an old soldier, 
had great difficulty, it is said, in turning 
a deaf-ear to the appeals of the relatives 
ef condemned men.—London News.

WEAVERS WALKED OUT. 


Sagamore Mills at Fall River 
ret a to Shut Down. 

Fai River, Mass., Oct. 17.—Without 
giving any warning the weavers at Sage- 
more mill, No. 1, went out yesterday noon. 
The mill had been running full time. The 
weavers marched to the Mechanic and 
Weetamoe mills and tried to induce the 
few weavers at work ad those mills 
to go out. The attempt did not 
succeed. There were derisive cries and 
hooting and groaning as the operatives 
quit work, but no violence afterward. 
The striking weavers held a meeting and 
decided'to stay out at the Sagamore mill 
No.2 Some of the weagers stayed out 
Monday afternoon. Others remained 
away yesterday afternoon, and only 3800 
looms were running yesterday. Today 
the No. 1 mill was not started, but the 
No. 2 mill is running. 

Sagamore is not in the manufacturers’ 
agreement, and the shutdown of No. 1 
mill will not affect the running of other 
mills. Sagamore No. 1 has been running 
under a reduction forthree weeks. The 
reason for singling out the Sagamore is 
not known. It is reported that operatives 
accuse Treasurer Brayton of the Sagamore 
of under selling the market and bringing 


A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


Starvation Confronts the Fishermen 
and Indians of Labrador. 


—_—_— 


FISHING AND HUNTING WERE POOR 


Red Men Returned to the 
“Woods Without Food. 


—— 


MOoNTREAL, Oct. 17.—Judge Vallee, the 
stipendjary magistrate for the north por- 
tion of the St. Lawrence, has returned to 
Quebec after a five months’ visit to the 
Canadian Labrador, the island of Anticosti 
and other places. He reports that the fish- 
ing along the Labrador coast has been 
very bad, and unless government assist- 
ance is promptly sent, many deaths from 
starvation must occur before next winter 
is over. 

To aggravate the situation for the fisher- 


men the price of codfish fell during the 
summer from 30 to50 cents a quintal. 
The distress is already very great, and the 
outlook is rendered more discouraging by 
the probability that none of the timber 
limits there will be worked this year. 
Indians the Worst Sufferers. 

As for the coast Indians, their condition 
is even worse than that of the fishing col- 
onies, the yield of their hunt this year 
having been very poor, and the Hudson 
Bay company’s ports having refused in 
many places to make them further ad- 
vances, the result being that many of the 
Indian families returned to the woods 
this fall without provisions. 

The reasons assigned by the company 
for making no more advances are that the 
Indians do not adhere to their engage- 
ments to bring their furs to those who ad- 
vance them provisions and because they 
exchange their furs for strong liquor. 

The Indians themselves complain that 
their annual hunts have yielded less and 
less for some years past, owing to the great 
forest fires which have ravaged the interior 
of the peninsula. During the past sum- 
mer more than 150 miles of their hunting 
grounds were completely swept by fire. 
Fishing was fairly good this year around 
Anticosti, but the population is falling 
off year by year. 

The Maine's Preliminary Spin. 

NEw Lonvon, Conn., Oct. 17.—The bat- 
tleship Maine had a preliminary spin yes- 
terday down the Sound. When Cornfield 
Point lightship was abeam, the Maine was 
turned about, and the mannerin which 
she answered her helm was the subject of 
favorable comment, It is the opinion 
that the Maine will prove equal to all the 
tests that inay be made of her engines and 
machinery. 

A Plucky Old Ped. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Edward P. Wes- 
ton, the famous pedestrian, will under- 
take to cover adistance of 468 miles over 
the country roads of this state in 12 con- 
secutive days. The determination of the 
veteran to again test’his mettle was the re- 
sult of a wager. Weston will make the 
start from Newburg on Monday next, 
and will complete his task at Middletown 
on Nov. 3. 

Ship Ivanhoe Overdue. 

San Francisco, Oct. 17.—The gale 
which prevailed along the north Pacific 
coast has undoubtedly caused widespread 
disaster to shipping interests. At least 
three schooners are known to be wrecked, 
and there are grave reasons for believing 
that the American ship Ivanhoe has been 
lost with all on board. 


The U. A, M. of Connecticut, 

NEw Lonvoy, Conn., Oct. 17.—The an- 
nual session of the State Council of United 
American Mechanics convened here yester- 
day. The net gain for the year in the state 
was 312. Connecticut heads the state list 
of membership in proportion to popula- 
tion, there being one Mechanic to every 
82.7 of population.

ONE OF THE FINEST. 


Creditable Performance of the New 
Battleship Maine. 


A TRIP ON LONG ISLAND SOUND 


To Test Her Development of 
Horse Power. 


New York, Oct. 18.—The official trial 
of the United States battleship Maine 
which took place on Long Island Sound 
promises good results, as the ship passed 
through it very creditably. N.¥F. Palmer, 
Jr., representing the contractors, was very 
anxious to have the trial take place in 
deep water, as the Sound is too shallow, 
he said, for a fair test, as yesterday’s run 
showed very plainly, as she banked the 
water on each side of her, instead of its go- 
ing underneath. 


THE CRUIBER MAINE 

It was stated that had the trial been in 
20 to 30 fathoms of water, instead of in 
8 or 10, a much better horse power 
would have resulted. 

By noon the big ship was under way 
from the anchorage off New London, 
Conn. As soon as the Maine's anchor was 
hoisted she was sent along at a good rate 
of speed from the entrance to New London 
harbor until abreast of Watch Hill. Here 
she was turned about and headed toward 
the Sound. 

At 1:30 o'clock everything was in readi- 
ness for the trial to begin, and a moderate 
forced draught was put on. The ship was 
heading straight into a northwester and 
the wind was also against her. She went 
along at a 15-knot gait, and there was 
scarcely any vibration observable on 
board, notwithstanding the velocity with 
which her machinery was being driven. 

Showed a Speed of 18 Knots. 

Just as the ship was passing Race Rock 
lighthouse she was making 18 knots an 
hour, but between the Bartlett Reef and 
Cornfield lightships, a distance of 1114 
miles, her time was 46 ininutes. The gen- 
eral verdict is that she will be an 18-knot 
boat. 

The force of the wind and the velocity of 
the ship caused the spray to wash over- 
board from bow to stern, and frequently 
it went over the bridge and pilot house. 

This not being a trial of speed, but one 
of the development of horse power, the 
most interesting work took place below 
decks. The corps of expert engineers took 
eight half-hourly observations of the main 
engines, cylinders and other parts of the 
plant. The average number of revolu- 
tions was found to be 127, and the average 
steam pressure 141. 

Engineer Melville was not very com- 
municative a the trial was concluded, 
but he said tha. the engines had worked 
satisfactorily, and there was no doubt that 
the horse power would reach, if not exceed, 
the requisite 9000. 

One of the Finest In the World. 


Pilot Arcularius, who took the Maine 
up from the Brooklyn navy yard last Sat- 
urday, sald that she was one of the 
finest of her classin the world. He par- 
ticularly mentioned the easy manner in 
which she answered the helm, and said 
that her steering gear worked perfectly. 

When the four hours allotted for the 
trial were up, the ship was off Stratford, 
Conn. She continued to run at a fair rate 
of speed until Whitestone was abeam. 
The anchor was then dropped, and the big 
battleship remained there until this 
morning, as Captain Bunce did not con- 
sider it safe to have her pass through Hell 
Gate during the night. 

Today she will be brought down to the 
navy yard, and as soonas possible her 
barbettes will be completed and her guns 
placed in position. 


Thrown Out by Judge Scott. 

OMAHA, Oct. 18.—Judge Scott and the 
other five judges of the district disagreed 
regarding transferring the libel case 
against Editor Rosewater of The Bee to 
some other judge, owing to the allega- 
tions of prejudice made against Scott.

Boston's Voting Strength. 

Boston, Oct. 18.—The registration of 
voters for the coming state election closed 
throughout the city last night. Approxi- 
mately 10,000 names have been added since 
Sept. 1, swelling the number of voters in 
this city to 88,000. There was no per- 
ceptible advantage in point of numbers to 
either side by the registration in Republi- 
can and Democratic wards. 


A Democratic Love Feast. 

New HAveEN, Oct. 18.—An informal 
banquet was last night tendered to Demo- 
sratic nominees on the state ticket. All 
the nominees were present and made brief 
informal speeches. Each predicted the 
success of the Democratic state ticket if 
the entire Democratic vote was polled. 
Every Democrat was yrged to do his duty. 


AN AGED TOWN. 


Attleboro is Celebrating the 200th An- 
niversary of Her Birth. 


ATTLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 18.—This towr 
is celebrating the 200th anniversary of its 
existence. Special services were held in 
each church yesterdsy and a union service 
in the Second Congregational church last 
night. There was a saiute of artillery and 
& parade of school children today. To 
morrow there will be a great procession o! 
military, firemen and trades’ organiza 
tions, followed by fireworks and a grand 
ball in the evening. William Blackstone 
was the first settler on the original site o 
the town. Attleboro was the center oi 
King Philip’s war in 1675. 

The town was originally a part of what 
was called the Rehoboth North Purchase. 
It was purchased in 1661 from Wamsitta, 
sachem of the Pokanoket tribe of Indians, 
and included all the land bounded on the 
west by the Blackstone river, on the north 
by the so-called Massachusetts colony line, 
on the east by the Taunton North Pur 
chase, now Marshfield, Norton and Easton, 
and south by the old town of Rehoboth. 

The name was probably taken from the 
old town of Attleboro in England, which 
is situated on the banks of the Bungay 
river. Here is also a small stream, which 
was named the Bungay, and probably 
there were among the early settlers those 
who came from that section of the mothe 
country. 


RUSSIA’S BIG FLEET 


Will Have Much to Do With Japanese 
Movements In Corea. 

Loxpon, Oct. 18.—The Times today pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Tien-Tsin saying 
that Japanese papers received at that place 
afford negative evidence that the report 
circulated three weeks ago of the dispatch 
of an army corps from Hiroshima for the 
invasion of China was true, any such 
expedition being rendered impossible by 
the shattered condition of the Japanese 
fl-et. 

The dispatch adds that perhaps Japan 
begins to reflect on the problem of the 
eventual extrication of her troops from 
Corea, where they_remain on the suffer 
ance of the maritime powers, especially 
Russia, who is sending 11 additional ships, 
including three ironclads. Russia will 
thus have the most formidable fleet ever 
assembled east of Suez. 

News from the front is scarce. The 
Chinese headquarters is at Chuleang- 
Cheng, General Singy in command, Gen- 
erals Yeh and Weh having been degraded. 
The Japanese headquarters is at Ping- 
Yang. Their outposts in the direction ot 
the Yalu river seem to be occupied in road 
making. 


A Parisian Sensation, 

Paris, Oct. 18.—Madame Marie Creste, 
since Ambroise Thomas refused her a 
prize at the conservatoire, has been pos- 
sessed with a mania against Thomas and 
has placarded Paris with abusive posters, 
etc. Believing that Thomas was lunching 
with President Casimer-Perier, she rode on 
horseback into the courtyard of the palace 
of the Elysee yesterday, screaming ‘Vive 
Casimer-Perier,”” “A bas Thomas.” She 
was arrested. 

Must Remain In the Asylum, 

Boston, Oct. 18.—Judge Putnam yes- 
terday filed an opinion in the case of Will- 
iam H. King, the insane millionaire, de- 
ciding that King must remain in the 
asylum. This finally settles the litigation 
which has been carried on for a long time 
by friends of Mr. King, who belleved that 
heshould be at liberty. Mr. King has 
been in the McLean asylum for the insane 
for a number of years. 


Favorable to Harvard College. 

Newport, R. L, Oct. 18.—It is reported 
that the widow of Professor Cooke, who 
was connected with Harvard college for 
over 30 years, will carry out the provisions 
of her husband's will, despite the unau 
thorized statement that her husband made 
a codicil depriving Harvard of a probable 
share of his estate because of the dismissal 
of two of his relatives. 


Army Trouble Smoothed Over. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—There has been 
some friction between General McCook 
and Lieutenant Colonel Noyes, at Denver, 
and the last named officer brought the 
matter to the attention of the war depart- 
ment. Itis said that the difficulty has 
been adjusted, although the basis of settle. 
ment cannot be learned. 


A Royal Visitor. 

PortspAM, Oct. 18.—Alexander, the 18 
year-old King of Servia, arrived here last 
evening from Buda-Pesth on a visit to 
Emperor William. Great preparations 
had been made for his reception, and it 
was generally understood that this meant 
that the visit had political significance. 

Fatal Card Game, 

TRINIDAD, Colo., Oct. 18.—A man named 
Urgers, who came here about three weeks 
ago, ina quarrel over a game of cards, 
shot Antonio Precarso and his brother, 
killing the former and fatally wounding 
the latter. The murderer is under guard 
to prevent lynching.

It Will Not Be Allowed to Pass Over 
to a Republican. 


TAMMANY'S PLANS ARE UPSET 


By Straus’ Conclusion Not to 
Run For Mayor. 


LITTLE FaLis, N. Y, Oct. 19.—One of 
the most intimate political associates of 
Senator Hill asserts that if the Republi- 
cans secure control of the legislature the 
senator will retain his seat in the senate, 
and will not qualify as vernor, even 
though he be elected. 

“There is no doubt whatever,” said the 
gentleman, “that Senator Hill will keep 
his seat in the senate, even though he wins 
the gubernatorial race, rather than allow 
the Republicans to name his successor. 
Of course the Democrats are going to 
make a strong effort to elect a large num- 
ber of their assemblymen. With the legis- 
lature Democratic, on joint ballot, Hill 
will take his seat if elected. 

“T am of the opinion thatif Hill should 
be elected governor and the legislature be 
Republican, the voters of the Democratic 
party would not condemn Hill if he al- 
lowed Lockwood to qualify as governor. 
Some of Hill’s most trusted lieutenants 
approve of such a move, and unless he 
changes his mind between now and New 
Year's, he will not take his seat in the 
governor’s chair, unless there is a Demo- 
cratic majority in the legislature on joint 
ballot.”’ 


TAMMANY IN A MUDDLE, 


Arrangements Knocked Out by the With- 
drawal of Straus, 

New YORK, Octe 19.—Nathan Straus 
yesterday afternoon sent his secretary, 
Mr. Kincaid, with a letter to the northern 
portion of thg state to Mr. Hill with refer- 
ence to the question as to whether the sen- 
ator’s name will be allowed to stand on 
the state Democratic county ticket. 
Mr. Straus’ conversation indicated that 
he would withdraw from the race for 
mayor if Hill allowed the Republican 
local ticket to be printed on the Demo- 
cratic state ticket. 

An intimate friend of Nominee Nathan 
Straus says: ‘‘Mr. Straus has practically 
decided to withdraw from the mayoralty 
race. This decision was arrived at after 
Mr. Straus received word from a close 
friend of Senator Hill, in which thé latter 
declined to accede to Mr. Straus’ request. 

“Such Tammany leaders as Mayor Gil- 
roy, ex-Mayor Grant, Delancey Nicoll, 
John M. Bowers and others labored long 
and earnestly with Mr. Straus, bringing 
all sorts of argument to bear, but the 
nominee was obdurate and insisted upon 
withdrawing.” 

The withdrawal of Mr. Straus will once 
more put the Tammany slate all awry, 
and until the leaders meet this even- 
ing, when the official announcement of 
Mr. Straus’ withdrawal will, itis thought, 
be made known, eyerything must bea 
matter of conjecture, 

Itisadmitted by most of the leaders 
that ex-Mayor Grant can have the nom- 
ination if he will only accept, but it is not 
believed that he will. Mr. Grant has fre- 
quently said that his business will not 
allow of his engaging in politics. It is 
known that he has within the past month 
withstood much pressure from such a 
source asthe gubernatorial candidate on 
the Democratic ticket. 

Then, too, Mr. Grant was heard to say 
he did not think himself a strong candi- 
date, and agreed with Mayor Gilroy that 
the candidate for mayor should be selected 
from outside the organization. It is the 
opinion of the rank and file of Tammany 
Hall that Mr. Grant’s position is analagous 
to that of Senator Hill, and that he will 
be compelled to accept the nomination.

A VUUBLE HANGING, 


Ewo Tough Characters Known to Have 
Been Criminals From Childhood, 


Sr. PauL, Oct. 13—Governor Nelson 
declined to extend clemency to Murderers 
Ermisch and Wonigkelt, and they were 
hanged this morning. These two young 
desperadoes, masked, at about 9 o'clock 
on the evening of May 2, entered the sa- 
Yoon of L. R. Kohlman, commanded every- 
body in the room to throw up hands and 
demanded the cash at the bar. They then 
shot down and killed Lindholf, the bar- 
keeper. Though Ermisch was but 19 and 
Wonigkeit less than 21, it was shown that 
from childhood they had been criminals. 

They were sent to the reformatory for 
burglary, and after two years they came 
back to St. Paul, armed themselves with 
revolvers and amused themselves on the 
highways leading to St. Paul by holding 
up farmers in broad daylight and robbing 
them of their watches and cash. After a 
few days at this sport they murdered Lind- 
holf. 

After the conviction an effort was made 
to induce Governor Nelson to reprieve the 
young men to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. Many feared that the gov- 
ernor would be prevailed upon, in view of 
the youth of the culprits, to grant the re- 
prieve. But fortunately the true desperate 
character of the murderers soon came to 
light. 

Ermisch secured a revolver through his 
mother, and attempted to carry out the 
plot for escape laid between himself and 
Wonigkeit. He shot and painfully 
wounded his death-watch and escaped 
part way through the jail. It was his in- 
tention to corner the death-watch 
in the end of the corridor on 
his cell floor, compel him to _ give 
up the key to Wonigkeit’s cell, and then 
release his partnerin crime. 3ut the 
death-watch was too quick and foiled his 
scheme. Whatever intention the governor 
may have hadin the matter, this daring 
break made it impossible for clemency to 
be extended. 


Freight Cars Wrecked. 

SOMERVILLE, Mass., Oct. 19.—The “‘Fly- 
ing Yankee”’ train ran into the rear end of 
a wild freight on the eastern division of 
the Boston and Maine road, near the 
Mystic avenue bridge, last night and piled 
up cars inall directions.

He Will Have Higher Powers 
Than Any Archbishop.

There have been denials of. the report of 
Father Papi’s move, but the facts are now 
learned beyond any question. The request 
was very broad and contemplated a re- 
tirement from his official connection with 
the Vatican's foreign service and the 
prospective honorsin store ferhim. It 
was made known that he desired to re- 
tire from the world and deyote his life in 
the Jesuit order, 

To this end he applied to the provincial 
of the Jesuit order in New York for ad- 
mission, and on the granting of the exeat 
here he would have been transferred. 

The plans were modified, however, by 
the premature reports of Father Papi's in- 
tentions. It was felt also by those having 
Jesuit interests at heart that the accession 
of Mgr. Satolli’s secretary by the Jesuits 
might arouse criticism on the ground that 
the one best informed on confidential 
transactions of the ablegate had joined the 
order popularly supposed to be opposed to 
Mgr. Satolli. 

While this criticism would be ground- 
less, it was deemed advisable to avoid the 
possible charge of a ‘Jesuit trick.” For 
this reason, it is believed that the New 
York provincial will advise Father Papi 
to wait a year or two before taking his 
exeat and joining the order, by which 
time Father Papi's confidential relations 
with Mgr, Satolli will have terminated. 

Concerning the Cardinalate 

to be c srred_ on Archbishop Satolli, 
there appears to be no ground for the re- 
ports that notice of appointment has been 
forwarded to the ablegate. The consistory 
of cardinals, which advises with the pope 
on the creation of cardinals, does not meet 
until next m , 80 that the actual de- 
his appointment will not 
be made until then. 

In the meantime there are seven names 
under consideration, from which number 
it is considered certain that five cardinals 
will be named, Mgr. Satolli is among the 
five. There are no further American 
names among those under consideration. 
It is expected that the conferring of the 
red hat on Mgr. Satolli will be celebrated 
at Cardinal Gibbons’ church in Baltimore, 
and that several noblemen of high rank 
and distinguished prelates will go from 
here as the personal representatives of the 
pot >. 


There Is a Doubt 
as to whether Mgr. Satolli’s cardinalate 
will carry jurisdiction over the diocese or 
will be purely honorary. Cardinal Gib- 
bons is also archbishop of the Baltimore 
diocese, including Virginia, Maryland and 
the District of Columbia, which makes 
him a powerful as well as honorary pre- 
late. Whether a xcese Will be created 
for the new cardinal is still undetermined. 

It is probable ever, that his juris- 
diction over questions between bishops’ 
and priests’ conflicts will be regarded as 
equivalent toa decree. Allof the papers 
in these trials are in Latin, and as Mgr. 
Satolli is a pet tin scholar, as well as 
a master of canon law, he is considered 
better qualified for the work than for 
supervision over the active labors ofa 
diccese. 

The title is likely, therefore, to be hon- 
orary, Without the supplementary power 
of an archbishop. Yet, as the personal 
representative of the pope in America, the 
cardinal will occ + station higher than 
that which the powers of archbishop could 
bring to him.

Editorial Comment, 


ANOTHER EVIDENCE of the growth of 
Quincy is the fact that it is one of the few 
cities of the Commonwealth which shows 
an increase in number of voters this year, 
and that without any unusual effort. Of 
the thirty cities, the following show a de- 
crease since 1893: Brockton, Cambridge, 
Fitchburg, Fali River, Gloucester, Haver- 
hill, Holyoke, Lynn, Medford, Northamp- 
ton, New Bedford, Newburyport, Newton, 
Springtield, Taunton, Waltham and 
Worcester. Quite a number of the above 
are even smaller than in 1892, while 
Quincy made a substantial gain over both 
years, and has reached high water mark in 
its registration. 

But how about Boston? “June” will 
be interested in a comparison of the 
figures of Quincy and Boston. ‘The figures 
of the Quincy Assessors show this city to 
have madea gain of 136 over the State 
election of last year. Boston added but 

33. This only illustrates, and very forci- 
ble, that Quincy is gaining faster than 
Boston. Quincy has a larger number of 
voters than these cities individually: Chic- 
opee, Everett, Medford, Northampton, 
Newburyport and Woburn. And about 
the same number as the enterprising cities 
of Waltham and Pittsfield. 


THE ARTICLE headed ‘“‘Appeal to the 
stomach”? which appeared in yesterday’s 
LEDGER, carried with it a wrong impres- 
sion. It appeared from the reading that 
Mr. Titus gave the Committee on Annexa- 
tion, who visited Squantum on Wednesday, 
a rich banquet, to influence them in favor 
of annexation; but all who are acquainted 
with Mr. and Mrs. Titus, know that they 
entertain all who stop at their residence in 
a most generous style, and on this occasion 
there was no exception.

The parents must de- 
mand it, if they expect to get proper re- 
turns for the time spent in school. If any 
pupil says that he has nothing to do at 
home, something is wrong, and the matter 
should be investigated.”

F. Cusickof Brookline by a vote of 25 to 
21. 

Voters in the tenth congressional dis- 
trict have no reason to complain that they 
have not sufficient material from which to 
select a candidate on election day. They 
have, besides the regular party nominees, 
Atwood on the Republican and McNary on 
the Democratic side, Peabody as an 
independent Republican, Morton the Popu- 
list and Fitzgerald the Socialist. The last 
named was the leader of the industrial 
army on its Washington excursion. Evi- 
dently he fell in love with the place, but it 
is not expected that he will run so well as 
he walked. The Prohibitionists have no 
candidate of their own in the district, but 
most of them will throw their votes for 
Peabody.—Transcript.

LIQUOR DISPENSARY LAW 
To Le Passed Upon by the Atterney Gem- 
eral’s Department. 

WVASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The secretary of 
the treasury has referred to the attorney 
general for his opinion on & uestion 
raised by the enactment of Da es =~ 

law in the state of Sou ‘aro- 
rrgeiread Can the state officers enter 
atiat States bonded warehouses and con- 
fiscate spirits on the payment of the inter- 
nal revenue tax to the general govern- 
ment. In a letter to Secretary Carlisle, 
asking that the opinion of the attorney 
general be asked, Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Mills says: 

‘The natural effect of acquiescence in 
the course proposed by Governor Tillman 
would be probable complete destruction 
of the bonded warehouse system within 
the state, end the consequent ceasing of 
business of manufacturing distilled *p ts 
under the internal revenue laws and the 
loss to the United States of further in- 
come from that source. The dispensary 
law has been construed by the state su- 
preme court as not absolutely prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of distilled spirits 
within the state, but it appears also that 
under the law the er in the state 
cannot sell his product to private persons 
within the state, nor, if I rightly appre 
hend the provisions of the third section, to 
private persons to be shipped out of the 
state, but only to the state commission or 
to persons outside of the state and under 
regulations which would seriously incon- 
venience the shipper. 

“Under such restrictions there would 
Rardly be any further lawful production 
of distilled spirits within the state. The 
question is broadly presented whether a 
state can so legislate as incidentally to de- 
prive the United States of one of its de- 
clared sources of revenue.”

A DETECTIVE’S YARN.

*“‘When I reached the city, it was 
dark, and I walked down to Slade’s 
dive in my convict’s rig, which had 
been soaked with water to carry out my

Pennsylvania Railroad Time. 

There was a time when folks used to 
set their watches by the town clock. 
Nowadays the railway timepiece seems 
to set the pace. There is so much travel- 
ing and so many have to catch trains 
that men try to keep railroad time. 

Few think, however, how difficult it 
is to keep that same railroad time 
straight. A bad watch or false time, 
even to the extent of a minute or two, 
might easily involve the destruction of 
a@ train and many lives. Conductors 
and engineers not only must have good 
time keeping watches, but they must 
have a very accurate standard of time 
to go by. All clocks vary, but most 
clocks vary too much for railroad ac- 
curacy. 

All over the great Pennsylvania sys- 
tem the clocks are regulated every 24 
hours by telegraph from Altoona, where 
they get the standard time in seconds 
from Washington. The conductors and 
engineers running out of Philadelphia 
get their time from the clock in the ro- 
tunda at the Broad street station, the 
big one in the center just outside the 
waiting room, which occupies the same 
position in the new station that it did 
in the old. This clock, which cost over 
$400, is considered a wonder and in the 
old station seldom varied more than 
two seconds in the 24 hours. It has not 
been doing quite so well since taken 
down and put up again, but is improv- 
ing and is so much better than any oth- 
er clock known that nobody thinks of 
changing it, and in al! probability in a 
little while, when it grits accu 
its position and surroundings, it will 
come as near perfect accuracy as it ever 
has in its history. —Philadelphia Times. 


The Kaiser's Favorite Dish. 

The German kaiser and kaiserin 
usually breakfast and dine with 20 to 
60 friends. They call that a ‘‘home’’ 
luncheon or dinner. The cuisine is half 
English and half German, and meats 
are always served in great variety, as 
the kaiser is a great meat eater. Ger- 
man champagne is furnished with soup, 
Moselle and Rhine wine follow and then 
Burgundy and Heidsick Royal with the 
dessert. 

The latter is a special brand mann- 
factured expressly for his majesty, 
who has always from 6,000 to 10,000 
quarts of it in his cellars. The kaiser’s 
favorite dish is Vienna roast beef, or 
pot roast. Whenever he visits at a 
hous?, his court marshal asks the host to 
place this dish on the menu. The 
kaiser’s menu is always in German 
script except when foreigners are in- 
vited who do not speak the language. 
The kaiser keeps no pastry cook. All 
pastries for the schloss are furnished by 
a caterer in Unter den Linden. 

The Empress Frederick’s cuisine has 
never excited the enthusiasm of gour- 
mets. It is neither English nor French 
nor German. Her majesty is inordinate- 
ly fond of cream, which is added to 
most dishes on her table. Purees and 
pastries are much liked —New York 
World.

General Booth has just completed a 
triumphal tour of Canada and starts from 
New York for all of the leading cities of 
the United States. He believes, and Bal- 
lington Booth agrees with him in this, 
that the tour means 100,000 recruits to the 
Salvation Army during the coming six 
months. 

Perhaps the greatest ovation to be ten- 
dered General Booth, except that in New 
York, will be that in Pittsburg, where 20 
neighboring towns will join in the serv- 
ices. Commander Booth is accompanied 
on his tour by his sons, Commanders Her- 
bert Booth of Toronto, Ballington Booth 
of New York, and his private secretary, 
Staff Captain Malan. 


RECORDS SMASHED. 


Remarkable Performances by Crack Cy- 
clists on Waltham’s Track. 

WALTHAM, Mass., Oct. 20.—Five world’s 
records went to smash at the bicycle track 
here. Harry Tyler started to break the 
two-mile standing recerd, and he cut 
dewn the record 18s., and his time, 4m. 8s., 
was under recerd for the same distance 
made en a flying start. Arthur W. Porter 
made new figures for the third and half 
mile class A records. Gardner broke the 
record for the unpaced third of a mile. 

The record up to yesterday for the 
standing two miles was held by Kennedy, 
at 4:15, and was made at Denver at the 
national meet there last August. Butler 
holds the flying start record for that dis- 
tance, 4:04 45, but he must better it now 
te hold out against Tyler. 

Tyler's intermediate times were: Quar- 
ter, 28 1-5; third, 42 1-5: half, 1:01 1-5; two- 
thirds, 1:2045; three-quarters, 1:30 1-5; 
mile, 2m.; quarter, 2:30 1-5; third, 9:40 8-5; 
half, 8:00 4-5; two-thirds, 3:221-5; three- 
quarters, 3:32 2-5; two miles, 4:03. 

The conditions were excellent for record 
breaking, and Porter, too, decided to take 
advantage of the opportunity. He lowered 
Davidson's class A record for the flying 
half from 56s. to 552-5. The flying third 
he lowered to $44.5; the quarter was rid- 
den in 26 2-5. 

Arthur Gardner of Chicago next tried 
for the unpaced third-mile. He equalled 
the world’s record, which is the class A 
record also, and which is held by Allen, 
89 1-5s. Sanger’s class B record of 40s. 
dropped, however, ¢5s. Gardner’s quar- 
ter was nade In 28 8-5s., his third in 30 1-is. 


Marchioness Warts a Divorce. 

Lewxpox, Oct. 20.—The Marchioness of 
Queensberry has lodged a petition for the 
nullification of her marriage. John S. 
Douglas, eighth Marquis of Queensberry, 
was married in 1866 to Sibyl Montgomery, 
who obtained a divorce from him in 1887.

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DEATH HOVERS NEAR 


Court Officials and Friends Hastening 
to, the Czar’s Bedside, 


SYMPATHY FOR HIM IS UNIVERSAL. 


Appeals to the Deity to Spare 
the Monarch’s Life. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—The last red tape cor- 
fon that is always drawn around the truth 
by diplomacy was broken when M. de 
Staal, the Russian ambassador to Great 
Britain, admitted that telegrams that had 
been received at the embassy preclude any 
hope that the sufferer of Falta would 
never again rise from his bed. Baron 
Mohrenheim, Russian ambassador to 
France, furnished the Paris Figaro with 
the same unwelcome news. 

If this is not sufficient, the fight of court 
officials, the forced journeys af members 
of the Russian imperial family, the alarm 
of the various courts, the shivering bourses 
and the prayers offered up in churches are 
irrrefutable testimony of the fact that the 
ezar is dying. 

Throughout the day and eveninga rain 
of telegrams has fallen in this city. Com- 
piled and sifted, those facts are gleaned: 
M. Benkendorff, the Russian court cham- 
berlain, has countermanded every order 
that has been issued in connection with 
the proposed visit of the czar to Corfu. 
Many officials have started for Livadia. 
Princess Alix, the czarewitch’s betrothed, 
will arrive at Yalta, where the czar is so- 
journing, on Monday, and she will be pre- 
ceded by a few hours by Grand Duke Vla- 
dimir. The Grand Duke Alix arrived in 
Paris yesterday morning, and left last 
night on the Oriental express, which is 
due at Yalta on Tuesday. 

Around the palace at Yalta there was 
yesterday placed a triple cordon of police 
and soldiers, in order that no access could 
be had tothe palace from without, and 
that notbing from within could escape to 
the world unlessit first passed through 
the crucible of censership. 

Uneasy Feeling Among Fimanciers. 

So grave are the issues depending upon 
the czar’s life that even the people of 
Russia are obliged to be satisfied with curt 
official bulletins so meager as to suggest 
in every case fully chosen word theery of 
the worst. This is the reading by the 
bourses, to which the London stock mar- 
ket furnished a promptecho. Russian se- 
curities declined from weakness, but it 
seemed that the markets everywhere were 
checked later by heavy purchases which, 
it is reported, were made on account of 
the Russian treasury in order to prevent a 

mic. Thusthe uneasy feeling among 

anciers found its foil. 

Dispatches received from St. Petersburg 
report that the city wears its usual aspect, 
except that crowds of people arein every 
street grouped about the places where the 
bulletins were posted. Here they have 
been olustered, watting the receipt of fur- 
ther news. Last night the theaters were 
open as usual, but the audiences were op- 
pressed by a sense of calamity. In Russia 
this is entirely neutral. 

Many Sympathizers, 

What certainly isa remarkable feature 
of the present crisis is the sympathy de- 
veloped within the past 24 hours im Lon- 
don for the czar, the man and the sufferer. 
Inthe cluls, omnibuseées, trains and every-~ 
where where people come together there ia 
hardly any subject discussed but that of 
the czar’s sickness. 

The keenness of English sympathy has 
been deepened by the news that a nerve 
specialist has been called to the side of the 
osarina, sister of the Princess of Wales, 
who is herself threatened by the strain of 
pursing the dying emperor. Nor are the 
English alone in their sympathy. From 
Cettinje, the capital of Montenegro, Prince 
Nicholas this morning telegraphed to the 
ezarewitch, saying: “In the deep anxiety 
and pain which the news from Livadia 
causes me,Ican only unite my prayers 
with yours fora lengthening of the prec- 
fous days of my great and noble protzo- 

eee 
™ Prayers For Recovery. 

The churches throughout Russia held 
apecial services yesterday for the recovery 
of the czar. In the Cathedral of St. Isaac 
in St” Petersburg the highest officials to 
the moujiks joined in solemn petition to 
God to save the czar. 

In the Russian church in Paris services 
were also held, and were attended by 
many notabilities. The services were 
marked with deep emotion, yet the 
thoughts of those present must have fown 
ahead, asking: ‘When the czar is dead, 
what then ?” 

The Temps answers the question thus: 
“In theday when his majesty passes away, 
beyond dispute the prestige of Russia will 
not be diminished, neither will the rea- 
sons which have drawn her to France be 
weakened, nor will the sentiments uniting 
the two peoples be altered, but Europe as 
a moral entity will have sustained an ap- 
preciable loss. She will lack a portion of 
her conscience. This is great praise for a 
prince, Alexander alone has merited it.’’ 
London admits that a serious crisis is 
possible, but yet hardly probable. 

His Condition Unchanged. 

A bulletin issued at Livadiaat 10 o’clock 
last night says that the czar passed Thurs- 
day almost without sleep. His general 
weakness and the action of his heart are 
unchanged. The cadema of the feet, 
which previously appeared, has increased. 
His general condition isunchanged. This 
bulletin is signed by the five doctors in at- 
tendance upon him. 

Further news from Livadia ts anxiously 
awaited. All kinds of conflicting rumors 
are afloat. It is impossible to learn any- 
thing in official quarters beyond the bul- 
letins. Several Russian journals have 
hurriedly sent special correspondents to 
Livadia. Grave fears are expressed that 
Princess Alix will arrive at Yalta too late 
toallow of her marriage to the czare- 
witch taking place before the czar’s death.

LOWELL NEXT. 
Spinners Propose to Fight Against Redae 
Liens in Wages. 

New BeEprForp, Mass., Oct. 2¢.—Up to 
the present spinners have been paying 
50 cents a week inte the funds; hereafter 
they will pay $61. Secretary Ross said this 
course was not taken to promote hostility, 
but for future defense of the union’s pur 
poses. The spinners, as wel) as all other 
branches of textile labor, have learned a 
good lesson in unionism, and they pro- 
pose to profit by experience. 

Tomorrow, the exeoutive committee of 
the National Mule Spinners’ union will 
meetin Bosten. Among the business to be 
transacted will be the remitting of strike 
fees on New Bedford and Fall River spin- 
ners and perfecting of plans for the in- 
stitution of a bitter fight against the Low- 
ell manufacturers who have been reducing 
operatives’ wages. 

Regarding the matter, one ef the prom- 
inent officials of the union said that the 
wages of the Lowell spinners are 10 per 
cent lower than those of the New Bedford 
and Fall River eperatives, and the union 
preposes to take am active part in having 
the wages of the Lowell operatives brought 
up to the regular standard. 

Labor unions in this elty are preparing 
a bill for presentation to the next legisla- 
ture, asking that all members of board of 
public werks be elected by the people, in- 
stead of the present system of appoint- 
ment. This action is brought about by 
the claim of the union mechanics that 
they have been denied employment by the 
board, who give unskilled help the prefer 
ence. 


A DANGEROUS CRANK 
Used a Revolver to Enforce a Demand 
For $1000 From a Bank. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 20.—A crank entered 
the Clinton Place bank yesterday after- 
noonand demanded $1000 from Paying 
Teller Hind. The teller told the crank to 
wait. As Hind turned away, the crank 
fired a revolver point blank at him and 
the bullet flew by Hind’s head. The crank 
was turned over to the police. 

The prisoner said his name was Charles 
Freeman, and that he lived at 66 First 
street. He said that he was 89 years old, 
and had been born in Portland, Me. 

When questioned by the judge as to 
why he had done this, he answered: “I 
acted under the instruction of my God.” 

After answering a few unimportant 
questions, he voluntecred the following 
information: 

“About three months ago the Lord put 
itinto my head to get enough money to 
build a home for consumptives. I had the 
consumption myself about six years ago, 
but Icured myself by myown skill. I 
am somewhat learned im the occult sci- 
ences.”’ 

‘How did you treat yourself?” 

“Ah, that is my secret, and a valuable 
one it is, and I was going to employ it in 
the home.”’ 

He was held for further examination. 


Chinesg Emperer’s Birthday. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20.—Preparations for the 
celebration of the emperor's birthday have 
been going on for some time in all parts 
of China. The present emperor, whose 
name is K:-angsii, and whe is only 25 
years old, celebrates his birthday today. 
He is known by sight to very few of his 
400,000,000 subjects, for the simple reason 
that he cannot appear in public, and even 
when he journeys out of the palace 
grounds at Pekin he is carried in aclose 
sedan chair and the roads are guarded to 
preventany curious intruders from ap- 
proaching the royal presence. 


Significant Utterances, 

BERLIN, Oct. 20.—At the banquet given 
by Emperor William at the new palace to 
the guests who had attended the ceremony 
of consecrating the flags of the new bat- 
talions, his majesty, it is reported, thanked 
the commanding generals and the regi- 
mental commanders for their efforts to 
complete the efficiency of the army, so 
that, in case of necessity, it would bein a 
position to protect the empire from foreign 
foes and to maintain its authority at 
home. 

All In Three Menths. 

PortsMouTH, N. H., Oot. 20.—Dr. F. A. 
Dallen of this city, in July, met Georgi 
Stott, a miss of 18 years. They were united 
in marriage, and during the same week 
she was discovered in the company of 
other men too much to suit the doctor, 
who objected.

She was 
not prosecuted, and on being released left 
town, and has not been seen since. The 
husband commenced proceedings for di- 
vorce, and it was granted him yesterday.

LOW-PRICED WHEAT AND COTTON. 


The Business Conditions of 
Canada Reviewed. 


New York, Oct. 90.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Cotton 
below 6 cents and wheat below 55 cents, 
each lower than ever since pre#snt class!- 
fications were known, with exports of gold, 
instead of products at such prices, in Oo- 
tober, are the salient features in business 
this week. 

Distribution ef goeds te consumers goes 
en fairly, with gains at nearly all points 
in comparison with last year, but not yet 
at a rate to sustain the present volume of 
manufacturing production, so that prices 
weaken a little. 

The domestic trade represented by rail- 
road earnings in October ts 8.4 per cent 
less than last year and 18.4 per cené less 
than in 189%. 

The payments througk the principal 
clearing houses for the third week of 
October are 2.3 per cent greater than last 
year, but 31.5 per cent less than in 1892. 

The Produce Markets. 

Wheat for October delivery fell to 54.19 
cents on Wednesday, and in spite of some 
recovery the average for October thus far is 
2 cents below the lowest monthly average 
ever made, which was in September, and 
was nearly 10 cents below the lowest prior 
to this year, the Ootober average being 50 
cents below that ef October, 1891, or 1890. 
Western receipts are only 4,700,891 bushels 
for the week, against 6,064,333 last year, 
and Atlantic exports 631,084 bushels, 
against 893,343 last year. 

Corn declined 4¢ cent during the 
week, with receipts nota quarter of last 
year’s, and exports not one-tenth. 

Pork products are somewhat weaker, 
with lard 14 cent lower. 

Cotton sold at 5.94 cents on Thursday, 
and with Ellison’s estimate that the world 
will consume 8,248,000 bales American, 
the stock of 2,000,000 bales in sight and 
the estimated yield of over 9,000,000 bales 
deter buyers. 

The Textile World. 

The dry goods business and textile in- 
dustries were especially favored by the de- 
mand in August and September. Whole- 
sale and retail stocks have been replen- 
ished, and business waits for retail sales, 
which are as yet slower than was expected. 
In cotton goods the new business has been 
narrow, and resumption by Fall River 
mills has depressed prices to some extent. 

Woolens have been somewhat affected 
by the auction sale of a fifth of the year’s 
production by the Arlington mills, which 
brought prices about 15 per cent below 
those previously quoted, while soft wool 
dress goods are 8 to 5 per cent lower than 
last year. In men’s spring goods there 
are few small orders, and while fal! orders 
for suitings continue good, the demand 
for cloakings have been reduced by the 
strike of cloakmakers. Sales of wool 
have for three weeks of October been 15,- 
147,499 pounds, against 8,344,452 last year 
and 19,966,000 in 1893, with markets dull 
and prices barely maintained. 

Boots and Shoes, 

The boot and shoe trade is doing re- 
markably well, shipments from Boston 
for three weeks having been 252,585 cases, 
against 169,564 last year and 243,809 in 
1892. Mostof the shops have orders for 
some time, and are receiving more in 
men’s cheap shoes and women’s grain and 
buff shoes, some having work until De- 
cember. 

Business Failures, 

The failures in October thus far have 
been quite moderate in strictly commer- 
cial lines, thy liabilities amounting to $3,- 
621,987, of which $1,793,636 were of manufac- 
turing and €1,906,686 of trading concerns. 
Some failures of banking, investment and 
loan concerns, not here included, have not 
proved of general importance. During the 
past week the failures have been v53 in the 
United States, against 841 last year, and 
43 in Canada, against 29 last year. 

Bradstreet’s Report. 

Bradstreet’s has this to say: 

At Toronto general trade has been less 
active, but cellections have improved 
somewhat. Montreal reports that collec- 
tions are fairly good, with prices stronger, 
but the volume of business is not equal to 
one year ago. 

General trade has been moderate at 
Nova Scotia. New Brunswick advices are 
that recent heavy rains have favored the 
interests of lumber men. Bank clearings 
at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and Hali- 
fax amount to $19,850,000, a slight decrease 
from the total in the preceding week, but 
again of 5 percent from the correspond- 
ing total one year ago. 


Doing Well. 

NEw YORK, Oct. 20.—Judge Barrett will 
direct the receiversof the 8t. Nicholas 
bank to pay a further dividend of 20 per 
cent to depositors and claimants. This 
will make a total dividend of 80 per cent, 
and will leave 10 per cent in cash in the 
hands of the receivers, besides a large 
body of assets. 


Sanctioned by the Queen. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20.—The queen hag con- 
sented to the mar~'ageof Prince Adolphus 
of Teck, eldest son of the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck, to Lady Margaret Gros- 
venor, the youngest daughter of the Duke 
of Westminster, probably the wealthiest 
nobleman in England. 


Violated the Law. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20 —Indictments against 
six ex-officials of the Santa Ve railroad 
system have been returned for violations 
of the interstate commerce law, charging 
that the Santa Fe has paid millions of 
dollars in rebates to shippers. 


Lynching Awaits Firebugs. 
DENVER, Oct. 20.—Half a dozen fires of 
incendiary origin have destroyed over 
650,000 worth of property in Colfax during 
the last few days. A vigilance committee 
has been formed, and the firebugs will be 
lynched if caught.

A TERRIBLE ACCUSATION. 


Shipowners Said to Have Planned Crime 
to Collect Insurance Money. 

Say FRANcIscO, Oct. 22.—The bark Adal- 
guisa, from Callao, for Humboldt, Cal., 
putinto this port ina disabled condition. 
She was launched in 1856, and since that 
date not a cent has been spent for repairs. 
Mate Roberts says the bark’s owners de 
liberately planned to wreck the ship, 
which was heavily insured, and to drown 
the crew. 

He says the sailors were all shipped un- 
der false names, so they could never be 
traced. The ship was provided with 
dummy provisions and water for only 30 
days. The bark sailed from Callao on 
Jan. 20,and if a rain had not supplied 
water, the crew mnst have perished with 
thirst. A big box, labelled provisions, 
when opened, contained nothing but 
scraps of iron, shaving and oj! cans. 

Every man in the crew was of adifferent 
nationality. When they arrived in port 
they were fearfully emaciated with hun- 
ger. The mate says the only sound thing 
about the bark was the ship’s boat, in 
which the owners planned that the cap- 
tain and mate would escape. The Peru- 
vian consul will not allow the Adalguisa 
to leave port. She is unseaworthy and 
will be sold to pay the crew.

Didn't Get. 


A granite contractor who has not been a 


regular reader of the DarLy LEDGER, 


Concluded Saturday when he saw the

Col. James H. French, on behalf of the 
Cape Ann granite company, signed a con- 
tract with the U. S. government last week 


for the placing of stone on the Sandy bay 
breakwater at Rockport, Mass. Col. 


French agrees to deliver 240,000 tons of 
This is one of the 
largest contracts that has been made for 


Stone within two years. 


that work, Already 800,000 tons of stone 
has been put in place. The whole work 
will require 5,000,000 tons of stone. Con- 
gress appropriates from $100,000 to $150,- 
000 a year for this work. All former con- 
tracts have been made by the Rockport 
granite company of Rockport. 

Salem, N. H., is likely soon to have a 
soldiers’ monument. Daniel Barley has 
pledged $500 therefor, and Mrs. Sims of 
Boston, a Salem women by birth and wife 
of a 13th Massachusetts veteran, who is 
leading the enterprise, is confident that the 
monument will bein readines for dedica- 
tion next Memorial day. 

The monument tothe memory of soldiers 
of Tarrytown, N. Y., aud its neighbor- 
hood, who fought in the war of the revolu- 
tion, was unveiled in Sleepy Hollow 
cemetery Oct. 19, it being the 113th 
anniversary of the surrender of Cornwallis 
at Yorktown. The monument is about 12 
feet from the base to the point to which 
the block itself tapers, It is six feet square 
at the base and tapers just enough to give 
it symmetry. The base and sub-base are 
rough hewn. The block is polished. On 
the face is the inscription. On the other 
three faces of the block are the names of 
the 76 soldiers to whose memory the stone 
has been erecled.—Herald. 

The members of William Gurney Post, 
G. A. R., of Bay Shore, are taking steps to 
erect a granite monument to the memory 
of the Bay Shore soldiers and sailors who 
lost their lives in the war. It will stand in 
front of the school building and will cost 
$6,000.—New York Tribune. 

A new monument to Garibaldi, and per- 
haps the finest in Italy, is to be erected in 
Rome next September. It is to stand on 
the Janiculan Hill, opposite the dome of 
St. Peters. It is said that there is not a 
town in Italy, or even a populous village, 
that does not contain statues of Victor Em- 
manuel and Garibaldi. The great monu- 
ment to Victor Emmanuel now in course 
of erection on the Capitol Hill will have 
cost $5,000,000 when completed.—Boston 
Transcript. 

Steps are being taken to erect a monu- 
ment in Hudson Park, New Rochelle, com- 
memorating the landing of the Huguenots 
at that place. Messrs. David Cromwell, 
James T. Lockwood, Edwin L. E, Phipps, 
Monmouth G, Hart, and seven other 
gentlemen to be hereafter named have the 
matter in hand.

ably held over till a future occasion, 
Ordinarily, readings are not fruitful sub- 
jects for discussion, as the readers them- 
selves generally monopolize most of the 
time.” In the literary society however, the 
reader merely provides the material around 
which the play of words revolves. The 
taste displayed in the choice of a selection, 
the selection itself, the style of rendering 
are all open to the freest criticism. Marks 
of approval are not indiscriminately 
bestowed, nor has custom decreed the 
suppression of real opinion. Woe to the 
aspiring dramatist or orator, who fails to 
embody the true art of expression in his 
passages or whose subject is dull and 
uninteresting. 

The first gentleman called upon Mr. 
Jobn C. Russell, took very appropriately 
for his theme, a speech of Daniel Webster 
upon the spoil system of government, a 
condemnation in his own unique way of 
the method in vogue of turning one rascal 
out and putting another one into office at 
every change of administration. 

In the discussion that followed this 
delivery, the question of federal and 
municipal patronage was exhaustively dis- 
cussed. The sentiments expressed by the 
great statesman were cordially endorsed by 
most of the speakers. It was contended 
that a vast proportion of the political 
abuses of the present day were directly 
traceable to this cause. There was no in- 
centive given to office-holders, to carefully 
qualify themselyes for the situations, as it 
was realized that their tenure of occupancy 
was determined not by efficiency, but by 
political favor. It caused public affairs to 
be controlled by men largely devoid of true 
principles, and who were actuated only by 
self interest in their efforts to obtain party 
supremacy. The United States, it was 
said, was able to furnish diplomats equal 
to any power in the world, were nature 
faculties and special training in that direc- 
tion encouraged. 

It is indeed a forlorn cause that finds no 
supporters, and the present system did not 
lack apologists in this case. It was de- 
fended ou the plea that work in the service 
of a political party deserves some recogni- 
tion, and that it insured less friction in 


administrative affairs if officials and sub- 


ordinates are allied to the party in power. 

It is an acknowledgement of the im- 
portant factor in educative affairs that the 
modern newspaper has become, when the 
second reading was chosen by Mr. Alex. 
Corne from an editorial in a recent issue of 
the Boston Herald upon the growing facili- 
ties for the study of sociology. 

Differences of opinion were expressed 
upon the merits of the newspaper quoted 
from, and the particular article in question 
but all were agreed upon the importance 
of the study, and the great’ need of en- 
lightment on sociological problems. It 
was feared, however, that the present 
interest manifested on the subject, was but 
a fashionable fad, destined to run a certain 
course in theological and literary circles, 
and then to be replaced by some other 
periodic spasm of cultured diversion. 

Next Friday evening the primary feature 
will be an essay on ‘‘ The art of poetry,” 
by Mr. James McAdam, The well 
known literary ability of the essayist is a 
guarantee of attractive interest.

CAREFUL TREATMENT 


May Preserve the Czar’s Life for 
Many Weeks, If Not Months. 


A MORAL AND UPRIGHT RULER. 


His Character as Viewed by an 
American Diplomat. 


Lonpon, Oct. 22—Advices from Livadia 
are to the effect that the condition of the 


izar is unchanged. 

In spite of the latest bulletins, there is 
feason to believe that the czar’s life may 
be prolonged by careful treatment for 
weeks, if not months. ‘The end generally 
comes after a period of collapses of uncon- 
sciousness, which may last several days. 

The czarina, who is the second daughter 
of King Christian of Denmark, is suffer- 
ing from severe nervousness. The rumors 
that she has been stricken with either pa 
ralysis or apoplexy are untrue. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, there will be a formal bethrothal 
and exchange of rings between the czare- 
witch and Princess Alix at Livadia on 
Wednesday, perhaps sooner, according to 
circumstances. 

The marriage of a foreign unorthodox 
princess toa Kussian heir apparent necessi- 
tates three distinct eeremonies — recon- 
ciliation to the orthodox church, betrothal 
and nuptials. The ceremonies formerly 
were always separate, but the betrothal 
and actual marriage latterly have often 
been performed together. An imperial 
manifesto on this subject is expected. 

Diplomat Smith's Conclusions. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22. — Ex-Minister 
Charles E. Smith, who, during the time he 
represented the United States at St. 
Petersburg, had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve the personal and political character- 
istics of the czar, talked in an interesting 
fashion when asked by a reporter for his 
impressions as to the effect the death of 
the czar would have on the Russian em- 
pire. Mr. Smith said: 

“The death of the czar would, in my 
opinion, be a serious misfortune for Rus- 
sia and for Europe. It is not probable 
that there will be any marked change in 
the conservative attitude of the imperial 
government. The peace policy of the pres- 
ent reign has been so wise, prudent and 
firm that it is likely to be followed. 

“But with a new and untried sovereign 
there must be solicitude until the lines are 
settled. As to Russiainternationally, the 
present emperor has given her tranquility 
and stability. There is little discontent, 
no agitation, and general devotion to the 
crown, and with wise counsels it will be 
easy to move forward without disturb- 
ance. 

“Alexander III has been an upright 
and earnest ruler. Less commanding 
than Nicholas, less liberal than Alex- 
ander II, he has been well-balanced. His 
personal qualities have inspired devotion 
at home and confidence abroad. He has 
been sincere, steadfast, conscientious and 
straightforward. He has shared the reac- 
tionary tendency which followed the as- 
sassination of his father, and which has 
been unfortunate in some of its develop- 
ments, but with his firm policy he has 
united a strong sense of justice. 

A Beautiful Domestic Life. 

“No one could see anything of the beau- 
tiful domestic life of the emperor, or of his 
laborious devotion to the responsibilities 
of the crown, or of his manifest desire to 
promote the welfare of his people, without 
great respect for him. He has been a 
Russian of Russians in his feeling, and 
has aimed to develop the national spirit of 
his people. But he has joined with this 
national sentiment a deep personal sense 
of right and duty. 

“The sudden aad swift collapse of the czar 
in the very prime of life seems strange and 
almost incredible. He isonly 49 years old. 
He had the stalwart figure and physical 
prowess of the Romanoffs. Standing 6ft. 
Lin., well proportioned, the very picture of 
robust health, reputed to be the strongest 
manin Russia, prudent, living a model 
life, he seemed the last of the living soy- 
ereigns upon whom dread disease would 
lay its fatal hands. 

Preserved Teace In Europe. 

“His moral rectitude and his upright 
purpose have matched his rugged man- 
hood. His character and impulses have 
inspired loyalty and devotion at home and 
respect and confidence abroad. For years 
he has been the sheet anchor of peace in 
Europe. As crown prince he won soldierly 
laurels in the Russo-Turkish war, but as 
emperor he has been devoted to conti- 
nental peace and has been the surest and 
most potent ferce in maintaining it. 

“With one hand he moderated the im- 
pulsive ardor of France, and with the 
other he warned and checked the aggres- 
sive tendency of Germany. He restrained 
the hostile spirit of others, and renounced 
warlike purposes himself. Had he been 
restless and ambitious of military glory 
and aggrandizement, he might easily have 
applied the torch which would have set 
Europe aflame. But he held a steady 
hand over the great powers. 

A Journalist For Counsellor. 


“Curiously enough, with all the Russian 
censorship and restriction, the most active 
and potent agent in leading the czar from 
tho old foreign influences was a journal- 
ist, Katkoff, the chief of the Moscow Ga- 
zette, who was one of the ablest and most 
powerful editors of any country, and the 
alliance of the czar and Katkoff shook the 
universal intellectual and diplomatic dom- 
ination of Bismarck, and, from playing a 
subordinate part to the great German 
chancellor, advanced Russia to the posi- 
tion of holding the balance between ad 
verse forces and dictating the peace of 
Europe. Theczar pursued this policy with 
steady and rational judgment. 

“There is a prevailing idea that he has 
lived in constant dread and anxiety. But 
he is a fatalist, and he has moved calmly 
forward with the conviction that his des- 
tiny, whatever it might be, could not be 
changed. Doubtless precautions have con- 
stantly been taken for his safety, but they 
have been the measures of those about 
him rather than hisown. His great serv- 
ice to mankind has been as the peacemaker 
ef Europe. 

‘ “What will follow his death noone can 
yet tell. The heir to the throne is only 26. 
His opinions and tendencies are largely a 
matter of conjecture. It is to be ho 
that when he comes tothe throne the in- 
fluences about him will be of a wholesome 
character, and that, with a broader liber- 
alism, he will maintain the attitude of 
Russia as a conservator of peace. In that 
direction and in his own blameless life the 
ozar leaves a worthy example.” 
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STRUCK BY A ROCK.

LOVE TURNED TO HATE.

ALBION, N. Y., Oct. 29.—William Fuller, 
alias Lake, the murderer of Emma Hunt, 
was captured yesterday afternoon in a 
farm barn by Constables Handy and 
Barry. He offered no resistance and was 
lodged in jail here. Lake acknowledged 
that he committed the crime, and said 
that after knocking the woman senseless 
‘he cut her throat and hacked her witha 
butcher knife. 

The murderer was born in Middleport. 
After being arrested he spoke of the con- 
fession which he wrote previous to the 
murder. Fuller is worn out with his ef- 
forts to escape capture and from want of 
food. He fails to realize the enormity of 
the crime of which he has confessed. He 
says that the only reason he had for kill- 
ing the girl was her refusal to reciprocate 
his love. Her refusal turned his love to 
deadly hate. 

Struck With an Ax. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—A determined attempt 
was made at 11 o’clock last night to mur- 
der Luigi Marabello, the keeper or boss of 
an Italian lodging house at 18 Moon 
street. Marabello’s assailant was Al- 
phonso Scantone, and the weapon used 
was ahatchet. Scantone’s brother, Phil 
lipe, and his wife, are lodgers in Marabel- 
lo’s house and have not paid their rent for 
some time. Marabello had given him no- 
tice to leave the house or take his chances 
of being ejected, and it led to the row last 

-night. Marabello’s injuries are serious, 
but will not prove fatal.

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THREE SCORE VICTIMS. 


Soldier’s Carelessness Caused an Awful 
Explosion at Rio De Janeiro. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 23.—Captain Hudgins 
of the coffee bark, Dom Pedro Il, givesa 
graphic description of a dynamite explo- 
sion that occurred in Rie a few days be- 
fore his vessel sailed for Baltimore. 

A Brazilian soldier discovered near the 
English cemetery a subterranean maga- 
zine in which the insurgents of the recent 
rebellion had concealed a quantity of gun- 
powder, cartridges and dynamite shells. 
The soldier reported his find to the general 
commander, and a cart was sent to the 
scene to remove the contents. 

A detachment of soldiers ang a curious 
crowd of citizens followed it ta the little 
hill. A quantity ef shells had been placed 
in a pile and others had been passed out 
close behind it, when one of the soldiers, 
while in the act of handling a shell, 
dropped it among the ethers. 

The same second an explosion shook the 
earth. A sheet of flame shot upward and 
@ cloud of whitish smoke came into view. 
The vessels in the harbor rocked at their 
moorings, and the city was much excited. 
The soldiers and mules were blown into 
fragments, and only the iron tires of the 
cart wheels were found. Over 60 persons 
were reported killed. 


On the Way to Gotham. 

BvuzZarp'’s Bay, Mass., Oct. 23.—The 
Clevelands left here .this morning at 8:30 
by special train. The train will runa 
special to Middleboro, thence to Provi- 
dence, where it will be attached to a reg- 
ular afternoon train for New York. Those 
leaving on the car with the president and 
family were Mrs. Perrine, Miss Rose 
Cleveland and the three detectives who 
have been here this summer. The presi- 
dent appears to be in the best of health. 
He says he is thoroughly rested and spent 
an enjoyable vacation. 


A Grand Trunk Shakeup. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 23.—For some 
months detectives employed by the direc- 
tors of the Grand Trunk railroad have 
been engaged in spotting dishonest train 
employes, and the result has been radical 
changes of conductors all along the line 
of the road. Many conductors who have 
been considered trusty men have been 
discharged, and many more removals are 
to follow. Employes are very much stirred 
up over the affair. 


A Domestic Tragedy. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., Oct. 23.—Sanford Bald- 
win murdered his wife here yesterday and 
then killed himself. The weapon used 
wasashotgun. Baldwin was 50 years of 
age and his wife 35. Both had been mar- 
ried before their union last August, the 
woman having four children, oneof whom 
Baldwin did not like. Quarrels on this 
account were frequent. 


Murderer Said to Be in Custody. 

Dover, N. H., Oct. 23.—The case of Mc- 
Arthur, the escaped murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff Smith of Barrington, is again be- 
fore the public, word having been received 
by Attorney General Eastinan that the 
much-wanted criminal is under arrest in 
Pulaski, Tenn., or a man answering the 
exact description of McArthur. 


Another Shutdown In Prospect. 

Fai RIver, Mass., Oct. 23.—Fully 3000 
weavers paraded through the streets yes- 
terday, andas many more followed the 
procession on the sidewalks. The mills 
are paralyzedand the manufacturers are 
satisfied that they cannot run under exist- 
ing conditions, and talk of shutting down 
Wednesday or Thursday night. 


Ominous Movements of Troops. 

Oaxoaca, Mex., Oct. 23.—The govern- 
ment of Guatemala is dispatching large 
forces of troops to the frontier along the 
Mexiean border. The Mexican govern- 
ment has ordered several thousand troops 
to Acapulco and Tehauntepec to be pre- 
pared for any hostilities on the part of the 
Guatemalans toward Mexico. 


Struck For the Old Scale,

“WIFE BOSSES HIM.” 


O'Donovan Rossa Therefore Hastened 
Back to America. 


HE WANTS TO KNOW WHO UHL IS. 


Airs His Grievances In a Let-~ 
ter to Cleveland. 


New YorRE, Oct. 23.—Edwin F Uhl, 
assistant secretary of state at Washington, 
has declared that O'Donovan Rossa is not 
& citizen of the United States, although 
he has been voting here for a number of 
years on papers granted by Judge Larre- 
more in the court of common pleas on 
Feb. 21, 1871. Mr. Uhl holds that these 
papers are worthless, on the ground that 
the qualification of five years’ continuous 
residence was not complied with. 


\ 


Mr. Uhl’s ruling on 
counts for Mr. Rossa’s return from 
Europe last spring earlier than he in- 
tended. Uhl! refused to grant him a pass 
port, and he did not, in consequence, visit 
Scotland and England, where he intended 
to deliver some lectures. Rossa has sent a 
letter to President Cleveland reciting the 
facts in the case 

Before going to Europe last May, Rossa 
wrote to Mr. Uhl for a passport. This 
was refused. In his letter to Mr. Cleve- 
land, Mr. Rossa says: 


O'DONOVAN ROSSA. 
this subject ac- 


Complains to Cleveland, 

“President Cleveland, who is this Mr. 
Uhl whom you have around you as president 
of your passport bureau in Washington? 
Ihave suffered somewhat by the refusal 
of Mr. Uhl to send me a passport when I 
was going to Europe last May. I had en- 
gagements made to give some lectures in 
Ireland, England and Scotland. I made 
arrangements to sail on the Campania 
from New York on May 1% On May 15 
I wrote for the passport. It did not come 
before the 19th. I sailed on the 19th 

“On May 23 my wife got Mr. Uhl's let- 
ter refusing me a passport, and telling her 
Iwas no citizenof the United States. 
That letter threw her into sickness. She 
wrote to me telling me not to go into Eng- 
land or Scotland; that she had reasons for 
telling me so, and asking that I come back 
to America as soon as I had filled my en- 
gagements in Ireland. My wife bosses me, 
and I obeyed her orders 

Going Into Details. 

“Who is this Mr. Uhl? And do you say 
that my citizen papers are bad? I lived 
here; did business here in New York in 
the year 1563. Barney Ryan, a deputy 
sheriff here now in New York, lived in 
the same house with me at Madison and 
New Chambers streets. Three brothers of 
mine were inthe war. That year I took 
out my first papers. In July, 1865, I left 
New York for Ireland. In September, 
1865, I was returning to America. On 
Friday evening of Sept. 15 I was packing 
my trunk, asI was to leave the cove of 
Cork for America the following Sunday. 

“The soldiers of the English govern- 
ment in Ireland arrested me and put me 
in prison, and kept me in English prisons 
up to January, 1871. Then the English 
sent me from Chatham prison to New 
York, and next month I went before 
Judge Larremore and told my story in 
the application I made for full papers of 
citizenship. 

“He gave them to me by virtue of that 
clause of the constitution which says that 
the five years’ “consecutive residence” in 
the United States holds good for the man 
who has taken out his first papers and 
leaves the country with the intention of 
returning, but who is detainedin any 
manner that makes it impossible for him 
to return, and returns when he can.”

Lonxbox, Oct. 23.—In all the continental 
capitals and Londen there have been 
streams of callers—official dignitaries, aris- 
tocrats and humble people—at the Russian 
embassies. ‘lo these, however, little in- 
formation concerning the czar was vouch- 
safed, and that little consisted of gloomy 
forebodings. Prayers and masses were un- 
ceasingly offered from St. Petersburg to 
Viadivostok. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that besides the offering of prayers for the 
recovery ef the czar in all of the churches, 
the holy synod has ordered that there be 
prayers for the same endin the army and 
navy on board the vessels of the Russian 
Pacific and Mediterranean squadrons. 
Archbishop Moghileff has ordered prayers 
in all the Catholic churches. 

The Times’ Vienna correspondent tele- 
graphs that it is announced from Sofia, 
Bulgaria, that no spectal services have 
been held there for the recovery of the 
ezar. The clergy appear to have been in- 
structed from headquarters. 

The wild rumors reported from St. 
Petersburg were repeated yesterday in 
still wilder form. From Moscow- comes 
areport that there are people there who 
insist that the czarewitch has refused to 
ascend the throne, and that the czar in or- 
der tocompel him has ordered his mar- 
riage to Princess Alix. The Muscovites 
fear that should the rumors prove true, 
they will have to face the gravest peril 
possible. While the people crowd the 
churches to pray for the czar, the fears 
that the rumor has truth gives added 
fear for their petitions. 

The question of succession still holds 
the principal place in the flood of state- 
ments, ramors and surmises. The Co- 
logne Gazette prints a St. Petersburg tel- 
egram stating that the czar has given or- 
ders for a settlement of the succession to 
the imperial council. He has advised that 
Grand Duke George, his second son, 
shauld, on account of the state of his 
heaith, renounce his claim in favor of his 
brother, Grand Duke Michael, who ought 
to take the oath as the heir presumptive 
to the throne 

Czarewitch Is Obstinate. 


The relations between the czar and 
czarewitch do not appear to be of the best. 
The statements, however, are unfounded 
that the czar had a heated quarrel with 
his son, which excited him in a manner 
dangerous to one of his condition. 

Still it is no seeret that the czarewitch 
does not care much about the throne, not 
on account of love affairs, but from ob- 
servation of the continual excitement and 
terror in which his father lived. The sud- 
denness of the crisis has served to in- 
tensify his aversion, yet nobody here be- 
lieves he will execute his intention to re- 
nounce the throne. 

The Crown Prince of Denmark ts has- 
tening to Livadiato join his sister, the 
ezarina, in her troubles 

I hear that preparations have been made 
to decrease the aversion of the czarewitch 
to succeed his father. It is stated that 
during the last three days he has signed 
all official documents, and that the czar 
has admonished him to attend to the ad- 
vice of M. Bunge, president of the minis- 
terial committee. 

Princess Alix at Livadia. 


Princess Alix arrived at Livadia 
night. The czarina accompanied her 
to the chapel of the castle, where both 
prayed earnestly that the life of the czar 
be spared. The ezarina looked careworn, 
but she walked without assistance. All 
the reports stating that her majesty has 
been strioken with paralysis are untrue. 

The Berliner Tageblatt publishes a tele- 
gram from Livadia asserting that the be- 
trothal of the czarewitch and Princess 
Alix will formally occur this evening, and 
the marriage take place tomorrow. This 
hastening of the ceremony is said to be 
rendered necessary by the rule of the 
Romanoff family compelling every heir 
apparent to marry before ascending the 
throne and to proclaim his successor. 

On this account the proclamation of the 
nearest agnate, the Grand Duke Michael, 
as the ultimate heir apparent, is generally 
expected. Another rule in connection 
with the accession requires that when the 
oath of allegiance to the new czar is admin- 
istered to the troops and officials an oath 
of fidelity to the heir apparent must be 
taken at the same time 

The Official Gazettte announces that 
Princess Alix has arrived at Livadia, but 
does not publish aword about her mar- 
riage. From what I hear, no marriage is 
likely now, but there will be a formal be- 
trothal, and the benediction of the czar 
under the circumstances will bind the 
princess and the czarewitch until the wed- 
ding ceremony takes place

SBARCEY “PRACHED,” 


Told Express Officials Where to Find 
the Stolen Pouch. 


MORGANFIELD’S IDENTITY PROVEN 


But Few Men Concerned In 
the Aquia Holdup. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The relentless 
search which the officials of the Adams 
Express company have prosecuted to ap- 
prehend the criminals who held up a train 
at Aquia Creek, Va., on the 12th, and to 
recover the stolen property, was rewarded 
yesterday by the finding of the pouch in 
which the robbers had placed most of their 
booty. The pouch was secured through 
the aid of C. J. Searcey, one of the robbers 
who was arrested at Cumberland, Md. 

This fact proves conclusively what the 
express officials have claimed, that Searcey 
was one of those wanted, and the relation- 
ship which has been shown to exist be- 
tween Searcey and Morganfield, now held 
in Cincinnati, establishes beyond a doubt 
that Morganfield was his pal, and it is 
now known that the latter was the man 
with the shrill voice who entered the ex- 
press car and held up Messengers Crutch- 
fleld and Murray. 

The details of the recovery of the pouch, 
or how much money it contained, are not 
known here, except that the sack was 
found 

Hidden In the Woods of Virginia 
near Calverton, and that there were pres 
ent Prosecutor W. Seymour White, C. 
W. Edrington, sergeant of police of Fred- 
ericksburg; Sheriff Hugh Adie and Rob- 
ert A. Pinkerton, when it was secured. 

It can also be stated that not more than 
four men and probably only three were 
concerned in the holdup. Two are 
now under arrest, and the third, it is ex- 
pected, will be caught within a short 
time. Searcey, who conducted the au- 
thorities to the concealed booty, made a 
partial confession, all the statements of 
which have been corroborated, and this 
knowledge has very materially aided the 
express officials in their search. 

Much of the credit for the arrests 
falls to General Manager Herring of 
Philadelphia and his assistant, C. B. 
Forbes, who have lebored indefatigably, 
day and night, to run down the crim: 
inals. They are particularly pleased be 
cause they are able to reiterate what they 
have always claimed, that no one has evet 
robbed the Adams Express company and 
escaped.

William Turner, who has been missing 
for several days, was yesterday found ina 
small cottage in which he lived alone at 
Faulkville. The doors were locked securely, 
anda half empty morphine bottle on the 
bed told the tale of suicide, though the 
body was too badly decomposed to admit 
of an autopsy.

QUR RED BRETHREN. 


Their Enjoyment of Peace Depends 
Upon Presence of Troops 


BUT THE LAW MAY INTERFERE, 


War Department Must Act 


With Great Caution. 


* WASHINGTON, Oct 24 -Secretary Smith, 
in his letter to the war department, says 
that in view of the obligations of the gov- 
ernment, as set forth in the treaties with 
the Indians of the Indian territory, to pfo- 
teot the five civilized tribes against do- 
mestic strife and hostile invasion and te 
guarantee those people the peaceable en- 
joyment of their country, he recommends 
that troops be sent to protect ali classes. 

Commissioner Browning, in a letter ac- 
companying the secretary's, suggests that 
a troop of cavalry be sent into the Indian 
territory to assist Agent Wisdom at 
Muskogee in preserving the peace. It la 
expected that the troops will then be used 
to hunt down and drive out the marauders 
who are harassing the people, 

Agent Wisdom yesterday wired the In- 
dian office asking authority to incur the 
necessary traveling expenses of the Indian 
police in assisting United States marshals 
who were hunting down thieves and mak- 
ing arrests. Such authority was granted. 

Matter Referred to General Schofield. 

These communications reached Acting 
Secretary Doe at the war department yes 
terday afternoon, and after reading them 
carefully he referred them to General 
Schofield, commanding the army. Gen- 
eral Schofield looked into the matter and 
then returned the papers to the acting sec- 
retary, with a suggestion that the request 
for the aid of troops be maturely consid- 
ered, with a view to ascertaining the legal- 
ity of the proposed action. 

This endorsement from so high an 
authority upon the complex questions be- 
tween military and civil branches of the 
government will undoubtedly cause the 
war department to move with great cau 
tion in acting upon this request for troops, 
and in the end may result in a refusal. 

The Indian territory differs from other 
territories from an administrative point of 
view in the fact that the national govern- 
ment is bound by treaties with the Indiana 
to protect them from domestic violence. 
But in the absence of express stipulation 
and law it has been held that the pro 
tection must be extended exactly as it fa 
to the inhabitants of other territories, 
namely, through the judiciary provided 
by law. 

Will Move With Deliberation, 

So far as the department is advised, the 
judiciary of the Indian territory has not 
appealed for the assistance of troops, and 
asin the case of the disturbances of last 
summer, the government will not move 
until such application is made and after 
the judicial officers have shown a proper 
disposition to restore order in the Indian 
territory. 

The war department, it is stated, has 
taken notice of the efforts of the express 
companies to secure governmental pro 
tection for their service, and the officers 
are by no means well disposed toward the 


project. Army officers in chargeof affairs 
feel that the express companies have not 
gone as far as they should in the direction 


of guarding the property confided to them, 
and they hold that by placing one or two 
determined and fearless guards in the ex 
press cars they could soon check the at 
tacks of train robbers, which endanger the 
lives of passengers.

An Effort toStraighten Out the 
Congressional Tangle. 


New York, Oct. 24.—Yesterday was 4 
day of conferences among the Democratic 


and | leaders, with a view of straightening out 


the tangles resulting from the nomination 
gf factional Democratic congressional can- 
bidates in this city and Brooklyn. Sena- 
tor Hill addressed himself to this task 
early in the morning, and had the ener- 
getic aid of Senator Faulkner, who came 
over from Washington. The latter was 
the active mediator in the negotiations. 

Private conferences were held with 
Senator Faulkner by Mayor Gilroy and 
Police Commissioner Martin, represent- 
ing Tammany, and ex-Mayor Grace and 
Francis Scott, who ran for mayor against 
Grant in 1890 on the reform ticket, repre- 
senting the county Democracy. 

All, it was stated, were agreed upon & 
policy of concession. Terms of compro- 
mise, itis announced, are practically de- 
cided upon, by which the Knots will be 
cut andthe Democrats united on single 
congressional candidates in each district. 

Harmonizing Party Strife. 

All the details have not yet been ar- 
ranged. It is known, however, that Tam- 
many has agreed to withdraw ite candi- 
dates in two districts, and the county De- 
mocracy in the others. The indications at 
headquarters point to the withdrawal by 
Tammany of General Daniel Sickles in 
the Tenth and J. J. Walsh in the Eighth. 
DeWitt Warner, Robert Grier Monroe and 
ex-Congressman Dunphy are mentioned 
us possible Grace candidates. 

General Sickles was at headquarters, 
and it was stated that he was willing to 
make any personal sacrifice to aid Senator 
Hill’s candidacy for governor. The opin- 
fon was expressed that Walsh, would be 
more difficult todeal with. Toaccomplish 
the purpose aimed at, it was proposed to 
transfer Amos Cummings from the Thir- 
teenth to the Eighth district, but it is 
learned that Cummings had protested, 
and his protest was backed up by a dele- 
gation of trades assembly people. He will 
be allowed to remain where he Is. 

The Democratic managers have been at 
work on the Brooklyn congressional situa- 
tion and express themselves as elated over 
the prospect of unity. Senator Hill was 
besieged with callers all day. 

The President May Speak For HilL 

President Cleveland's departure from 
3uzzard’s Bay on his way to Washington 
was an event of importance, and gave rise 
to many rumors, among them being one 
to the effect that he had agreed that in 
the event of united action on the con 
gressional candidates to make a speech in 
Senator Hill’s fayor before returning to 
Washington. Both Chairman Thatcher 
and Mayor Hinckley treated the report 
lightly, but Thatcher still firmly main- 
tained that the president would be heard 
from in the proper time. 

The “committee of 70” had a ratification 
meeting at Cooper Union, at which Carl 
Schurz, Seth Low, ex-Secretary Fairchild, 
Dr. Parkhurst and other eminent reform- 
ers spoke in favor of the election of Strong 
for mayor and against Tammany and its 
methods. 

Vice President Stevenson will be here 
tomorrow and will make three speeches, 
and Secretary Carlisle has also agreed to 
make at least one speech during the clos- 
ing week of the campaign. 

Important Democratic Discovery. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Democratic 
headquarters were agitated over an alleged 
sensation. ‘‘We have made a big discoy- 
ery,’’ said Chairman Thatcher. ‘There 
isadefectin the new constitution, upon 
the adoption of which the voters will be 
required to pass judgment Nov. 6, which 
will create a legislative hiatus if adopted. 
The discovery was made by Henry T. Ut- 
ley, a lawyer, of Waterville, N. Y. 

The feature of the discovery is that if 
the constitution is adopted there will be 
no legislature in 1895, and the candidates 
elected this year will not meet at Albany 
next winter. The new constitution, after 
making the new appointment, provides 
for the election of senators and assembly- 
men under it in November, 1895, and then 
provides that the constitution, if approved, 
shall go into effect Jan. 1, 1895. 

Republicans’ Determined Work. 


At Republican headquarters there 1s the 
usual activity. There was a long list of 
callers. They all made encouraging re- 
ports. The Republican managers an- 
nounce that they will continue to push 
their canvass vigorously, with no bitter 
factional fights within their own ranks to 
distract their attention. 

On Friday, Governor McKinley, whom 
it is proposed to take through the state on 
a special train, will open at Buffalo, and 
will make about 12 speeches in two days. 
Next week Chauncey M. Depew will give 
two days on a special train to speaking. 

Two Immense Ratification Meetings 


were held here last night. At Tammany 
hall the tigers met to ratify the state 
ticket of the regular Democracy and the 
Tammany municipal ticket, while the 
committee of 70 and all the anti-Tammany 
organizations of the city packed Cooper 
Union to excess for the ratification of the 
municipal ticket, which is expected by 
them to down Tammany at the polls. 

At Cooper Union a very large number of 
women who are busily engaged in hunting 
the tiger were strongly in evidence. A 
few Tammany men putin an appearance 
and endeavored to create a disturbance, 
but failed in the attempt. 

The speakers were not much inconve 
nienced, and the proceedings were marked 
by intense enthusiasm from start to finish. 
The ratification of the ticket was passed 
by acclamation.

LonDon, Oct. 24.—Little further respect- 
ing the czar has transpired. The police 
now distribute the official bulletins pub- 
licly. According to advices received by 
physicians here from their oonferrees at 
Livadia the sickness of the czaris taking 
its usual course toward a fatal issue.

“HERO OF ANTIETAM” 


Unveiling of the Statue of General 
George B. McClellan. 


AN ELABORATE MILITARY DISPLAY. 


Thousands of Philadeéphians 
Witnessed the Ceremonies. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—In the presence 
of civic and military dignitaries from all 
parts of the country, and amid the crack 
of musketry and the strains of martial 
music, the equestrian statue of Major Gen- 
eral George B. McClellan was unveiled on 
the north plaza of the city hall yesterday 
afternoon. The general’s widow and their 
son and a host of distinguished persons 
were present. 


THE M’CLELLAN STATUE. 

The unveiling was witnessed by 20,000 
persons, and at least 100,000 others re- 
viewed the procession as it passed along 
Broad street. Kain, however, unfor- 
tunately marred the occasion, and the 
ceremonies were delayed an hour in the 
hopes of its clearing. 

The parade was constituted of 11,000 
United States marines and sailors, Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey state muilitia- 
men, Grand Army men and others. Pass- 
ing the statue, it gave a marching salute 
to the reviewing officer, Major General 
Schofield, commander-in-chief of the 
United States army. 

The ceremonies began at 1:35 o'clock, 
when Major Moses Veale introduced Gen- 
eral Smith, the president of the McClel- 
lan Memorial association, who presided 
over the ceremonies. Rey. Dr. Henry C. 
Cook, pastor of the Presbyterian Taber- 
nacle of this city, offered prayer, and then 
General Smith delivered a brief address 

The Unveiling Ceremonies. 

General Smith referre1 to the dead hero 
as the creator of the Army of the Potomac, 
which repulsed two formidable inva- 
sions and finally forced its great rival, the 
Army of Northern Virginia, to lay down 
its arms, giving te us a blessed peace 
with honor. Following General Smith, a 
poem, written for the occasion by Dr. 8 
W. Mitchell, was read. 

With battery A of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard firing a salute of 17 guns, 
and amid the cheers from the thousands 
of throats, the statue was next unveiled to 
view. As the bronze figure was exposed 
the First Regiment band struck up a pa 
triotic air, and, following, a choir of 30 
yoices from St. Mark's Protestant Episco- 
pal church, and 70 other singers 
from the Macmercher and Orpheus music 
societies, sung a hymn, especially com 
posed for the occasion. The principal 
feature was the oration of General Wiil- 
iam B. Franklin of Hartford, who com 
manded a division under McClellan dur- 
ing the rebellion, and who was considered 
by McClellan to be one of his ablest offi- 
cers. 

About the Statue. 

The statue is the result of a movement 
started just after McClellan’s death, in 
October, 1885. Success did not wholly 
crown these efforts at first, but in 1889 an 
appropriation of $5000 was secured from 
the Pennsylvania legislature. By con- 
tinued hard work 213,000 additional was 
raised by popular sulscription, William 
Astor of New York and William Frazier 
of Philadelphia each giving $1000. 

The statue represents the once com- 
mander-in-chief of the Union army in 
full fleld uniform, astride of his horse and 
overlooking the battlefield of Antietam. 
It was jointly designed by Henry G. Elli- 
cott and Paul M. Pelz of Washington, the 
former designing the statue proper, and 
the latter making the drawings for the 
pedestal 

The pedestal is of granite, and is one of 
the most elaborate in the country. It has 
@ broad base, and is embellished with 
gracefully festooned wreaths of bronze 
On either side are ornamental bronze 
panels, upon which are engraved suitable 
inscriptions recounting the virtues of the 
wan in whose honor it is erected.

HALIFAX, Oct. 25.—Schooner Coronet, 
from here, Oct. 2, for Cuba, has been 
abandoned at sea, and the crew landed at 
Port Spain. Vessel and cargo insured. 
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MURDER AND SUICIDE 
The Theory of the Police Concerning 
Cogghill and His Wife. 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 235.—Fred Bod- 
well, while cutting wood near Wrentham, 
yesterday afternoon, found the dead bodies 
of Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Cogghill of At- 
tleboro. The bodies were lying in a road- 
way, about 50 feet apart, and there was a 
bullet wound behind the woman’s left ear. 
There were indications of a struggle. No 
traces of a carriage or conveyance were 
discovered. An alarm was at. once given, 
and the authorities took up the case. 
Their only theory is that the woman was 


shot by her husband, who then committed 
suicide. 


Hotel Not Responsible. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 25.—The Waldo 
hotel fire case, which has been on trial in 
the supreme court for three days, went to 
the jury late yesterday afternoon. The de- 
fense was that the Waldo hotel manager 
exercised reasonable care in the protection 
of the structure from fire, and that the 
Taussig family had plenty of time to save 
their personal effects, as the other guests 
haddone. Tae jury brought in a verdict 
for the defendants. The plaintiffs sued 
for about $4000 for personal property lost 
in the fire. 


Gathered at Holyoke, 

HOLYOKE, Mass., Oct. 25.—Kighty vet- 
erans of the First Massachusetts cavalry 
were present at the annual reunion in this 
city. These officers were elected for the 
coming year: Presicent, H. D. Bartlett of 
New York; vice president, W. D. White of 
Holyoke; secretary and treasurer, E. A.

VALPARAISO, Oct. 25.—The government 
has granted general amnesty to all per- 
sons accused of political offenses prior to 
Aug. 23, 1891. The effect is to pardon the 
adherents of ex-President Balmaceda up 
to the day he ~was forced to resign, and 
does not extend to those who resisted the 
new government of Chili formed after 
Balmaceda’s abdication. 


Waters Cets It. 

NEWPORT, R. L,, Oct. 25.—The wardens’ | 
count on the municipal election gives 
John P. Sanborn, the Republican candi 
date for mayor, a majority of 25, but the 
official count will without doubt elect 
John Waters (Dem.) by a small majority 
Sanborn admits his defeat.

THELAST SACRAMENT 


Reported to Have Been Administered 
to the Dying Czar. 


PRINCESS ALIX IS OBDURATE. 


Protests Against Fanatical Zeal 
of Orthodox Clergy. 


Lonpon, Oct. 25.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived from Livadia late last evening 
stating that the condition of the czar was 
so serious that the last sacrament of the 
Greek church was administered to him. 

The czar is suffering from increasing 
lassitude and drowsiness, and it is 
almost impossible to keep him awake ex- 
cept when he is attacked by the nervous 
spasins, which almost amount to convul- 
sions, and which add to his exhaustion. 
On the other hand, the sufferer has taken 
more food and is able to retain it. 

A bulletin issued from Livadia at 8 
o’clock last evening and signed by the five 
doctors in attendance upon the czar says: 
“During the day his majesty showed no 
signs of somnolence. His appetite and 
spirits are better. The m@dema of the feet 
has somewhat increased.” 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that among the various reports in circula- 
tion, there is one to the effect that Profes 
sor Bergmann, the well-known German 
physician, has declined to go to Livadia to 
attend the czar and that a French pbysi- 
cian has been summoned with a view to 
the possibility of an operation, if it be 
found that only one of his majesty's kid- 
neys is affected. 

The dispatch adds that detailed accounts 
are given of the will of the czar, but that 
nothing authentic can possibly be known 
beyond the official bulletins. Even the 
ministers and ambassadors receive no 
more information than is contained in the 
bulletins. It is true, however, that since 
the 18th all the state papers have been 
signed by the czarewitch by the czar’s or- 
der. 

The minister of finance has telegraphed 
tothe president of the Odessa exchange, 
begging him to callthe bankers and repre- 
sentatives of financial firms together and 
appeal to them for abstention, under the 
sad circumstances, from all speculation, es- 
pecially the purchase of gold, and also to 
do their utmost to prevent the deprecia- 
tion of the roubleand state of the funds. 

The Czar’s Treatment. 

The Local Anzeiger of Berlin publishes a 
dispatch from Sebastopol containing the 
particulars of the czar’s treatment. This 
treatment lies mostly with Professor Ley- 
den, who enjoys the czar’s greatest confi- 
dence. 

The emperor suffers with a burning 
thirst, and takes buttermilk as his princi- 
pal sustenance. This is served to him in the 
morning at 7 o'clock and again at 11, in 
the afternoon at 4 and in the evening at 9, 
when he is given a pint and a half- What 
he gets at 9 o’clock serves for his use dur- 
ing the night. Altogether the patient 
takes on theaverage three quarts of butter- 
milk daily. The czar greatly enjoys it, as 
it effectively quenches his thirst. He 
takes very little solid food. 

On the other hand, broth, in which are 
milk mixed, the yolk of eggs, is much en- 
joyed by him. As with all persons 
dangerously ill, the czar’s condition be- 
comes worse in the evening. Special ar- 
rangements are made for the night. 

A dispatch from Paris says that the 
French cure at Moscow, at the request of 
the French bishops, has suggested that 
the czar promise, in the event of his re- 
oovery, that he will make a pilgrimage te 
Lourdes. Father Ivan and other Greek 
priests also believe in the Lourdes miracles 

Poleful Rumors, 

The St. Petersburgcorrespondent of The 
Daily News says that the official bulletins 
do not represent the gravity of the cezar’s 
condition. Temporary relief by tapping, 
he adds, means nothing. It is the general 
opinion that the czar is already dying. It 
is known that his unconscious periods 
last several hours. 

Persistent rumors are in circulation of 
mournful sick-bed scenes and other touch- 
ing incidents. P ess Alix, it is said, is 
still waging a desperate struggle against 
the fanatical zeal of the orthodox clergy, 
who insist upon her declaring that the 
Evangelist faith isaccursed. The princess 
cannot be persuaded that the matter is a 
mere formality, and demands that she 
may be excused from pronouncing the 
words in question. 

‘Lhe correctness of these rumors cannot 
be vouched for, and the fact is only men- 
tioned that they are in circulation and are 
receiving fresh nourishment from the 
absence of the news about the wedding. 
However, as news from Livadia generally 
takes considerable time in coming, news 
of the marriage may still be expected. 

All telegrams from Livadia go first to 
St. Petersburg, where they are subjected 
to the scrutiny of the censors. 

Sharp Eyes on Strangers. 

All strangers arriving in Livadia are 
subjected to the strictest surveillance im- 
aginable. No one is allowed to approach 
the castle. All arrangements for the reg- 
ulation of the domestic business of the 
imperial household are made by the min- 
ister of the imperial house himself. 

According to telegrams from Copen- 
hagen, the czar expressed a wish to see 
once more King Christian and Queen 
Louise of Denmark, but the plan was 
dropped at the czarina’s urgent request 
as she feared the risks of such a long jour- 
ney for her father and mother. 

It is stated that Prince Waldemar, 
youngest son of the King and Queen of 
Denmark, and the czar’s favorite brot} 
in-law, will go to Livadia. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg savs it 
is rumored in that city that the physicians 
In attendance npon the czar in Livadia 
express the hope that the czar will live {x r 
two or three weeks, and that, therefor 
the wedding of Princess Alix and | e 
ezarewitch has been postponed. 

Schemers at Work. 

A seditious proclamation or app:al to 
the people is circulating secretly through 
the post here. The origin of the proclama

tion is unknown, but it is evident that its | 


authors have taken advantage of the ex 
ceptionable circumstances that now pre 
vail. The document is dated Feb. 19, and 
is signed ‘The Party of Russian Rights.”’ 
It demands that the rights that a despotic 
government has withdrawn be restored. 

Nothing is said in the proclamation 
about the sickness of the czar, but the 
present moment is referred to as pro- 
pitious for securing the liberty of the press 
and conscience. An election, etc., is de 
manded. No importance is attached to 
the appeal. 


CHINESE AND INDIANS. 


Progress Among These People Discussed 
by the Missionary Association. 

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 25.—After the open- 
ing exercises and a number of addresset 
at the second day’s meeting of the Ameri- 
can Missionary association encouraging 

reports were received. Rey. A. E. Dun- 
ning, D.D., made his report and address 
on “Chinese Missions,” which in sub- 
stance was as follows: 

The missions on the Pacifle coast now 
include 21 schools, most of them in Call- 
fornia. Thirty-four teachers have taught 
1201 Chinese pupils, of whom 197 have 
been led to cease worshipping idols and 
173 have professed faith. These sohools 
are scattered through the cities and towns 
from San Francisco southward 600 miles 
to San Diego, on the borders of Mexico. 

This work is not likely to take on much 
larger proportions. The number of Chi- 
nese in this country is slowly but steadily 
decreasing, and is now probably less than 
100,000. 

Rey. Dwight M. Pratt of Portland, Me., 
then reported for the committee on Indian 
work. Churches here at home, he said, 
may wellturn forinspiration to the Indian 
churches of Nebraska and the Dakotas, 
where, in some instances, 24, and even as 
many as 46, new converts have been added 
to individual churches during the year on 

| confession of faith. 

Many of our large city churches cannot 
claim such a large Sunday school as that 
at Fort Berthold, N. D., with its enrol- 
ment of 275 Indian children; or such pro- 
portionate benevolence as that of the In- 
dian churches, which gave last year out of 
their poverty $300, #309 and $375, respec- 
tively. 

Where, under similar conditions among 
our white populations, can we parallel the 
church at Fort Yates, that in four years 
has grown from a membership of 16 to 160, 
and at the May communion added 17 more 
converted Indians to its enrolment? 

Christian benevolence ought never to 
have permitted such a school as that at 
Santee to decrease from 241 pupils to 94, 
thus practically turning out of doors, for 
lack of money, 147 bright Indian youths, 
who were coyering the blessings of a 
Christian education. 


Briggsville Strike Ended. 

Nortu ADAMS, Mass., Oct. 25. — The 
Briggsville woolen mill strike was settled 
yesterday by a compromise. The strikers 
first demanded the restoration of the 
whole 18 per cent cut, The owners offered 
8 per cent and 60 hours’ pay for 58 hours. 
The strikers then demanded 10 and after- 
ward 15 per cent and full pay. The mat- 
ter was compromised on a 9 per cent raise 
and extra two hours’ pay. The workmen 
went to work yesterday afternoon. 


Accounts Were Mixed. 
BROOKLYN, Oct. 25.—Robert Bower, 45 
years old, a bookkeeper, aa arraigned 
yesterday, charged with stealing $8200. 
The prisoner was employed as bookkeeper 
for the India Wharf Brewing company.

SPLIT OF DEMOCRATS 


insures Republican Success in New 
York, Says Harrison. 


HE WILL SPEAK FOR MORTON. 


Futile Effortsto Straighten the 
Democratic Tangle. 


New York, Oct. 25.—President Cleve- 
land and ex-President Harrison both ar- 
rived in this city yesterday. Tho former 
was accompanied by Mrs. Cleveland and 
E. C. Benedict, Mrs. and Miss Benedict. 
The party were driven to the house of Dr. 
Bryant, the president’s physician. _Ex- 
President Harrison went to the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, where a vast throng of Re- 
publican politicians were awaiting his ar 
rival. 

At Republican headquarters if was an- 
nounced that there had been no develop- 
ments to disturb conditions that have ex- 
isted for several days past. 

It is stated on the authority of a close 
friend of the Democratic chairman of the 
state campaign committee that all efforts 
to straighten out the congressional difii- 
culties have proved futile, bothin New 
York and Brooklyn. 

When seen last night Mr. Harrison at 
first declined to speak of politics. ‘‘Any- 
thing else rather than that,’ said he. 

Afterwards, however, he consented to 
speak on the political situation of Indiana, 
and later of New York politics. But he 
positively refused to express his opinion of 
the effect that the approaching election in 
New York state would have on the na- 
tional campaign, if any. 

“You must excuse me from answering 
that question,” said he. “It would hardly 
be the thing, you know. Why, my opinion 
would be mere conjecture at best. Be- 
sides, I know but little about the situation 
in New York, anyway.” 

A little later, however, Mr. Harrison 
manifested his acquaintance with recent 
political developments in New York by 
asking if the Democrats had arrived at 
any agreement in the congressional mat- 
ter, and if Tammany would withdraw 
General Sickles. He spoke freely about 
the prospects for the 

Republican Success In Indiana. 

“We are contesting each and every dis- 
trict in the state,’”’ said he, “with bright 
hopes of success. During my four days’ 
tourof Indiana Isaw more enthusiasm 
than I had ever witnessed before. We 
will carry the major portion of the con- 
gressional districts, in my opinion, and 
it would not beatall surprisingif our 
delegation in congress is largely Republi- 
ean. 

“From what I read and hear, I think 
our party will regain its control in this 
state. This is due toa number of things. 
A desire for Republicanism first, of course, 
then come a number of situations that 
will add to the majority. Prominent 
among them is the disintegration of the 
Democratic party. They claim, of course, 
harmony on the state ticket, but it is 
doubtful whether they will find that 
when the ballots are counted. 

“Yes, I think that Republicanism is 
written everywhere this year. It will bea 
great year. ‘The commencement made in 
New England, that so surprised the 
people, is a mild forerunner, as it were.” 

In reply to a question asked if he would 
make any -speeches in this state, he re- 
plied that he had made no arrangements 
to do so, but did not know what action he 
would take if asked. 

At this point, Mr. Morton arrived, and 
the two adjourned to the dining room. 
On their return they were met by Chair 
man Hackett, anda formal request was 
made, with the result that Mr. Harrison 
will make at least one speech in New 
York. No date has as yet been set.

Have Been Drafted Into Service In 
the Empire State. 


HARMONY NOT YET IN EVIDENCE 


But Hill Appears to Be Confi- 
dent That It Will Prevail. 


New York, Oct. 26.—The campaign 
rooters of both parties are now under full 
swing, and the general political situation 
all over the state is indicative that a fierce 
fight will be fought on election day. The 
most prominent Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike have been drafted into service, 
and the headquarters of both forces were 
never so alive with bustling politicians as 
the past two days 

Ex-President Harrison deolares that he 
is in the hands of his friends and that he 
will make a speech at their discretion, and 
the anderstanding is that Oct. 31 has been 
selected as the date. 

Senator Hill spoke at Long Island City 
yesterday, and again at Cooper Union, in 
this city, in the evening. Governor Mc- 
Kinley held forth at Dunkirk and Buffalo; 
Chauncey M. Depew helped to lead the 
Republican forces on the Bowery, and J. 
Sloat Fassett did duty in Brooklyn. 
Minor mectings were held by the score, all 
of which contributed to the postponement 
of the customary conference on behalf of 
harmony. 

Vice President Stevenson spok:2 at Tivoli 
hall lastevening. ‘Everything throughout 
the country,” he said, ‘was agsuming a 
brighter aspect.’’ He said the Democratic 
party never recognized any religious class 
or sect, which had been made an issue by 
the Republicans in the present campaign. 
“All eyes are now turned toward the Em- 
pire state,”’ he continued, “and in this 
hour of peril let the lines be closed and 
stand by that matchless leader, David B. 
Hill, who at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances, has said, ‘I am a Democrat.’” 

Hill Confident of Harmony. 

But so far as harmony is concerned, 
Senator Hill is quoted as saying that be- 
fore the time allotted for the substitution 
of nominees for some already named for 
congress had elapsed, the Grace and Tam- 
many factions will swing into line if any 
substitution is necessary. 

Senator Faulkner, who has been here in 
the interests of harmony in regard to 
congressmen, left the city yesterday. If 
his efforta have borne fruit, thereis no one 
at political headquarters who will tell of 
it. 

From the headquarters of the state 
Democracy yesterday came a statement ex- 
plaining why the congressional snar] still 
remains nnravelled In the statement 
Tammany hall is made to bear the brunt 
for this failure. 

At both headquarters there was the 
asual rounding up of official statements, 
with none that might materially affect 
the situation, either one way or the other. 

A Whack at the South, 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The Times this morn- 
ing published a two-column letter on the 
southern states, signed by Richard Ed 
monds of Baltimore. In an editorial com- 
menting on the letter, The Times says it 
will be some time before the south gener- 
ally, and Virginia in particular, recovers 
from the discredit due to the latter’s bad 
faith toward her creditors, but that there 
isno doubt that European capital will 
slowly seck that part of the world whose 
physical features are so favorable. 


A Surprising Decision, 

KANSAS CiTy, Oct. 26.—According toa 
decision by Assistant District Attorney 
Draffen, yote repeating at the November 
election can go on uninterrupted without 
the slightest danger of prosecution, Mr.

NO CONCESSIONS. 


Ultimatum of Manufactarers as Issued to 
Fall River Strikers, 

FAL. RIVER, Mass., Oct. 26.—The Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ association of this city, 
after a long session, issued its ultimatum 
to the weavers last night. By a unant- 
mous vote, if was resolved to make no 
@oncession whatever to the weavers, and 
to henceforth refuse giving their repre- 
sentatives an andience. This, in brief, 
means a continuation of the difficulty 
that has been in existence for weeks past. 

Becretary Roundsyille of the Manufao- 
turers’ association, in a letter to Secretary 
Whitehead of the weavers, claims that the 
present condition of the market calls for 
no higher wages than those received in the 
veduced schedule. He says further that 
the mills were opened to allow operators 
to make a living, with a promise to restore 
wages in 60 days if the markets allowed it, 
and concludes as follows: 

“With these factsin view, any conces- 
sion is out of the question. We believe 
the weavers have been made a falr propo- 
sition. The wages offered are as good as 

aid in any large manufacturing center of 
New England.” 


ROBBERS OR INDIANS? 


__- 


Doubtful Elements In Agent Wisdom’s 
Request For Federal Troops. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The officials of 
the war department are not of the opinion 
that the interior department has made 
outa proper case for the employment of 
troops as a posse comitatus in the Indian 
territory. Agent Wisdom’s dispatches, on 
which the application for troops are based, 
State in one place that they are wanted to 
run down a band of robbers, and in another 
that the treaties require the Indians to be 
protected. 

There is noquestion with the depart- 
ment officials that the employment of 
troops under the first point would be 
clearly illegal, and as to the second, there 
is bv evidence that the Indians themselves 
have suffered or have appealed for protec- 
tion. Nevertheless, to set at rest all 
doubts in the matter, Acting Secretary 
Doe has referred the application for troops 
to the attorney general for an opinion as 
to the legality of their employment in 
this case. 

Run on the Spoils System. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—'Theodore Roose- 
velt, civil service commissioner, has sub- 
mitted a report to the commission of his 
findings in the investigations he has made 
at Pittsburg of charges that federal office- 
holders have been guilty of coercing em- 
ployes to make campaign contributions. 
Mr. Roosevelt says that the internal 
revenue office, being without the civil 
service law, is used as a cog in the ma- 
chine of whichever party may be in power. 
Mr, Kearns, the collector, is described as 
Congressman Sibley’s man, and it is de- 
clared that while he has not violated the 
law, the office has been run on the spoils 
system. Mr. Roosevelt recommends that 
internal revenue offices be put in the 
classified service. 

To Be Investigated, 

Boston, Oct. 26.—Charley D. Harring 
ton died at the city hospital yester- 
day from injuries received by falling from 
the steps of his home, 34 Edinboro street 
After Harrington fell, the people in the 
house, seeing that he was unconscious, 
carried him to his room, but although the 
emergency hospital was only a_ block 
away, medical aid was not summoned un 
til 12 hours Jater, when he was ordered to 
the city hospital, where he died 10 min- 
utes after being taken there. ‘The matter 
will be investigated. 


Receiver Asked For, 

New YORK, Oct. 26.—Deputy Attorney 
General Hasbrouck moved in the supreme 
court yesterday that a temporary receiver 
be appointed for the Commercial Alliance 
Insurance company. He said that there 
was a deficit in the finances of the com- 
pany, and that acircular which the com- 
pany had sent out was a deception on the 
public and on policy holders. Decision

NEw YorK, Oct. 26.—L. C. Weir, presi- 
dent of the Adams Express company, has 
received a pouch containing a number of 
valuable documents. These papers were 
stolen from the company’s safe in the 
Aguia Creek robbery on Oct. 12. The re- 
covery of these documents reduces the loss 
of the Adams Express company by the 
robbery to Jess than $5000. 


Children’s Aid Society Sued. 

Boston, Oct. 26.—Mrs. Lucy M. Green of 
Worcester has sent a petition to the state 
house asking that the charter of the Chil 
dren’s Aid society may be revoked. She 
alleges that two of her children have been 
taken away from her by misrepresenta 
tion on the part of representatives of the 
society.

Their Opponents Scored a Victory In the 
Latest Battle at Yalu, 

ToKIo, Oct. 26.—Field Marshal Count 
Yamagata has telegraphed to the war of- 
fice that a detachment of 1600 Japanese 
infantry crossed the Yalu river on Wednes- 
day and attacked the enemy. The Chinese 
force consisted of 600 cavalry and 100 in- 
fantry, with two guns. The enemy fled. 
The Japanese captured a Chinese fort, the 
two guns and many rifles. The Chinese 
loss was 20 killed and wounded. The Jap- 
anese sustained no loss. The dispatch 
adds that the Japanese advance columns 
are marching upon Lishyen. 

The Japanese were ferried over the Yalu 
at daybreak. The Chinese fled after the 
first few rounds were fired at them. The 
Japanese captured the works witha rush. 
The Chinese fied to batteries that had 
been constructed lower down the river, 
throwing away their arms in their flight. 
These were found to be antiquated mus- 
kets. 

The advanced detachments now hold 
the Sukin ferry to guard the passage of 
she Japanese main body, the advance of 
which will commence at once. The 
Japanese engineers have pontoons thrown 
across the river for the army to pass over.

The style of the new church is the old 
English, It was built by Mr. George E. 
Thomas from plans drawn by Mr. I. How- 
land Jones of Wollaston. It isin appear- 
ance simplicity personified. The entire 
absence of anything like showy features 
and florid architecture in the design is 
pleasing. The picturesqueness of the 
structure at once attracts attention, A 
sense of its beauty grows upon one on ex- 
amination of the building from an archi- 
tectural point of view with its shingles left 
to mellow with age, its quaint little spire 
surmounted by a wrought iron cross and 
its old fashioned leaded window panes. 

But the interior is equally as pleasing 
with its high girdered roof, having the 
timbers left in the rough to give an antique 
appearance to the auditorium, The walls 
harmonize with a soft fawn tint. 

The auditorium is 25 feet by 80 feet and 
has a seating capacity of 200. The pews 
were made by J. J. McNutt of Boston and 
are of cypress. At the easterly end of the 
church a wing, 12 feet by 27 feet, extends 
towards the south. , This contains the 
sacristy and the stairs to the vestry. 

The chancel rail and choir seats are of 
cypress and the altar, which was a present 
from the Church of the Advent of Boston, 
is of solid mahogany surmounted witha 
massive slab of marble. 

The pipe organ was made by Hook & 
Hastings. 

The building is lighted throughout by 
electricity and heated by furnaces. 

The opening service was the regular 
Episcopal service. Bishop Lawrence was 
assisted by the Rey. Alden Bennett of 
Waltham, who acted as priest in place of 
the Rev. Walter R. Breed, rector of 
Christ’s church of Quincy, who was unable 
to be present, and also by James B. 
Thomas of the Harvard Theological 
school, who acted as deacon. The music 
was directed by Mr. George W. Stover, 
and Miss Eloise P. Flood was the organist. 

Bishop Lawrence’s address was wholly 
informal, as he expressed it, it was simply 
a ‘“‘talk.”” He extended the congratula- 
tions of the diocese to the society on the 
completion of its edifice and the holding of 
the first service. The end of the building, 
said he, is the beginning of the upbuilding 
of thischurch. He told briefly the early 
history of the Episcopal church and showed 
how it was the church of our ancestors, 

and why it was here. First, because we 
turn back to the religion and forms of our 
fathers; second, because of its simplicity 
of doctrine and creed; and lastly because 
of its historic associations and continuity. 

In concluding the Bishop said that if 
this church is to live it must think of 
Christ first and the church last. 

At the conclusion of the service Bishop 
Lawrence held an informal reception,

The following open letter is from 
Quincy’s famous physician, Dr. John A. 
Gordon, and his appeal for the Quincy 
Hospital we know will not go unheeded: 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


Just five years ago the first sod was 
turned for the foundation of the City 
Hospital of Quincy, and a little over four 
years ago the building was dedicated to 
the “care and treatment of persons who 
may need medical or surgical attendance 
during temporary sickness or injury,” 
Since that time the hospital has obtained a 
wide spread reputation. A late volume of 
the Reference Handbook of the Medical 
Sciences published in New York says, ‘‘ The 
City Hospital of Quincy is an excellent 
example of what has been done in provid- 
ing a hospital that, in the three years of 
its existence has made a creditable record, 
and become a model of construction that 
others have followed.’’ And the Boston 
Herald in its investigation of Massachu- 
setts hospitals gives it the first place in 
economical management. 

In these four years it has treated seven 
hundred and twenty-one patients, com- 
prising almost all classes of cases, and 
including the most severe quarry and rail- 
road accidents, as well as some of the most 
difficult surgical operations, with a success 
that will compare favorably with the best 
hospitals in the country. 

We all remember the public enthusiasm 
that hailed its dedication and opening. 
We can recall with satisfaction the thank- 
fulness of the community that we had such 
a hospital for the reception of the injured 
and dying sufferers of the terrible railroad 
accident that occurred in the first months 
of its existence, and we note with pleasure 
the expressions of gratitude of the many 
patients who have been helped and cared 
for in its wards. 

This success demonstrates the need of 
its existence. In acity like Quincy, with 
its dangerous granite industry and its 
twenty thousand inhabitants, the hospital 
has become a necessity. Oa this point we 
are all agreed. It would be difficult to do 
without it, Oa another point we should 
be equally clear: The hospital is not es- 
pecially for the benefit of its promoters and 
those who give their time and skill freely 
and without price for its welfare. It is for 
the whole community. It stands ready to 
receive the sick and suffering from the 
households of the rich and poor; and no 
one can tell how soon he may need its ser- 
vices, Consequently everyone should feel 
an interest in its success and be willing and 
ready to contribute towards its maintain- 
ance and support. That the community is 
ready and willing to maintain and sup- 
port the hospital has abundant proof in 
the cheerful and substantial way in which 
every appeal for aid and means has hitherto 
been answered, Last yeara deficit of al- 
most four thousand dollars was made good 
by the people in one week. 

This year the hospital again finds itself 
obliged to appeal to the citizens for assist- 
ance. The income from the endowment 
fund and all the other sources of income 
fail to yield sufficient for the constantly In- 
creasing expenses, and the hospital finds 
itself largely in debt, with more than two 
months of the year to provide for. At 
least five thousand dollars should be raised 
to pay the present deficit and carry on the 
work for the remaining months of the 
year. 

The coming Sunday, October 23th, has 
been set apart as Hospital Sunday, and it 
is sincerely hoped that a large sum will be 
secured by contribution on that day in the 
several churches, 

During the coming week a committee 
from the hospital will make a direct appeal 
to all the citizens of the city for contribu- 
tions, and it is hopefully and confidently 
expected that the appeal will be met by a 
genorous and substantial response.

DUE CARE EXERCISED 


In Excluding Undesirable Immigrants 
From Our Shores. 


FOREIGN OFFICIALS CO-OPERATE 


As Far as It Lies Within Their 
Power to Do So. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Superintendent 
Stump of the immigration bureau has re- 
turned to Washington from a six weeks’ 
tour of European cities. Colonel Stump 
investigated the subject of immigration in 
all the cities he visited. 

In Italy he found the government will- 
ing and indeed very anxious to co-operate 
with the United Statesin wiping out the 
sdmittedly pernicious padrone system. 
The Italian officials stated that the immi- 
gration of their people to this country re- 
sulted in their sending large amounts of 
money to relatives in Italy, and in this 
way it was a considerable benefit 
to the country, but they were in 
entire sympathy with this government 
in keeping out criminals and other objec- 
tionable characters, and to that end they 
would furnish to every intending emi- 
grant, if so requested by this government, 
what is known as a penal certificate, under 
seal, which would show for what, if any, 
crimes they had been convicted. This was 
Colonel Stump’s suggestion, and it met 
with sincere favor. 

The record of the investigation con- 
ducted by the senate committee on im- 
migration of the Fifty-third congress 
showed that about $30,000,000 was annu- 
ally returned to Italy by those who had 
immigrated to this country. 

In Germany 
the officials were taking untsual precan- 
tions to prevent any of the prohibited 
classes from sailing to Ameriva from Ger 
man ports. In this they were assisted by 
the steamship companies, which were en- 
forcing the rules by imposing heavy fines 
on their agents who sell tickets to persons 
not allowed to land in the United States 
Some of these companies impose a fine of 
$20 on each passenger so refused admit 
tance, and others impose a fine equal to 
the entire expense of returning the immi- 
grant to the port from which he sailed. 
The Jewish Exodus, 

Colonel Stump had several conferences 
with agents of Baron Hirsch in regard to 
the exodus of Jews from Russia. He was 
assured that the persecutions by the Rus 
sians had practically ceased, and that in 
consequence comparatively few were now 
leaving Russia. 

Baron Hirsch’s society was doing all it 
could to encourage colonization in the 
Argentine republic, but they were exer- 
cising extreme care in accepting only those 
of the better classes. The Argentine re- 
public, in their opinion, weuld prove far 
more advantageous to the Russian Jews 
than the United States. 

Speaking generally, Colonel Stump was 
of the opinion that a far better class of 
immigrants were coming to this country 
than at any timein the past. He believed 
it to be a fact that none of the Kuropean 
governments were now given any aid to 
intending immigrants, and, if assistance 
was being furnished at all, it was by 
friends and relatives of the 
themselves

Emperor Alexander Calmly Awaits the 
Call of Death. 


LORD ROSEBERY PAYS TRIBUTE. 


Great Britain Owes Debts of 
Obligation to the Czar. 


Lonpoy, Oct. 26.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says it is reported that Dr. 
Zacharin is opposed to an operation being 
performed upon the czar. 

A bulletin issued from Livadia late last 
pight says: Neither somnolence nor spas- 
modic symptoms were observed today. His 
appetite is satisfactory. The cedema did 
not increase as usual. 

The Local Anzieger of Berlin publishes 
an interview with Professor Bergmann, 
who was reported as having refused to go 
to Livadia to attend the czar. Professor 
Bergmann declared that surgery was use- 
less in the czar’s.case, because both of his 
kidneys were affected, and the removal of 
both of them would be as bad as behead- 
ing him. 

The Cologne Gazette has the following 
dispatch from St. Petersburg: The czar’s 
strength is daily decreasing, but he awaits 
death with perfect composure. In order 
to counteract the depression of those about 
him, he has ordered that the band at the 
palace play during lunch time. The 
ezarina, though suffering severely, never 
quits her husband’s side. She sits for 
hours beside the armchair occupied by the 
emperor and watches by his bedside when 
he is unable to sleep. The czar, it is said, 
has made all his arrangements with a 
view to death. He has completed his will, 
and has verbally advised the czarewitch 
toconsult M. Dunge, president of the 
committee of ministers on political ques- 
tions, and also to consult Grand Duke 
Michael on family matters. 

Itis reported that the czarina isin a 
very nervous condition. She suffered an 
attack of lumbago before she reached the 
Crimea. 

Naturally, there is great anxiety on the 
czar’s account, but there are no apprehen- 
sions for the future, except the holders of 
high offices, who fear they may be super- 
seded. It is expected that there will be 
extensive, though gradual, changes in the 
internal affairs of the empire, in the event 
of the czar’s death, but the diplomatic cir- 
cular from the foreign office, which it is 
customary to issue upon the demise of the 
crown, will doubtless announce that there 
will be nochange in the foreign policy. 

The Official Messenger of St. Peters- 
burg, commenting on the profound sym- 
pathy expressed by the foreign press, ob- 
serves that France, more deeply than any 
other state, feels how differently would 
have been the relations of the European 
powers but for the czar’s pacific influence. 

Rosebery’s Estimate of the Czar. 

Lord Rosebery made an address last 
night at the banquet of the Cutlers’ so- 
clety of Sheffield, in which he paid a high 
tribute to the czar. The prime minister 
said that the present moment of shadow 
clouded the domain of foreign politics. 
There was not a thoughtful mind in 
Europe that did not turn to the sick bed 
in the Crimea, 

Great Britain, he added, had in times 
past had acute subjects of difference with 
Russia, but he felt certain that there was 
nobody who was aware of what had hap- 
pened in Europe during the last 12 years 
who did not feel the immeasurable debt of 
obligation that Great Britain lay under to 
the czar. 

Continuing he said: ‘We had in him 
amonarch whose watchword was reign, 
and whose character had been a worship 
of truth and peace.” He would not say 
that the czar would rank among the Cxesars 
and Napoleons. ‘“But,’’ he said, “if peace 
had her victories not less renowned than 
war, he would reign in history as not less 
entitled to fame than either Caesar or Na- 
poleon. It was due to his character and 
influence, as much as to any other cause, 
that peace had been preserved. His death 
would mean the removal of one of the 
greatest, perhaps the greatest, guarantee of 
peace in the world.

‘NEW WHISKY TRUST 


t Will Start In Business With a Capi- 
tal of $5,000,000. 


COMPANY CONTROLS NEW PATENTS 


For Manufacturing Spirits Out 
of Corn and Molasses. 


New York, Oct. 27.—Papers were filed 
at Trenton, in the secretary of state’s of- 
fice, yesterday, which indicate the forma- 
tion of a new whisky trust. The papers 
comprise the articles of incorporation of a 
concern to be known as the Great White 
Bpirit company, with a paid-up capital of 
65,000,000, the total authorized capital 
being limited by the charter to $50,000,000, 

The principal office and place of busi- 
hess of the committee outside of the state 
of New Jersey will be Boston, but it will 
carry on business in various other states 
and territories of the United States. The 
§5,000,000 capital stock of the company isdi 
vided into 50,000 shares of the par value of 
#100 each. Of that stock $500,000 is divided 
Into 5000 shares of the par value of $100 
each, and is to be first preferred stock and 
be known as “guaranteed” stock and %, 
000,000 is to be divided into 20,000 shares of 
the par value of $100 each, which shall be 
second preferred stock and be called 
“preferred” stock, and the balance of 
stock, to wit, $2,500,000, is to be divided 
into 25,000 shares of the par value of $100 
each, and shall be called “general” or 
“common stock.’’ The guaranteed and 
preferred stocks are to receive 8 per cent 
per annum, cumulative; after Jan. 1, 1895, 
provision is made for retiring the guaran- 
teed stock at $110. The company is to 
commence business on the 20th. 

The Organizers and Corporators 

of the company are Robert H. Dillingham 
of East Orange, N. J., and Dayid M. Rip- 
ley and Edward G. Maturin of this city 
Mr. Maturin is described in the articles as 
the subscriber for 5000 shares of the guar- 
anteed stock, 20,000 shares of preferred 
stock and 24,800 shares of the common 
stock. Mr. Dillingham and Mr. 
are put down as holding 100 shares each of 
the common stock. 

One of the men interested in the or- 
ganization of the company said that it 
represented a combination of the New 
England distillers with certain New York 
men who had retired from the present 
Whisky trust. The new company, he said, 
owned the patents for a new process for 
making spirits out of molasses, and they 
would have distilleries in which spirits 
would be made from corn and molasses 
alongside of each other. 

To develop and carry out that departure 
in making whisky, he said the company 
had acquired large sugar properties in the

West Indies, and for that purpose the 
company Was authorized to buy steam 
ships. Two such vessels, he said, had 


been already bought.

DOUBLE RESIGNATION 


Von Caprivi and Zu Eulenberg Leave 
the German Cabinet. 


STATESMEN COULD NOT AGREE 


Cn Matters Concerning Re- 
pression of Socialism. 


BERLIN, Oet. 27. — Chancellor von Ca- 
privi and Count Botho Zu Eulenberg, 
president of the Prussian council of 
ministers, have resigned. It is known 
that for some time past there has 
been considerable tension between the 
chancellor and Count Zu Eulenberg, ow- 
ing tothe fermer’s views in regard to the 
measures to be submitted to the Reich- 
stag for the repression of socialism. The 


chancellor isin favor of pursuing a mod- 
erate policy, while Count Zu Eulenberg 
believed in the adoption of radical meas 
ures to obtain the end sought. 


4 
COUNT VON CAPRIVL 

So many versions are current of the sud- 
denly precipitated crisis that it would be 
impossible to form a definite conclusion 
until the matter has further developed 
Yesterday’s outward events were as fol- 
lows: After the services in the Russian 
chapel, which were attended by both Em- 
peror William and Count von Caprivi, the 
emperor gave an audience to the chancellor 
at the castle at 2 o'clock. A quarter of an 
hour later, Count Zu Euienberg had an 
audience with the emperor, and at 2:30 the 


emperor received Count Lechenfield, the 


Bavarian minister here; Count_H¢enthal 
of Saxony, Baron von Buler of Wurtem- 
berg and Dr. Jagen ofBaden, all ministers 
of their resp2c.ive countries. 

Bef¢re his majesty received these minis- 
‘ers, both Count von Capriviand Count 
Zu Eulenberg had resigned. Reports dif- 
ferasto when, some saying that Count 
Zu Eulenberg resigned Tuesday, and that 
the emperor ineffectually tried to induce 
him to withdraw his resignation. It 
should be noted that Count Philip Zu Eu- 
lenberg, Count Botho’s brother, is an 
intimate friend of the emperor. 

Great Excitement Prevails. 

The first intimation to the public of the 
crisis was the official announcement that 
the emperor had postponed his journey to 
Blankenberg. Any politician who had 
told in the morning thatsuch acrisis was 
impending would have been laughed at. 
The greatest excitement was created when 
the events became known. 

Numerous candidates are mentioned as 
successor to Count von Caprivi. Besides 
those already mentioned Baron von 
Zeedlitz is talked off. It cannot, however, 
be stated that any of those whose names 
have been mentioned have any prominent 
claims. It is asserted that the emperor 
has a ‘‘dark horse.” 

Count von Uaprivi is said by his inti- 
mate friends to be glad to escape from the 
cares of the chancellorship. He is a mod- 
erate man, opposed to extreme views of 
any kind. Therefore, he is well hated in 
many quarters. The intrigues against him 
on the part of the Bismarckians and ag- 
ricultural party have been bitter. He often 
expressed a desire to retire to military life, 
and only remained in office from a sense 
of duty to his country. He will, in a few 
days, proceed to Geneva for his health. 
His persistent enemies have cause for 
self-congratulation, but the situation is 
regarded with great apprehension. It is 
believed that the emperor secretly favors 
strong repressive measures against the so- 
clalists and Poles, despite his expression of 
approval of Count von Caprivi’s policy, 
and that the next chancellor will be called 
upon to introduce such measures. If so, 
stormy times are in store in the reichstag. 
The emperor ts credited with being much 
annoyed by the papers expressing such 
liberal approval of Count von Caprivi’s 
policy. Any way, the latter's disappear- 
ance means a radical change in Ger- 
many’s internal policy. 

Caprivi’s Career, 

General Count Georg Leo von Caprivi 
de Caprera de Monte-Cucculi succeeded 
Prinoé Bismarck as chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire shortly after the latter's re- 
tirement in March, 1890. He was born at 
Charlottenberg in 1831, being the son of a 
high legal functionary in the service of 
Prussia. He entered the army in his 18th 
year, and won rapid promotion. He 
served with distinction in the campaigns 
of 1864 and 1866, and in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war he acted as chief of staff to the 
Tenth corps. 

Swiftly ascending the other steps of the 
military ladder, he was appointed in 1883 
to the command of the Thirtieth division 
at Metz. The next year he passed at a 
single bound from the army to the navy, 
succeeding Herr von Stitch on‘the latter’s 
retirement from the head of the admiralty. 
In ashort time naval men by profession 
were amazed at the mastery of their arts 
and the perception of their interests which 
were displayed bya mere landsman and 
soldier-like general, Von Caprivi. His 
administration proved at least that he was 
& man with a rare power of adapting him- 
self to new modern lines of activity. 

Soon after the present emperor's acces- 
sion, the navy was reorganized and Gen- 
eral von Caprivi was appointed to the 
command of the Tenth Army corps, the 
command of the imperial fleet being 
vested in Admiral yon der Goltz. Dur- 
ing maneuvers in the autumn of 1889, the 
emperor had a good opportunity to study 
the character of Von Caprivi, and later he 
was asked to accept the chancellorship. 
He was not anxious to accept the position, 
but his scruples and self-distrust were 
finally overcome, and he assumed the of- 
fice which he has now resigned. 

During his term of office he has had sev- 
eral severe contests with the reichstag, in 
all of which he has come out victorious.

His fight to prevent the views of ex- 
tremists in regard te the proper measures 
to be adopted against socialists and sooial- 
ism prevailing is of too recent date to 
need extended mention. He insisted upon 
the adoption of a moderate policy, and it 
is said that the emperor agreed with him. 

Count Zu Eulenberg is reported to have 
strenuously epposed anything but radical 
measures, and several times it has been 
teported that the difference of opinion be- 
tween himself and the chancellor would 
lead to the resignation of one or both. It 
is surmised that this is the question which 
has at last led to the resignation of both. 

Speculation is already rife as to Count 
yon Caprivi’s possible successor. Dr. 
Miquel, General Bronsart von Schelln- 
dorf, minister of war, and General Count 
von Waldersee are spoken of, but hope or 
fear is chiefly father of the thought. 
Until something more definite is known 
of the causes of the crisis, there can be no 
solution. 

The Tageblatt declares that the astonish- 
ment caused by the resignations is equally 
great among the friends and the foes of 
the ex-chancellor and the ex-Prussian 
premier. 

The newspapers here are only able to 
give conflicting conjectures as to the real 
cause of the crisis. 


Some Are Alive, 

Iron MOUNTAIN, Mich., Oct. 27.—The 
only fact established is that a number of 
the men imprisoned at the Pewabic mine 
are alive. Whom and how many will not 
be known until late today. Communica- 
tion was established by means of hammer 
ing rocks. The men are well supplied 
with air. They have now been imprisoned 
over 40 hours. Superintendent Brown is 
certain that at least eight of the men have 
escaped uninjured, but fears there may 
have been many caught under the falling 
wallsand crushed to death. Around the 
shaft are gathered large crowds of rela 
tives. 

How Olney Views It. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney, speaking of the statement of 
the assistant district attorney at Kansas 
City that there was no law by which elec- 
tion frauds could be punished in United 
States courts, said that on acareful exam- 
ination of the statutes he was of the opin- 
fon that the Kansas City attorney was cor- 
rect. At the same time there was no 
doubt in his mind but that state laws 
were in existence by virtue of which elec- 
tion frauds, whether of registration or of 
voting, could be punished in state courts. 


Teller Francis’ Downfall. 

HARTFORD, Oct. 27.—J. A. Francis, 
teller of the City bank, and one of the 
most respected residents of the city, was 
arrested last evening. Hw has confessed 
to embezzling $28,859.83 from the bank 
through a series of false entries in his 
cash account. The guilty man is 61 years 
old, a prominent church member, and has 
been connected with the bank for 35 years. 
He infers that he has loaned the money to 
friends, expecting to replace it. 


Not a Life Lost, 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Oct. 27.—Fishing 
schooner John A. Matheson has arrived 
from the Grand Banks fishing grounds 
with all well. Thisis the last one of the 
Provincetown codfishing fleet to arrive. 
The season has been a successful one, as 
not a life has been lost and al! have made 
good catches. An estimate is made of 
15,000 quintals for the eight vessels en- 
gaged. 


Booth’s Tour Begun. 

New York, Oct. 27.—General Booth, 
the founder of the Salvation Army, 
started today on his tour, which will em- 
brace the principal places between here 
and Seattle, Wash. at which place he 
hopes to arrive on Dec. 31. All along the 
route governors, mayors and men in high 
standing have consented to take part in 
the meetings. 


Tonghaks Causing Trouble. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 27.—The Tonghaks in 
Corea are said to be disposed to march 
mpon Seoul. Some Corean troops and 
Japanese gens d’armes were sent to 
quell a disturbance caused by the 
Tonghaks, and the ringleader and 91 
rebels were captured, and one of the lead- 
ers and 180 rebels were captured. 


National Bank Looted. 

CounciL BiuFFs, Ia., Oct. 27.— The 
Farmers’ National bank of Malvern was 
wrecked and looted by robbers. The vault 
and safes inside of the vault were blown 
into pleces, the concussion completely 
wrecking the inside fixtures of the build- 
ing. Itisestimated that the robbers got 
away with $15,000 to $20,000. 


Nebraska's Prairie Fires. 

Gorpon, Neb., Oct. 27.—The prairie fires 
now sweeping over the sandhills in this 
vicinity are doing immense damage. The 
flames consume everything in the tracks. 
The whole country in the neighborhood of 
Pullman is a raging furnace. People in 
oon track of the fire are fleeing for their 
lives. 


Work For Fitchburg Folks. 

FITCHBURG, Mass., Oct. 27.—The Mitch- 
ell mill property, which has been in as- 
signees’ hands since September, 1883, has 
been bought by the Fitchburg Manufac- 
turing company and will resume the 
manufacture of fine ginghams. Three 
hundred hands will be employed. 


Queen of the Ocean. 

New YORE, Oct. 27.—The Cunard line 
xeamer Lucania, from Liverpool via 
Queenstown, broke her previous and fast- 
est passage on record by 25 minutes. She 
made the run from Queenstown in 5 days 
7 hours and 23 minutes.

WITH STATE'S MONEY 


Republicans Say That Democrats 
Printed Campaign Documents. 


CLOSING WEEK OF THE. BATTLE 


Promises to Be a Lively One 
In the Empire State. 


New York, Oct. 29.—Sunday is always 
& quiet day with politicians. At the polit- 
ical headquarters in this city yesterday the 
work of correspondence was carried on as 
usual, but there were few visitors. At the 
Grant headquarters Mr. Grant's letter of 
acceptance ef the Tammany nomination 
was made public. 

In his letter Grant says, among other 
things: “‘Wherever the responsibility lies, 
police blackmail and corruption are in- 
tolerable. I join every right-minded giti- 
‘zen in its condemnation and desire for its 
dunishment. The root of the evil, hew- 
ever, lies in the system, and now that pub- 
lic attention has been attracted and pub- 
lic support guaranteed, I shall, if elected, 
doallin my power to hasten correction 
of every abuse. 

“TI advocate the thorough reorganization 
ofthe police department on such a basis as 
will render it impossible for such corrup- 
tion as has prevailed to continue or exist. 

“The success of the municipal ticket 
should be subordinated to the defeat of 
the reapportionment and the election of 
the Democratic state ticket.” 

Colonel Strong’s headquarters were 
closed during the day, and Strong was not 
in evidence, except to afew of bis closest 
supporters. 

A Serious Charge. 

At Republican headquarters a long dis- 
patch was received from Albany and was 
atonce given cut for publication to the 
effect that the employes in the state de- 
partments there were employed in prepar- 
ing and distributing thousands of cam- 
paign documents in the interests of the 
Democrats. The dispatch says in part: 
“The campaign work which should be done 
by the Democratic state committee is thus 
forced upon state departments and paid 
for from the state treasury. These docu- 
ments are printed by State Printer James 
B. Lyous, and a large force of the depart- 
ment clerks are taken from their duties to 
the state to shove out, in individual en- 
velopes, Hill’s campaign documents.” 

It was announced that ex-President 
Harrison has consented to speak from his 
car on his way back to Indiana. It was 
said that the ex-president would give a 
few talks on his way up through the state 
from the car platform, the first to be at 
Albany next Friday. 

Tne Registration 

in New York and Brooklyn is very satis- 
factorily regarded by the Republicans, 
also, their leaders claiming that the vig- 
ilance which has been manifested in re- 
gard to repeaters throughout the state 
will makea difference of 30,000 yotes to 
the Republican state ticket. 

Corrections made in the returns show a 
total registration in this city of 309,930, 
the largest registration ever recorded in 
New York. The largest preceding was 
that of 1892, which reached a total of 309,- 
Q25. The registration of 1893 was 265,908. 

The recent arrest of several hundred 
men for alleged fraudulent registration, 
it is believed, has hada deterrent effect, 
and the large registration is considered a 
big increase in men entitled to cast their 
ballots. District Attorney John R. Fel- 
lows, however, expressed himself as not 
at all surprised at the registration. He 
though there was nothing extraordinary 
in it, and said he could see nothing sub- 
stantial to be derived from either side

ITS DAYS ARE NUMBERED. 


f. D. Sallivan Tells Bostonians His Opin- 
ion of the House of Lords. 

Boston, Oct. 29.—T. D. Sullivan, M. P., 
ex-lord mayor of Dublin and an ex-politi- 
cal prisoner under the Balfour coercion 
act, lectured here ye-terday. Mr. Sullivan 
ridiculed the house of lords, styling it a 
relic of barbarous times, and pointed out 
the absurdity of the theory that because a 
man hassome brains his offspring are 
capable of filling his place as a lawmaker. 

“This institution has frequently been 
threatened and is now in its last days,” 
he said. “If these lords inherit anything 
from their fathers’ broad acres, it is the 
fear of human progress.. They have de- 
stroyed every bill that sought for the ad- 
vancement of the people that has come to 
them from the house of commons. 

“Ireland is represented in parliament by 
a body of fearless men. The house of 
lords is composed of 6572 dukes, earls, 
bishops, archbishops and so on, who do 
not fear removal by anyone. In the house 
of commons 40 constitute a quorum, but 
in the upper house three are all that is 
needed to destroy bills sent up. Three 
lords, then, have the same amount of 
brains as 40 members of the house of com- 
mons. 

“These aristocrats, unless they are 
alarmed by some measure that comes up 
to benefit Ireland, are hardly ever present 
during the session, but when they are 
alarmed they are not slow in attending. 
The largest attendance ever known in the 
history of the house wason the day the 
Irish home rule bill came up from the 
lower house. 

“Then they poured in from all parts of 
the world—the gouty were carried in, the 
blind were ledin, and it was common 
knowledge that one member was taken 
out of an idiot asylum to yote against this 
bill.” 

Mr. Sullivan, in describing the interior 
of the house of lords, said: “It is called 
the ‘gilded chamber,’ but it is a gilded 
abattoir to the Irish people.” 


Awful Explosion of Dynamite, 

CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Oct. 29.—This 
city and vicinity were terribly shaken yes- 
terday by an explosion which occurred on 
asummit of a hill a mile from town, 
where were stored in a small building five 
tons of dynamite. The stuff had been 
sent here on a consignment from a Chi- 
cago house to a local hardware merchant. 
It is presumed that a rifle bullet fired by a 
hunter into the building lodged in the 
powder. A handkerchief and a piece of 
coat sleeve were found about 50 rods away, 
and they are thought to be a part of the 
clothing of Paul Brohar, who was seen go- 
ingin the direction of the magazine a 
short time before the explosion. 


A Husband's Serious Mistake. 

SANDWICH, Mass., Oct. 29.—Mrs. Ellis, 
wife of C. H. B. Eliis, was shot Saturday 
night by her husband while entering her 
own house through the window, andisina 
precarious condition, suffering great pain 
from the wound in her shoulder, caused 
by the entrance of the bullet, which has 
not yet been extracted. Her husband isin 
the lockup awaiting an examination. It 
is clear that the shooting was accidental. 
Ellis was tired out and went to bed early, 
and on suddenly waking up was con- 
fronted with a supposed burglar, whom he 
thought was entering the house forthe 
purpose of assassinating him. 


Coxey House Burned. 

MASSILLON, O., Oct. 29.—The handsome 
residence of J. S. Coxey at Coxana, four 
miles north of this city, was burned to the 
ground. A numberof outbuildings were 
also destroyed, and but few household 
effects were saved. The origin of the fire 
is unknown, but it is supposed to have 


been the work of incendiaries. Loss, 
$10,000. an 

Alleged Anarchists, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Emil Sterlitz 


and Paul Biernes, two Frenchmen, were 
arrested early this morning as suspicious 
characters. A French hotel keeper charges 
that Biernes attempted to jump his board 
bill. The hotel keeper asserts that the 
men are anarchists, and that Biernes had 
recently come from Quebec, 


Accident to a Lineman, 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Oct. 29. — Frank 
Boyle of Newburyport, employed by the 
Haverhill Electric Light company, while 
at work on a pole yesterday, received a 
shock from a live wire and feli to the 
pavement, a distance of 30 feet, and was 
badly shaken up, face cut, hands burned, 
but no bones broken. 

To Fight a Trust. 

MEMPHIS, Oct. 29.—The federal court is 
to be asked by Tate Bros. te enter upon 
an investigation of charges that have been 
made against the cotton seed oil owners 
of the south to the effect that they have 
nearly all entered into a gigantic con- 
spiracy to control the market for eotton 
seed. as 


Cherokees’ Decisive Action, 

Fort Gisson, L T., Oct. 29.— Tho 
Cherokees have now in the field in pur- 
suit of the notorious Cook gang a force 
of nearly 300 well-armed men, thoroughly 
equipped for a continued campaign. ‘The 
Cherokee nation has placed $500 reward 
on the head of each member. of the gang. 


An Argentine Earthquake. 

BUENOS AYRES, Oct. 29.—An earthquake 
was felt throughout the Argentine repub- 
lic Saturday. Many churches, theaters 
and private houses were destroyed. 
Twenty persons are known to have per- 
ished. The inhabitants are ina state of 
panic, fearing a repetition of the shock.

NEw YORK, Oct. 29.—The business men’s 
mass meeting to ratify the candidates for 
municipal officers on the committee of 
Seventy’s ticket was held in the big auc- 
tion room of the real estate exchange to- 
day under the auspices of the Honest Goy- 
ernment club.

Japs Captured a Chinese Stronghold 
Without Much Difficulty, 


SCRAPS FROM ORIENTAL PAPERS 


Concerning the Great Battles 
of Ping-Yang and Yalu. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Japanese 
legation received a dispatch which con- 
firms the news published yesterday from 
Shanghai of a second victory of the Japan- 
ese army under Marshal Yamagata. The 
telegram is dated Hiroshima, and reads as 
follows: 

“Before dawn of Oct. 26 our army, 
under Marshal Yamagata, attacked Kin- 
Len-Cheng, one of the important strong- 
holds upon the Chinese frontier. The 
place was defended by 10,000 troops under 
Generals Lin and Song The Chinese 
fled after offering only a slight resistance, 
and the Jupanese forces took possession 
of the fortifications and the clty. They 
captured 30 large field guns, an immense 
quantity of rice, food of other kinds, ete., 
and more than 300 tents. The Japanese 
loss was 20 killed and 63 wounded. The 
Chinese lost 200 killed. The exact number 
of their wounded is not known.” 

It is believed at the Japanese legation 
that the General Lin mentioned in the 
above dispatch is the noted Chinese com- 
mander who played such a prominent part 
during the Tonquin difticulty, and to 
whom it was recently reported Viceroy Li 
had offered the chief command in the 
Chinese army. 

The Japanese legation has received its 
first mail of Japanese newspapers since 
the battles of Yalu and Ping-Yang, and 
they are filled with the details of the en- 
gagements, lists of killed and wounded, 
accounts of heroism and other evidences 
of war. 

Chinese Invite Slaughter. 

The bad tactical methods of the Chinese 
soldiers excite the derision of the Japan- 
ese. The latter point out that the Chinese 
erect breastworks and then sit quietly 
within without throwing out skirmishers 
to harass the enemy. The Chinese sol- 
diers also raise a number of banners just as 
they firea yolley, so that the Japanese 
troops always know when a shower of 
lead is impending. The Chinese also ex- 
haust the cartridges in the magazine guns 
as fast as they can fire them, makinga 
hail of bullets and then a long calm. The 
rifles captured from the Chinese show rust 
of long standing and other careless treat- 
ment. 

A touching story is told of a Japanese 
bugler who had just sounded the “charge’”’ 
when he received a bullet in the breast. 
He was urged tolay aside his bugle, as 
any fresh exertion would make a hem- 
orrhage, proving fatal. His reply was 
another blast of the ‘‘charge’’ as he top- 
pled over. 

The members of the Japanese house of 
peers have sent 600,000 cigarets to the Jap- 
anese soldiers. 

The leading tea merchant of Japan has 
presented the war office with 1000 chests of 
tea. 

Snow fellin Japan on Sept. 22, which is 
the earliest in 10 years. The cold weather 
may put a stop to the campaign until

iia An Aggressive Press, 

The Japanese press go to extremes in 
their demar ts for indemnity from China. 
One of them says China must pay Japan 
ten times the cost of the war, and must 
agree to let Japanese troops be stationed 
throughout China hereafter. 

A Tokio paper states that prior to a 
Chinese naval inspection by Li Hung 
Chang the men manufactured cannon balls 
out of clay, painted them black and passed 
inspection with this bogus equipment. 

Large coal merchants of Japan are 
charged with secretly furnishing coal sup- 
plies to the Chinese navy. 

The gold ingots and coin captured by 
the Japanese at Ping-Yang amount to 
700,000 yen. 

Count Oyama, war minister, has issued 
@ proclamation urging troops to show 
every kindness to the Chinese wounded, 
adding that they “should not be more 
anxious to display carnage than charity.” 

The Japanese naval experts say that 
torpedo boats proved to be a failure at 
the Yalu naval battle 

A Japanese clerk recently beheaded in 
Tien-Tsin is supposed to be one of the 
two students surrendered by the Ameri- 
can consul. 


Mother Is Dying. 

LOWELL, Mass.,Oct. 29.—A family quar- 
rel occurred in the Linnehan family on 
Water street late last night.

THE PHONAUTOGRAPH. 


A Remarkable Machine Invented by a Cali- 
fornia Genius. 

A San Francisco man has invented a 
machine which will do away with type- 
writers, both instruments and operators, 
if he succeeds in perfecting his inven- 
tion. 

The new machine combines the phono- 
graph and the typewriter, and in looks 
bears considerable resemblance toa cash 
register. On the front of the machine 
are small electric buttons, which you 
press before talking into the mouthpiece 
projecting from the upper part. This 
mouthpiece is connected with a revolv- 
ing cylinder, which receives impressions 
in a way similar to the Edison phono- 
graph. A traveling needle regulates the 
position of the impressions on the cyl- 
inder according to the size of the paper 
they are to be reproduced on. 

The filled cylinder is placed on roll- 
ers in the lower part of the machine. 
Above the rollers is asupply of paper 
for receiving the written characters. 

There are several mysteries about the 
working of the new invention. No ink 
is used, the written characters being 
produced in a bold, round hand by 
chemical action. It spells entirely by 
sound and is unable as yet to cope with 
the diphthong, the silent letter, the cap- 
ital, the semicolon or figures, but it 
will receive the sounds of the human 
yoice in any language except Chinese 
and reproduce them in plain English 
chirography. 

This seeming fairy tale comes from 
the financial backer and the inventor, 
these two men being the only persons 
who have seen the wonderful machine. 
—Kate Field’s Washington.

Senator Cranston’s Funeral. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 29.—The funeral of 
Senator George T. Cranston of North 
Kingstown was held at the Advent Chris- 
tian church yesterday, and was attended 
by Governor Brown and nearly all the 
state officials, delegations from all Grand 
Army posts and inmates of the soldiers’ 
home of Bristol.

in progress. All still express the utmost 
confidence in the success of their respec 
tive tickets. 

So far as the city is concerned, the Tam- 
many men place great reliance on their 
thorough organization, and even their op- 
ponents admit that the full Tammany 
vote will be polled. The adherents of the 
Seventy ticket base their firm belief in 
winning upon the conviction that there 
will be, regardless of ordinary political 
methods, an “‘uprising of the people,” such 
as overthrew the Tammany rule in 1871. 

Much of the quiet work done yesterday 
was directed toward detecting frauds in 
registration and toward arranging to get 
$> the poils without fail all who are regis- 
tered. 

Perhaps the most important incident of 
the day was the uttempt of an evening 
newspaper to implicate Colonel Strong in 
an old matter involving leanings toward 
the A. P. A., and his prompt denial of any 
intentional participation in it. 

Cooper Union was crowded last night 
when the Reform Democrats met to ex- 
press their determination to support Ev- 
erett P. Wheeler, the nominee for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Wheeler spoke, but his re- 
marks were confined to a few sentences, 


CARL SCHURZ. 


Carl Schurz was the orator of the even- 
ing, and was repeatedly applauded. He 
said in part: 

Plain Language. 

Mr. Schurz began by telling his hearers 
he was there as a private citizen, not en- 
gaged in active politics, to tell them why 
he thought David B. Hill should not be 
elected governor of the state of New York 
and why Everett P. Wheeler deserved 
support. 

“There is in this municipality,’’ said 
Mr. Schurz, ‘‘a great struggle going on 
which 1s to decide whether the city of New 
York shall be owned by the inhabitants 
thereof or by Tammany Hall. It has long 
been popularly believed that Tammany 
Hall is a nest of rapacious freebooters, but 
recent disclosures of corruption, of black- 
mail, of robbery, of vice and crime planted 
and protected for revenue, of terrorism, of 
cruel oppression practiced upon the poor, 
the weak and the helpless, haye gone far 
beyond popular expectation. 

“The good citizens of New York con- 
cluded at last that it was time to make an 
end of this. The Tammany chiefs became 
alarmed. They sawa day of judgment 
coming. The head chief, Dick Croker, 
took tohis heels. He gathered up the 
princely fortune he had saved from his 
revenues asking of New York, and re- 
tired asa Tammany ‘sage’ complacently, 
conscious of having secured his harvest in 
season. 

‘But the other Tammany chiefs were not 
so comfortably settled. They had to brave 
the coming storm. They found them- 
selves put to their wits and tried various 
devices. They would do anything to make 
people forget the tiger's teeth and claws 
until after election, but it was all in vain. 

Opens His Batteries on Hill. 

“In their extremity they bethought 
themselves of their lifelong friend, their 
trusty confederate, David B. Hill. Ifthey 
could only make Hill governor again they 
need not trouble themselves about a de- 
feat in a mayor's election, 

“But would Friend Hill be willing to ac- 
cept the nomination for the governorship 
Hardly. Comfortably ensconced for sev- 
eral years in the senate, he would not like 
to take pone essary risks. Tammany, 
therefore, resolved to nominate without 
asking, and the game succeeded. 

“It is universally known and not con- 
tradicted that the stampede in the Dem- 
ocratic convention which thrust the nom- 
ination upon Hill was planned and man- 
aged by Tammany, apd that Hill had been 
nominated and virtually accepted and 
found himself harnessed to the Tammany 
cart ere he had time to rub hiseyes. That 
go sly a fox should be caught by surprise 
may seem ludicrous. But it is more than 
a j&e; it is the sin of the evildoer coming 
home toroost; it is the devil claiming his 
own. 

Hill and Tammany Bound by Ties. 

“So often had Hill ridden into play and 
power on the backs of Tammany Hall 
and the state machine that Tammany and 
its allies have a right to jump upon his 
backand gay: ‘Now. we will ride you for 
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our salvation. We have done your work; 
now you willdo ours.’ All this is per- 
fectly fit and proper; Hill and Tammany 
are bound tugether |y natural ties. They 
are of one flesh and blood. Their princi- 
ples are the same, their methods are the 
same, their sins are thesame. As Tam- 
many has always fought Hill’s battles, sf 
Hill now fights the battles of Tammany. 

Mr. Schurz reviewed the political career 
of Senator Hill, and pointed out instances 
where, he claimed, the senator had shown 
himself to be a trickster. He declared 
that there was no better genius of mis- 
vhief in Democratic ranks, no abler traitor 
to Democratic principles and policy, Demo- 
cratic virtue and the Democratic adminis 
tration. “There are few rogues in poli- 
tios,”’ he said, “whom David B. Hill can- 
not easily beat at their trade. And there 
seems to be lots of credulous citizens over 
whose eyes he is still able to pull the wool. 
I leave it to you to think out what will be 
come of thecountry and your party if such 
ability is to rule their destinies.” 

Continuing his criticism of Hill, Schurz 
asked his audience to look the situation 
squarely in the face. ‘There is an anti- 
Democratic current sweeping over the 
land) Weall know it. Democratic de 
feats crowd one another. What is the 
trouble? Ifthe choice between the Me- 
Kinley tariff and the Wilson tariff were 
purely on their merits, submitted to a 
popular vote, Iam confident the McKin- 
ley tariff would be voted down by a de- 
tisive majority. Even thousands of Re- 
publicans would yote against it. 

Where the Trouble Lies. 


‘What, then, is the trouble? It 1s cor- 
rupt and treacherous leadership. It is 
your Tammany, your Hills, your Gor- 
mans, your Murphys, your Brices, your 
Smiths, that have disgusted decent men 
and made them doubtful whether the 
Democratic party is capable of conducting 
the government honestly and for the gen- 
eral good. That is the trouble. 

‘What a farcical spectacle it is, this so- 
called heroic campaign. Hill himself, the 
great mogul of the machine, with the 
brand of fate already upon his forehead, 
rushing from place to place praising the 
tariff he voted against, fawning upon 
Cleveland, whom he has been constantly 
stabbing in the back.”’ 

Concluding, Mr. Schurz said he turned 
to the reform organization of the Demo- 
cratic party with a feeling of relief and 
hope. 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild and Wheeler H. 
Peckham also made short addresses, scor- 
ing Tammany Hall. 


Stole $23,000, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Oct. 80.—State Au- 
ditor Gore says that the auditor of public 
affairs and accounts has concluded an ex- 
amination of the affairs of the Normal Park 
Loan association of Chicago, of which the 
late F. W. Porter was secretary, Mr. Por- 
ter having been the auditor of the Rock 
Island railway. The examination devel- 
oped the fact that Mr. Porter was a de- 
faulter to the extent of some $28,000.

Boston, Oct. 80.—The Massachusetts 
Protective Association of Retail Fish Deal- 
ers was formed by 250 delegates here last 
night. The association will take action 
on the recent action of the wholesalers in 
admitting several retail dealers to their 
association, and try to prevent the large 
retail business of some wholesalers.

SUGAR TRUST BOODLE 


Said to Have Been Given to a Journal- 
ist For Distribution. 


A SCHEME TO GAG THE PRESS 


Which May Ultimately Lead to 
an Airing In the Courts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 80.—The Evening 
Star says: If current reports are true, 
there is a syndicate writer in New York 
who may have avery unpleasant quarter 
ofan hour with the Washington corre- 
spondents before the next session of con- 
gress shall end. 

The story has reached here that one of 
the incidents of the Sugar trust campaign 
in Washington last winter was the raising 
of a purse by the Sugar trust people to be 
given this enterprising correspondent, to 
be distributed in Washington among the 
press people, where “it would do the most 
good” in the opinion of those who fur- 
nished the money. 

And that place was the pockets of those 
representatives of the press of the coun- 
try here, who, with or without right, are 
supposed to have influence in congress and 
in themaking of public opinion through- 
out the country. 

There are intimations even that the men 
who furnished the money did so under 
the impression that it was 

To Be Distributed Pro Rata 
among the representatives of the press in 
Washington in the expectation that the 
comments upon the operation of the Sugar 
trust would be either less severe or that 
they would be altogether withheld. It is, 
of course, assumed that the distributor of 
this fund was to receive his commission. 

There are intimations that a list was 
furnished of the names of correspondents 
towhom this fund was to be distributed, 
and that the expectation was that it would 
be expended in part in dinners and part in 
ways that would be appreciated by those 
for whom it was intended. 

If there is anything in this story, it 
will be found that not one dollar of this 
alleged fund ever passed to the representa- 
tive correspondents for whom it is reported 
that it was designed. The man who un- 
dertook to disburse this fund did so with 
the full knowledge that it would not be 
safe for him to approach any of the gentle- 
men whose names may have appeared on 
this pretended list for any such purpose 
whatever. He not only is not on relations 
of confidence with them, but he never 
calls upon many of them when in Wash- 
ington. 

Efforts are being made to ascertain the 
truth of this report, and if it shall be ver’ 
fled, some of the correspondents inter 
that he will hear more later, possibly i: 
the courts and probably before a commit- 
tee of investigation. 


Parents Are Worried. 

Wobsvury, Mass., Oct. 30.—The mystert- 
ous disappearance of Miss Annie M. 
Thompson, which has just been laid be- 
fore the authorities of the city, is peculiar, 
and justifies the parents in believing that 
she has met with foul play or is being de- 
tained against her will. Some letters 
have been received, one from Chicago and 
others from San Francisco, stating that 
she was married to the writer, Samuel S. 
Pearce, who had been a boarder in the 
Thompson family and who disappeared 
about the time Miss Thompson did. The 
peculiarity of the affair is that the letters 
were in neither Pearce’s nor Miss Thomp- 
son’s handwriting. Mr. and Mrs. Thomp- 
son are fearful that Annie is being held 
in subjection somewhere.

Street Advanced, 


THE NORFOLK DOWNS STREETS 


The Improvement of Fountain Square 
Laid on the Table,

BERLIN, Oct. 30.—It is understood that 
the emperor has accepted the new chan- 
cellor’s view that the appointment of a 
reactionary Protestant, like Count Zu 
Eulenberg, as governor of Alsace-Lorraine, 
would create bad feeling in that province 

The emp ror’s desire to appoint Count 
Zu Eulenberg to the highest post next to 
the chancellorship, with a salary of $30,000 
higher than the chancellor receives, as 
compensation for the slights cast upon 
him in the Caprivi press, is a further in- 
stance of the intrusion of imperial feeling 
into the government of the country, which 
is little calculated to enlist popular ap- 
proval. 

His majesty has summoned Prince Ho- 
henlohe-Langenberg, head of the Neuen- 
stein line of the Hohenlohes, to Potsdam 
as a possible governor of the reichstag. 
Prince Hohenlohe-Langenberg is an uncle 
of the emperor. He belongs to the Gle- 
chen-Liengen families. He was formerly 
aiember of the Free Conservative party 
in parliament, and has taken deep interest 
in colonial matters. He has made no par- 
ticular mark in politics. 

The other candidates for the same post 
are General von Loe, Prince Frederick 
Hohenzollern and General Count von 
Waldersee. It is believed that Prince 
Hohenlohe-Langenberg has the best chance 
of appointiment. 

Public opinion is fast recovering from 
the shock of the ministerial crisis. There 
is a feeling of relief that it has not turned 
out worse, and that the long threatened 
storm has burst and cleared the atmos- 
phere. I: begins to be regarded that the 
emperor's position was exceedingly diffi- 
cult in face of the endeayors of Count von 
Caprivi, Count von Eulenberg and the 
political parties to make capital out of 
his support, and that he concluded that 
the only course was to cry “hands off.”

THE WHITE HORSE. 


“This canyon ought to havea history, 
Pablo,”’ I said to the guide as, supper 
finished, I leaned back on my blankets 
and dreamily gazed at the scene before 
as.

The 
late Mrs. Elizabeth Winans, a Sioux 
woman, during a life of Christian serv- 
ice for her people was actuated by a 
purpose as pure and noble as that shown 
by any philanthropist of the country.

Unde. education 
they have shown themselves quick and 
ready learners, competing easily with 
white pupiJs of the same age. I have 
observed them at thiér studies and am 
convinced that they are as capable as 
white children of grasping the ordinary 
branches taught in the common schools. 
It has been my pleasure to hear ad- 
dresses from full blooded Indian college 
students which would do credit to un- 
dergraduates of Yale or Harvard. —Sen- 
ator Kyle in North American Review.

OVER HALF A MILLION 


Goes to Public Institutiens by the Will ef 
the Late Senator Ross. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 31.—The long-disputed 
will case of the late Senator Ross of Que- 
bec has at last been settled. The Morrin 
college and the high school révelve be- 
tween them $170,000, the Jeffy Hale hos- 
pital, $150,000; the three Anglican chari- 
ties of Quebec, $40,000; the French mission 
of. the Presbyterian church in Canada, 
$30,000; the Woman's Christian associa- 
tion, $10,000; the Ladies’ Protestant home, 
$40,000; the Ladies’ City Mission, $5000, 
and over $3000 to the Irish Protestant 
Benevolent society of Quebec. All this 
money has been paid. 

Frank Ross, as part of the settlement, 
has agreed to remit at once $50,000, to be 
employed in benevolent purposes in Car- 
luke, Scotland, and also to devote $30,000 
to the establishment and maintenance of 
& home for old men and boys of Protestants 
of all denominations. The last amount 
takes the place of a corresponding sum 
which in the original proposal was to go 
to the Finlay asylum and the Church of 
England male orphan asylum of Quebec. 


Died From Apoplexy. 

AsBuRY Park, N. J., Oct 31.—Dr. E. 
Peterson of Philadelphia died here yester- 
day, from apoplexy. He was 82 years of 
age. Dr. Peterson was at one time as- 
sociated in business with the late George 
W. Childs. He studied medicine and 
graduated with high honors, but did not 
practice. Nine years ago Dr. Peterson 
was stricken with paralysis, which: left 
him an invalid. His only daughter is 
Mrs. George W. Childs. 


Unwarranted Assaults. 
NEW York, Oct. 31—Superintendent 
Byrnes has been directed by the police 
cominissioners to make charges against all 
those policemen connected with the as- 
sault on the striking cloakmakers on Oct. 
18. The charges will involve Captain 
yGrant and several patrolmen. Atthe time 
jthe alleged assaults were committed, the 
strikers were forming for a parade for 

which they had secured a permit. 


Clerical Boycott Upheld. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 31.—The Canada Reyne 
began a series of severe attacks on the 
Catholic church. Archbishop Fabre put 
the pubifcation under the ban of the 
church and the Canada Revue people sued 
the bishop for $50,000. Judge Doherty 
yesterday dismissed the case on the ground 
that the archbishop did not interfere with 
the plaintiff's right of selling it to whom- 
soever wanted to read it. 


Brought Death te Seven. 

NEw York, Oct. 31.—Smoke from a fire 
in the five-story tenement house at 216 
West Thirty-second street early yesterday 
morning cut off the lives of seven people 
who were sleeping in the house. The fire’s 
cause isa mystery. It started in the cellar 
at about 8:20, and shot up through the five 
stories of the building with amazing speed. 
There were 40 people sleeping in the house. 


Baptist Conferenc. Opened. 

Boston, Oct. 31.—The Saptist ministers 
of Massachusetts opened their 65th annual 
meeting and conference at the Tabernacle, 
Bowdoin square, yesterday, with a large 
attendance from all parts of the state.

The ceremony took place at the 
residence of Secretary Carlisle. Mrs. Jef- 
ferson Davis, who is a near relative of the 
groom, was in attendance, as was Miss 
Winnie Davis. 

All Must Pay Taxes, 

MONTREAL, Oct. 31.—Owing to the bad 
state of the finances of the city the board 
of chairmen have recommended that all 
properties now exempt from taxation be 
taxed one-half their assessed value. The 
property includes all churches, parsonages, 
hospitals, religious institutions, etc., the 
whole to amount to $34,185,894. 


Plundered by Pirates,

IN LORDS’ DEFENSE. 


Upper Chamber of British Parliament } 


Is a Necessity. 


(T WILL NEVER BE ABOLISHED. 


Salisbury’s Views Differ From 
Those of Rosebery. 


EDINBURGH, Oct. 81.—A conference of 
the Scottish Conservatory associations was 
held here last night. Ex-Prime Minister 
Salisbury made a speech in which ho 
scathingly criticised a recent speech of 
Prime Minister Rosebery. He described 
the agitation against the house of lords 
asaaherring drawn across the path of 
home rule. 


LORD SALISBURY. 
He did not believe, he declared, that 
Lord Rosebery was in earnest in his pro- 
posed vague resolutions regarding the 


house of lords. It would be harmless, and 
if submitted to the country it would be 
in no wise like the foreign referendum to 
which Lord Rosebery had likened it. He, 
himself, would not speak against a refer- 
endum; in fact, he thought it decidedly 
advantageous in the form in which it ex- 
isted in America for good government and 
the stability of the country. 

Doubtless Archbishop Walsh’s_ well- 
drilled battalions would pass Lord Rose- 
bery’s resolutions against the voice of the 
country. “Do you,” he asked, “imagine 
that the resolution would possess any 
moral authority whatever, or that any 
sane human being could imagine that 
England or Scotland would abase them- 
selves sofaras to put their necks under 
the heels of south and west Ireland? 

Will Not Be Becvguized by the Courts, 

“Tt isa ludicrous proposal. They may 
pass all the resolutions they like, but a 
bill embodying such proposals will never 
be accepted by the house of lords, and, 
therefore, will never be recognized by the 
courts of law. No such change in the con- 
stitution is possible without a considerable 
majority of the people being in its favor.” 

Lord Salisbury argued that on several 
occasions, in his experience, the house of 
lords supported Liberal measures against 
Conservative opposition. If the house of 
lords had become virtually a conservative 
body, it was because Mr. Gladstone’s ill- 
advised Irish policy had driven them in 
that direction. 

If the Irish question was once moved 
out of the way, the house of lords would 
gradually, though perhaps slowly, settle 
back into the old position in which the 
parties were evenly balanced. It was well 
for the safety of institutions, which, once 
overthrown, could never be replaced, that 
the balance of the party in the house of 
lords should be on the side of conserva- 
tism. 

The ex-prime minister added: “If the 
question of handing the government of the 
country over entirely to a single chamber 
should come before the country, which I 
do not believe it will do, we would have to 
confront the greatest danger that the com- 
munity has had to face in many centuries. 
Remember that the domination of a single 
chamber has not been adopted by any con- 
siderable country on the surface of the 
earth. 

House of Lords a Safeguard, 

“Can it be supposed possible to govern 
India by an independent house of com- 
mons, Where the ideas of faddists might 
become law without a chance of an appeal 
toa higher authority? One other point, 
but for the house of lords you would now 
have 80 votes in the house of commons 
saleable to the highest bidding party, 
making you and your interests slaves of 
Archbishop Walsh and his friends.” 

Without saying anything about the 
maintenance of the house of lords in its 
present form, he appealed to all who be- 
lieved in the religious institutions of the 
country, in freedom, in the security of 
contract and the sanctity of property to 
combine to support the second chamber, 
which he declared was necessary to con- 
trol the decisions of the elective chamber. 

Replying to the vote of thanks extended 
to him by the meeting, the ex-prime min- 
ister took occasion to say: ‘All of Lord 
Rosebery’s talk about my power in the 
house of lords is nonsense, and an attempt 
to make capital against the house of lords 
by using my name as imagining that any 
member of that house has any motive 
whatever in paying more deference to my 
opinion than might be due to the argu- 
ment I used, is an audacious, impudent 
fabrication, unworthy of the man who 
madeit.” 

Kaiser Declined to Be Present. 

BERLIN, Oct. 31.—A monument to Em 
peror Frederick, father of Emperor Will- 
iam, was unveiled in Wittenberg today, 
and it creates comment that Emperor 
William declined to be present. Empress 
Frederick was also prevented from going 
to witness the unveiling of her husband’y 
monument.

The Legislature of 1894 passed this 
resolve, Chap. 3: 


Resolved,—That there be 

paid out of the treasury of peeling 
wealth a sum not exceeding $3,000, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Governor 
and Council, for the purpose of erecting a 
suitable memorial over the grave of 
Governor John Hancock, in the Granary 
burying ground, in Boston, 


The resolve was approved Feb. 3, but a 
hearing was not given until Tuesday by a 
special committee of the executive council, 

Mr. Schweinfurth said that whatever 
memorial be placed over the grave should 
look as if it had been there always, but it 
should possess dignity and refinement, He 
would gladly welcome competition, pro- 
vided that a man like Charles F. McKim 
er City Architect Wheelwright was called 
upon to assist the committee in the selec- 
tion of a design. The amount at the 
disposal of the committee—$3000—would 
not permit any reimbursement to any one. 

Max Bachmann said he would willingly 
enter into competition, but at the same 
time suggested that the competition be not 
ope, but confined to, say, 10 architects or 
scuipters of repute. These should sub- 
mit their designs, on which he would be 
willing to have either McKim or Wheel- 
wright pass,

ENDING OF AN EPOCH. 


American English Essayists Marks, 


With the death of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes America comes to the end of its 


first epoch in distinctive native poesy. 
‘With Emerson, Bryant, Lowell, 

Longfellow, Whittier, in particular— 

With Poe, Drake, Percival, Halleck and 


Whitman also if one wishes to be truly 


catholic—the genial ripened soul that 
has now been garnered unto rest consti- 
tutes the galaxy of singers whose names 
for all time will crown the first century 
of the letters of this young republic. — 

It is not, however, as a poet of the 
first magnitude that the three genera- 
tions of American readers who were his 
contemporaries will chiefly honor Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes. As essayist and 
philosopher rather than poet or novel- 
ist his memory will be the most wide- 
ly and most tenderly cherished by his 
survivors and transmitted to the gener- 
ations that are to be. He had in a de- 
gree rarely given to man the faculty of 
making the reader of his quaint philos- 
ophy and kindly cheer his friend and 
lifelong grateful beneficiary, 

; He was the prince of American Eng- 
lish essayists. He had the sense and in- 
sight of William Hazlitt, the grace and 
sympathy of Leigh Hunt, the strength 
and quaintness of William Cobbett and 
at will and upon occasion the polished 
diction of Macaulay. It is a proof of the 
virility of Oliver Wendell Holmes’ 
genius that he has left in the field of 
English prose that he trod a crop of 
imitators and disciples. Would that his 
school of writers might have inherited 
the mantle of their preceptor, might 
have derived something of the profound- 
ness, the geniality and the cheeriness of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes.—New York 
Telegram. 


GAMBLING IN ENGLAND. 


A London Journal Says That Everybody 
Is Panting For the Unearned Increment. 

Private roulette tables have become 
common in cultivated society and are 
openly sold by fashionable furniture 
dealers. Both sexes assiduously culti- 
vate the ‘‘bucket shop,’’ sometimes 
making money, but in too many in- 
stances making fearfully wry faces when 
they find that they have to settle up 
their little differences with their outside 
brokers. The ‘‘play’? has become em- 
phatically ‘‘the thing,’’ although in a 
sense far different from that intended 
by the Prince of Denmark. 

Substantial business men find it irk- 
some to make a railway journey of an 
hour and a quarter without producing 
a pack of curds and getting up a nice, 
quict game of whist, and it can scarcely 
be said that in this year of grace 1894 
there is a single section of society out- 
side the strictly religious classes that is 
not in some form or another addictéd to 
gambling. The incitements thereto, 
goodness knows, are numerous and ex- 
citing enough, from gold mines in the 
mountains of the moon to tickets in the 
German lotteries. 

Everybody is panting for the unearned 
increment. Everybody yearns to eat, 
drink and be merry, to wear fine clothes 
and to sparkle with jewels, to be bought 
with money for which no work has been 
done. There is gambling in the highest 
and gambling in the lowest of our 
couches sociales. —London Telegraph. 

A STINGING REBUKE. 
Americans In London Enjoy the Roasting 
Given the Antilynching Society. 

No utterance of the London Times for 
a long time has been so much enjoyed by 
Americans in London as that paper’s 
stinging rebuke to English antilynching 
busybodies, says a correspondent. It is 
peculiarly appropriate that the govern- 
or of Alabama’s reply to the letter of 
the English Antilynching society 
should appear in the same newspaper 
with the report made to the British gov- 
ernment by Sir Robert Hamilton of his 
investigation into the pitiable hardships 
of the inkabitants of the British island 
of Dominica, in the West Indies. The 
forms of oppression inflicted by the Brit- 
ish colonial government there are al- 
most incredible. 

The people of the island are impover- 
ished at best and barely able to keep 
soul and body together, but in lieu of 
the payment of taxes the authorities 
compel men, women and children to 
work at roadbuilding. No exceptions 
are made, and this leads Sir Robert 
mildly to recommend to the British gov- 
ernment that women who are about to 
become mothers should not be forced to 
work upon the roads. Three examples 
of women being delivered within a few 
hours of doing their contribution to the 
road tax are given. When the revenues 
of the island admit, says the royal com- 
missioner, women should be relieved of 
contributing to this tax either in mon- 
ey or labor. 


The Count and His Trout, 

The Germans are laughing at an in- 
cident concerning Count Kanitz, one of 
the leaders of the agriculturists whose 
opposition to the government was so 
strongly rebuked by the emperor the 
other day. When the emperor visited 
Konigsberg, Kanitz, who counted on 
obtaining an invitation to the imperial 
banquet, requested to be allowed to fur- 
nish the trout. The offer was accepted, 
and the count sent 420 trout. Then he 
received a dispatch saying that his name 
had been struck off the list. The count 
telegraphed to Konigsberg to stop the 
fish, but the supply had already been 
sent, and all the guests at the banquet 
greatly enjoyed them. The emperor, 
when afterward informed, laughed 
heartily over the incident.—Berlin Let-

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USES FOR OLD STREET CARS. 


A Boston Man Starts a Movement Which 
Is Unlimited as to Possibilities. 

While the huge traction corporation 
which has gridironed the city with trol- 
ley wires was wondering if it would not 
be the cheapest way to take the old cars 
out by the shipload and dump them in 
some place where they would not inter- 
fere with navigation a citizen stepped 
in and bid $36 for them. His first 


one in the back yard of a friend and to 
tell the children that they might use it 
for a playhouse.

Another, who is 
a contractor, pays his men every Satur- 
day night from the door of the old car. 
One man fixed his up as a carpenter 
shop for his boy, and one enterprising 
old woman in Cambridge made an offer 
for ten cars. Her idea was to wheel 
them down to the seashore and convert 
them into cottages and bathhouses, shift- 
ing their position with the tide. Her in- 
genious scheme, however, was thwarted 
by the refusal of the owners of the beach 
to sell her land for the purpose. Now 
that the ball has been set rolling next 
summer may see the introduction of 
‘‘house cars for the campers out, pio- 
nickers and  excursionists.’’—Boston 
Transcript.

American Cattle Can Not Carry Texas 


Fever Over the Ocean. 


GREAT SURPRISE AT WASHINGTON 


Over the Pian of Action 
Adopted by Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 81.—The announce- 
ment that the embargo placed on American 
cattle by the senate of Hamburg had been 
extended to the length of an exclusion of 
American cattle and dressed meat from 
every port of Germany was received with 
surprise by department officials. 

That the Texas fever was merely & 
ground which Germany could adopt for 
enforcing retaliatory measures against the 
United States because of the supposed dis- 
crimination against German interests in 
the sugar schedule of the tariff bill was 
the prevalent impression. The German 
ambassador, however, assured the secre- 
tary of state that the measure of exclusion 
was inspired solely by sanitary reasons 
and had no political move behind it. 

Secretary Morton had a consultation 
with Secretary Gresham about the matter 
yesterday, before the stringent measures 
just adopted were known. He assured 
Secretary Gresham that the exportation of 
Texas fever into Germany by American 
cattle was altogether improbable, if not 
impossible, according to the opinions of 
the pathological experts of the depart- 
ment, aud said that he was confident that 
the supposed discovery of Texas fever 

Was a Mistake. 

When the dispatch from Berlin was 
shown to the secretary of agriculture, he 
expressed surprised. The exclusion of 
dressed meats he was at a loss to under- 
stand, because they are all inspected by 
competent government officials in this 
country before they are shipped. Texas 
fever, moreover, can be carried only by 
live cattle. ‘The live cattle exported from 
this country are also inspected at the 
ports of shipment to see that they are not 
diseased. 

The secretary thinks that the damage to 
be inflicted on American interests by this 


action is generally overestimated, as our 
exports of meats to Germany are compara- 
tively light, aggregating but a small frac- 
tion of the exports to Great Britain. 


From observations on his recent trip, 


Secretary Morton is convinced that the 
exportation of live cattle cannot be made 
to pay as well as shipping dressed meats.
